would han)e rendered the performance 
imperfeB. 

The improvements which have been 
made in the art of Gardeningy within 
fifty years pafi^ are very great ; fo that 
we may without prefumption affirm^ that 
en)ery part of this art is in as great per- 
feSiion at this time in England^ as in any 
part of Europe. Our markets being 
better fupplied with all forts of efcujent 
plants through the whole year^ than 
thefe if any other country ; and thefe in 
their fever al feafons are afforded at fo 
cheap rateSy that they are become a 
great part of the food of the poor: to 
which we may in part attribute the abate- 
ment of thofe violent fcorbutic diforders^ 
which formerly raged fo much in this 
"country. 

'^^^ n^e Kitchen Gardeners [efpecially 
thofe near London^ have experienced^ 
^that by treating mofi of the efculent ve^ 
getables in a lefs tender niannery than 
"was before praSiifedy their crops fucceed 
^^much ^ better j and hy f owing half the 
- ' -' '^ . quantity 
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^uaniity of feeds on the fame extent of 
ground^ there is a great faving of both 
feed and labour^ and their plants thrive 
much better. 

The Florifs alfct ha^e found out many 
better methods of raijing and improving 
all the forts of flower s^ with which the 
Rnglifh Gardens are now much more 
plentifully for ed than was known to their 
predeceffors ; fo that many forts which 
V)ere fome years paji nurfed up with the 
greatefi care^ and treated in the mofi 
tender manner y are now commonly plant-^ 
ed in the open borders, of the Pkafure- 
Qarden ; where they thrive and are in 
greater vigour^ than when they wer6 
treated with much greater nicety^ where^ 
by the Flower-Garden is more completely 
adorned with thefe beauties. 

As to the number of exotic trees^ 
prubsy and plants^ which have been 
brought into England within half a cen^ 
tury pajly it is doubtful if it is not nearly 
equal to thofe before known here \ and a 
great part of them are become y as it were^ 

A 4 deni-- 
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aeni^ehs in England^ being fo far natu* 
rdliked. as to thrive in the open air 
without Jheltery and thereby afford much 
greater pleafure^ hecaufe th^ approach 
nearer to their natural beauty. And by 
making trials with many of thofe plants 
which were formerly nurfed up in Green-- 
houfesy and treated with great tender- 
nefsy they have been found to thrive and 
flower much better when planted in the 
full ground^ and treated with lefs de^ 
licacy. 

Thefe new dif cover ies which are annu-^ 
ally made in the ^different parts of Gar- 
denings occafon a necejjity for altera- 
tions and additions to be made^ffom time 
to time J in the books which are written 
upon this fubjeEl\ therefore the author 
hopes s that what he has done of this na- 
ture^ in the late editions of his works y 
will not be inter pretedy as if done with a 
dejign to depreciate the former imprefjionSy 
or to e7thance the fale of the book^ both 
which are far from his intention : but 
here he cannot help obfervingy that the de^ 

mand 
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mand for this book has b^enfe great ^ as 
to tempt fome of the Bookfellers to endear- 
vour to impofe on the public y by empky-^ 
ing their hackney fcribblers^ to purloin 
from thisy and the author s larger work^ 
materials for books on the fame fubjeEl. 
How well thefe have been executed^ thofi 
who are the bejl acquainted with tbefub^ 
jeEiy are the mofl capable judges. But if 
we may prefume to guefs at the receptioH 
which thefe books have met with from the 
public y by the demand there is for them^ 
we may conclude^ that neither of thofe 
performances will ever come to another 
edition. 

In a work of this nature ^ which is de* 
fgned only to inJiruB the praSiitioner 
at what times of the year each work is 
to be performed^ it cannot be expeBed^ 
that the manner of doing thofe works can 
be here infer ted^ as that would Jwell the 
book greatly beyond the limited Jize^ ami 
render it lefs portable y and as in tl^ 
Gardeners DiStionary^ there are ample 
infru&ions for the raijing and manage 

ment 
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meni of all the 'forts' of trees ^ jlorubsf 
and plants^ with which the Englijh Gar-- 
dens are at prefont fumijbedy not only 
for the etnbellijfjment of the Pleafure-- 
Garden^ hut dlfo- the many hinds of efo 
ctd^nt plants which ar^ at prefent culti-- 
vated in our Kitchen-^Gardens^ which 
were unknown here in the laji age : fo 
the curious Reader is defred to turn to 
that^ for direSlions how to perform the 
fever al works ^ in the different branches of 
' Qardening, 

The inferting in this work what efcu- 
lent plants and fruits are in feafon^ 
and alfo the trees ^ fhrubs^ and flower Sy 
which bloffom. in each months the author 
kelieves to he as neceffary as a?jy other 
part of the performance I for by this thofe 
gentlemen who reftde in the country but 
a part of they ear y may be injlru&ed to 
make choice of fuch fruit Sy and to culti^ 
vate fuch efcuiept plants in their Gar^- 
densy as will be in feafon at the parti-- 
cular time of the year ^ when they can en^ 
joy them. The trees^ jhrubs^ and flom- 

en 
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irs for adorning their Gardens ^ n^ay alfo 
be adapted t^ the fame time. 
- In this edition the titles of many of 
the plants are altered^ fo as to correfppnd 
with thofe mentioned in the laji edition of 
the Gardeners DiEiionary^ which was 
altered to correfpond with L,inn<Buss 
fyftem.

thofe Gardens which are fituated near 
Lsondon^ and according to the new ftyle ; 
fo that in the management of thofe. Gar- 
dens which are fituated in a more nor- 
*thern latitude^ there mu/i be an allow^ 
'^nce made for the dijiance they are re- 
'moved from^ this metropolis. This muji 
J?e underfood in- general ^ for there are . 
fbme particular warm foils and fituati^ 
msy at a great dijiance from London^ 
«~ in 
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in which vegetation is ahnofl as early as 
the lands in general near London^ 

It may aljo be necejfary to inform the 
Reader^ that the calculations here made^ 
are not taken from any one particular fea-^ 
fon^ but by comparing a diary which the 
author has kept many years ; and from a 
medium of fever al years obfervation^ the 
whole has been compiled. For there is 
frequently the difference of a fortnight 
or three weeks^ between one feafon and 
another^ in the times of fruit ripemng^ 
and a If in the maturity of efculent plants. 
But in many of the winter fruits^ there 
is often much more ; for in fome feafonSy 
the pears of a tree which grew to afouth 
eaf afpeBy were ripe thi middle of Oc- 
tober^ and by the end of the fame months 
thofe which were i^ot eaten were become 
rotten ; and in fever al other years y the 
fruit of the fame tree were not eatable 
befi>re the end of December, therefore 
the Reader is dejirtd ta excufe the author ^ 
when he finds fome forts of autunm or 
fwintxr fruits ^ mentioned to be mjeath^^ 

at 
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^ aidiff&rent thmft^m that in whkb 
they are fame yeart^ in their mattirityy he-- ' 
i;aufa Juch alter atumt frequent iy \happen 
in the faafbnSy as wili^ occajion the diffe- 
rence hefore-^menti^ned in the^ time af 
ripening affoverai frtiiss.

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A denomination is fo much more perfe6t9 
9S it contains fewer arbitrary things, and has 
kfs relation to foreign. This is a kind of de- . 
finitioh, which muft be rendered as exaA as . 
poffible, ufing the vilihle attributes and quali- 
ties of the plant itfelf^ making an abftra6lion 
of the affinity it has to other plants of the fame 
genus, or of different genera. 

The modern Botanifls have an advantage 
over the antients in following this rule j they 
name the plants from the part? which they 
contain, whereas the others have generally 
given them by their outward appearance, or 
fuppofed virtues \ the moderns, in each of their 
pfhrafes, have regard to the eilential parts' of 
the plant they exprefs : that in a word is the 
moft particular chara£ler, which can be known 
by the firft infpeftion, avoiding the long de- 
ponpiinations and terms which are fuperfiuous, 
and only burden the memory to no purpofe, 
they have banifhed the names of the countries 
where the plants grow, their virtues, and pro- 
perties,' ^c. from the titles. 

When there is but one known fpecies of a 
genus, it is not neceifary to add a fpecific de- 
nomination to its genericalname, becaufe then? * 
is no other fpecies to diftinguifh it from« . And 
It were to be wifhed, that each plant had but 

one 



one eflimtmbcharadtcr to diflinguifhfit from 
all the odier fpecie$ of lihe genus : m iwhkh 
ca^ 'each xkmomiiiation wcnild be con^nfed 
m two or three words. Bat as it often hapr 
pens, that one fpedes has many different cha-^ 
rapiers common (o ms or other fpecies of the 
fajoie genus, they ^re then obliged to add ^ 
longer denomination to it. However, all other 
things being equal, the fhorteft phrafes are 
always beft. In conlequence of this, Dr. 
Linnam^ the celebrated Profeflbr of Botany at 
XJffal va ..Sweden^ has propofed, fimple and 
proper terms, not only to exprefs all the dif- 
ferent p^rts of plants, bqt alfo the principal 
qualities, forms, figures, fituations, diredlions^ 
and maimer J of ^xifting of each of thefe parts^ 
He is not fati^ed to join the definitions and 
expliqations to eacl) of thefe terms, to fix 
and determine their true meaning : but he has 
alfo added figures, to fuch as were neceflary 
tp give a nlpre juft and complete idea of 
them. Thefe principles have been almoft uni- 
vcrfally adopted, by thofe >yho have wrote after 
him. This, rule he will not permit to be dc- 
pa4*ed f rocn, ; and his manner of exprelTion is 
becpme tlie living language of Botany. 

The jfiinaal method of clafling plants, efta- 
blifhed by Dr. Linnaus^ is ipuch preferable 

a 2 to 
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to all the. fyftemsi 9^ ^otany whfcjb have yet 
.appeared, i. ;^pcaijifc,of all thofe vvhich have 
be^n propofed, there i$^ not one of them which 
approaches fq near ;o a natural method as 
this, moft of the, cl^iTes being very natural. 
2- It is founded upon ^ the parts .pf the plants, 
which are the moft, conftant», and leaft fubje£t 
to variation, the ftf^mina and pointals, which 
are the true organs of generation. 

Thefe are fimple^ and eafy to retain in, me- 
mory. The claffes arc eftaWifhed upon the 
ftamina or male organs ; the orders or fubdi- ^ 
vifions of the clafles upon the pointals or fe- 
male organs; and the genera upon all the 
parts of tlie fru6lification. All thefe parts be- 
ing confidered according to their number, 
their figure, their proportion, and their fitua- 
tion, the fpecific differences are taken from 
the habit or external appearances of the plants. 
Thofe who will take the trouble of examining 
this method, and comparing it with any of 
the former, will be much better acquainted 
with its excellence than words can explain it. 
The author does not pretend to fay it is per- 
fe£l ; the only natural method, if there is one, 
fhould have an advantage of this, but in de- 
fault of the laft, .he endeavours to follow that 
which approaches neareft to it.

nift. It is certain that ' thefe defcriptions. will 
have this advantage, that they can be applied 
to any method which may be hereafter invent- 
ed, for the eftablifliing of a new genera, when 
tlie old ones are infufiicient, by the junftion of 
thofe whofe identity have efcaped the firft me- 
thodifts, by the difmembering of fome of them, 
which were ovetcharged with ipecies, (which 
fatigue and embarrafs the learner ;) in fhort, by 
deariiig of fbme other whofe chara6ters are 
eqtiivoital oi^ bbfeuie. Dr. Linnaus has found 
a wiybf ratiging tli^ fpecies urlder their true 
gehera, -aritt 'of feparatirig thofe which do not 
itfbperiybta^ to thefni. - • 

' The airtio^UfOiiiig^Vaifigtieir fron! real fpecies, 
isa ^a^l^f^lhfelbi^n^fe^ef Sotan)^ ftot *^cll on- 
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derftood ; for as variety 6f foils, fituation, lind 
culture, greatly alter die appearance of plants, 
fo there are too many, who from a fondnefs 
of fliewing their great nicety in dlftinguifhing, 
are apt to make fpecies of feveral plants, which 
are only accidental variations ; while others, on 
the contrary, are as ready to fuppoie many 
plants which agree in fome particular charac- 
ters, are only accidental variations \ and it muft 
be confeffed, that the learned author^ whofe 
fyftem we here adopt, is of this number: 
wherever he has enumerated the fpecies of 
plants, he has joined, by way of fynonim, 
many plants as varieties of the fpecies, which 
are always conftant in their fpecific chara6bers^ 
When propagated by feeds, be the foil or fitua* 
tion ever fo different : but this may be readily 
excufed, in one /Who has not had experience 
enough in the fculture of plants, to know how 
far the difference of foils and fituations will 
alter the appearances of plants, fo it cannot 
be expe6led he fhould be perfe6l in an article, 
which requires many years trial and obftrva- 
tion to determine. Nor has this learned au-? 
thor lived long enough in a country, where 
he might have opportunities to fee and examine 
the plants growings therefore he has been 
obliged to form great part of his fyftem froit^. 
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dried iampks of the plants, which though 
th^ may have ban wdl preferved, yet fomc 
of thofe efiential p^ts.of their Howers and. 
fructifications, from whence he has taken their 
chara6^er$:^ may have been wanting ; or at 

^ leafl fo much impaired,^ as to render it almofl: 
impoilible for any one abfolutely to determine 
their claflfes or genera ^ therefore future obfer- 
vations on the plants made by perfons of (kill, 
who have opportunities of examining them 
when growing and in a perfe<5l flate, it is 

. hoped) may reduce this method nearer to a 
natural one. 

The following circumftances are excluded 
by Dr. Linnaus^ from having any (hare in 
diftinguifhing the fpecies from varieties, viz. 
jiXy magnitude y time of flowerings colour y fcent^ 
tafle^ virtues and ufesy duration, multitude^ 
pubefcensy leaves and monjirous flowers. Moft 
of which it muft be confefled, fhould not be 
allowed as diftinguifhing characters to fpecies $ 
but there are fome which muft be admitted, 
where other marks are wanting to diftinguifb 
two fpecies which have great affinity, provided 
the chara^ers fo ufed are permanent : and

and almoft entire. There are alfovinany other 
plants which have efcaped the notice of the 
author^ and are by him fuppofed to be only 
varieties, which are in reality diftinft fpecies* 

According to modern Botanifts, plants are 
fuppofed to confift of the fix following, parts, 
1. the Root, Radixy 2. the Trunk, T'runcus^ 
3. the Support, Fulcra, 4. the Leaves, Foliar, 
5. thp Flowers, Flons, 6. and the Fruity 
FruSlus. 

The Root, Radix, 
Is that part of a plant which is fattened to the 
ground, or to forae other body, from whence 
it draws its nourifhment. 

Roots are divided intothreerorts,WjK. fibrous 
or ftringy, bulbous and tuberous. 

A fibrpus root is compofed of many fiimll 
ftringy fibres like hairs, which divide at . the

The Trunk, T^mncusy 
Is that part of a plant which rifes immediately 
from the root, and fuftains the branches ; this 
denomination is therefore only given to trees ; 
and that of flalk to plants. 

Stalks are divided into fimple or compound. 

A Simple Stalk, Caulis Simplex^ is one which 
arifes fingle from the root, and continues fo 
without interruption to the top. This is alio 
called an er^tire ftalk, caulis integer. When the 
ftalk has no leaves or branches, it is called 
a naked ftalk, caulis nudis. When it is gar- 
nifhed with leaves, caulis foliatusy a leafy ftalk^ 
When it is upright, caule reStus. Or if it is 
oblique to the root, caule obliquus. When it 
twines round a fupport, caule volulnlis. If it 
is pliant, caule flexuofus. When it reclines to 
the ground, caule reclinatus. If it lies upon the 
ground, caule procumhens. When it puts roots 
out from the joints which fafl^n to the ground,, 
caule repent y a creeping ftalk. When it putsi 
put roots the whole kn^th of th? ^alks, far-t

A branching Stalk, Cauk ramofus^

are krge, hrachiatus^ or limbed* When there 
^re a great number of branches, ramoj^fmus^ 
very branching. If they have fupports, ^A 
fratus. When they are prolific, proliferous. 

A compound Stalk, Caulis compofitm^ is one 
that foon divides into branches ; when it is 
ibrked, it is called dichotomus ; if it ha^ two 
ranges of tranches, diftichusi or when thefe 
are ageon divided, fubdivijus. A flraw, cubnus^ 
n afifluknis ftalk gamifhed withleavjes, and is 
geneiii^y germinated by a fpike or panicle, as 

la 
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in grafles or corn. If this is entire, integer ; or 
branched^ ramojus-, if uniform, aqualisi if 
fointed, articulatus ; or fcaley, fquamofus ; if 
without leaves, nudus ; or when garniihed with 
IfBvcS^ Jblidtus. 

The fupports, fulcrcy are certain parts of a 
plant, which ferve to fuflain or defend the 
others. Thefe are of the ten following forts. 
The fiipula. The leaf which fupports the 
powers, hra3ea: The tendril or clafper, r/rr/&«/, 
pr capreehis. The fpine, fpina. The thorn, 
aadem. The footftalk of the leaf, petioluu The 
footftalk of the flower or fruit, pedunculus. The 
ftalkyjcapus. The gland, glandula. The fcale. 

The footftalk which fuftains the flower or 
froit is called peduncvlm. If this fuftains but 
one flower or fruit, unicam. If two, geminam ; 
if feveral, plurimam \ and when it fupports a 
great number, numerofcfm. When thefe arife 
from the foot, radicalem j from the ftalk, cau-^ 
Unam ; from the wings of the ftalk, alaretn ; 
ox from the extremity, terminatricem^ or termi'* 
nalem. If they are fingle, Jhlitariam ; or thinly 
placed, fparfami if in ^xoxx^^ conglobattim ; in 
ilu&STSy canglomeratam ; if in jpznic\ts\ p^mcula-^ 
tarn i or in roundifh bunches, CBrymboJam ; if in 
(rlote bunches, or bundle* fafciculatam. Wheq 
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they are in whojr^es roqpd the ibJks, sjertkih 
tatam j pr in fpikes, fpkatam. If in long 
bunches like grapes, r^^cemfm ; or ia form of 
an umbrella^ umbtlktam ; if in forRV of a head, 
capitatam. 

The QidXkfcapus is fo called, when it rife 
iingle from the root 'without branches, and 
immediately fupports the flowers and fruftifi- 
cation, as in the common Arum. 

The footftalk. of the leaf petklm^ is that 
which fuflains the leaf as the pedtmcubu fuftains 
the flower and fruit, and is fbmetimes called 
the tail of the leaf. 

The tendril, cirrhui or capreolus^ is a dafper, 
by which a plant faftens itfelf to any other body 
for fupport, as the Vine^ Briony, &c. 

The braSeUy or floral leaf, is of a diiFerent 
form and colour from the other leaves, and 
is always fltuated near the flower, and never 
appears but with it ; fo may be termed a floral 
leaf. 

The Jipula is a fcale which forms the f u-* 
tore bud, and i$ fltuated at the infertions of 
the leaf . 

^ The^thomjf 4Vf«/(?«f» is a (harp brittle point, 
which ii^.\iii> fUghtly fafteaed to the plant, as 
tQ b& tj^ei\ off without tearing the ©ther 
parts. . ' 

The 
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The fpine,^/W, is £0 firmly faftened to the 
plant, that it cannot be taken off without tear-- 
ing it. 

The gland, glandula^ is a kind of teat which 
ferves for the.fecretion of the humours. 

The kalc^ fquamay is generally found in kat- 
kins, where they ferve is a cover to the (lamina 
and apices of the male fk)wers s and in fome 
flowers at the bottom of the flower-cup, or 
under the flowers themfelve^, in fome plants. 

Of Leaves, Folia. 

I fliall not here mention all the varieties of 
leaves, which are taken notice of by fome of 
the late writers in Botany, but fliall only in-^ 
elude their principal or moft: eflential diffe* 
rencesj and fliall not take the terms from a. 
Angle difference, but from fiich as are com^ 
mon to many j for the inferring too great nuiji-^ 
ber of terms will burden the memory too much, 
which will embarrafs the learner in the ap- 
plication of them ; and if thofe here mentioned 
are not fufficient to diftinguifli every variety^ 
we fliould endeavour to keep a juft medium 
between the old and i>ew terms, avoiding the 
two extremes. 

When two genera of leaves are combined to 
form one fpecies, or the fpecies is compofed of 

2 two 
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two genera, which become the parts of the 
fpecies, thefe genera being once eftablifhed, it 
will not be difficult to form the fpecies, fo as 
to require no other definition, provided the 
genera are well defined, and do not burden 
the piemory ; as for example, 

Cordato-watum. Ovato-car datum. 

Cordatth-obhngum. Oblongo^cordatum. 

Cordato-lanceolatum. Lanceolato-cor datum. 

Cordato-fagittatum'y Sagittato-cordatum. 

Cordato-bafiatum. Hajiato-cor datum. 

There muft be great care taken in placing 
the genera either firfl or laft, in the formation 
of the fpecies, for this is not indifferent j the 
laft denotes the form in which the leaf re* 
fults, and the firft in fome meafure correfts it, 
by adding a fort of exception to it ^ fo that 
by changing their place, it will alter the defi- 
nition of the leaf. As for example, Cordato-^ 
ovatum,^ by this is to be underflood a leaf more 
approaching to an oval. But when it is Ovato^ 
cordatum, the leaf is fuppofed to be more pf a 
heart-fhape. But this will be better conceived 
by their figures hereafter referred to/ 

LeavtBS are divided into the three following 
claiTes : ^ 

I . Single 
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1. Single leaves* 

2. Compound leaves* 
3* Determinate leaves* 

The I ft dais of fittgle leaves; Plate II. 

Thofe leaves are called fingle, fmplicia^ 
whofe footftalks fupport but one. 

There are feven forts of (ingte leaves, where 
we confider a leaf according to ks circurn- 
ferences, Jinus^ its borders, its furface, its fum- 
mit, and its fubftance. 

The circumference {ctrcumfcriptid) of a leaf 
depends upon its border having no fnus or 
angle j therefore we fhould comprehend in 
this title all thofe leaves whofe figures are iri 
form of a ring differently comprefled, if they 
have no Jinus or angles.

JANUARY. 

TP^ork to h done in the KiTCH?i»t-' 

Garden. 

§F the weather in this month Is 

% mild, you fhould continue to dig 

yt your ground, laying it in trencher 

H to fweeten, that it may be foon 

made ready for. lowing or planting the follow^- 

ing months : for hy expofing of the earth 

thus in ridges to the froft, it will be greatly 

mellowed, and rendered fertile j and a great 

quantity of land may be ^n levelled for Ibwi- 

ing, which would require much time to dig 

in a proper manner j whereby there will be n^ 

QCcalion to flight this work, as is too oiGten the 

e cafs 
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c6re when the gi^uhd is to be dug iat the time 
when the crops ai'e to be put in. On v/lawn 
bei'ders attd banks, neat Wall^^ pales, or hedges, 
you may how {cm Radifli, Carrot, and Let- 
tuce feeds ', and in warm lituations few feme 
Peas, and plant Beans to fucceed thofe which 
were planted in the former months. You ipay 
now {>Iant the firft crop of Windfor and Sand- 
wich Beans, about the middle of this month, 
Ivhich will come in to fucceed the Mazagan and 
other early Beans to fupply the table when 
they are going bffl The Sandwich Beans may 
be firft planted, being hardier than the Wind- 
for • therefore are preferred by the iliai ket gar- 
deners, who have more regard to the quantity, 
than the quality of their crops ; but the Wind- 
er: Beafis are by much the beft fort for the 
table. Where the Mazagan, or other early 
Icinids of Beans are come up above ground, it 
will be ia good method to train them as clofe as 
jpoffible to the wall, pales, or hedges, near 
which they were planted 5 and in fevere ftc^ 
to iraver them with the tops of Reeda, Fern, 
He4th> or any fiach light covering to proteft 
them } \>y this care, if properly perfc«ned, 
they taay fee prefeived in fuch winters, as thofe 
Beans whl^H ^^ V^hoily expofffd will be de- 
#oye4 / 
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If the froft fliould prove very fevere, it will 
be proper to cover the ridges over the roots of 
Artichokes, either with old tanners bark, horfe 
dung, litter, or Fern, which ever can be moft 
eafily procured, to prevent the froft from pe- 
netrating fo far into tte ground, as to deftroy 
the Artichokes; the neglefting of this, has 
very often proved fatal to thefe in very (harp 
winters. 

When this month proves fcverely cold, and 
the grdund is frozen ib hard as not to be dug 
(as it often happens,) then you may carry dung 
and fpread it upon the ground, repair hedges, 
rub but and clean your feeds, and prepare fhreds 
and nails for thofe trees which are to be pruned 
ki the next month : an^ get all the garden- 
tools ready for ufe, that when the weather is 
mild, you may not be hindered with thefe things 
when every other part 6f the bufinefs is in great 
liafte ; for if, in this and the next month, you 
omit putting in your crops, whenever the 
weather will permit, you will find a great lofs 
attending it the following fpring and fummer, 
efpecially in dry land;^ 

Make a hot-bed for fbwing early Cucum- 
bers ', and as there is fome hazard of the plants 
Succeeding at this feafori, efpecially in bad years, 
or where there is not due CjWe taken in their 

B 2 atten- 
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attendance, fp there (hould.be fome fee4s put 
into the bed at thr?e pr four diffefent times this 
jnpnth, that if fome {hou(d fail, the others 
piay fupply their lofs : there flipuld ^o be one 
or two hot-beds made at ahqqt thre? weeks difr 
tance frqni eagh other to fpr?e AfparaguSj^ 
to faceted thofe beds which were made the iaft 
p^onth, th^t there may b^ no want of it in the 
kitchen, where it is required during the winter 
feafon. • : 

Sow Creffes, Muflard, Rgpe, Radifh, Turr 
pep, and pther forts of frnall Sallet-herbs, upp^i 
moderate hot-beds tp bxing thenj forward, 
for thofe feeds which are jTqwn in the full 
ground at this leafpr^ feldom fucceed : thofe 
peffons whp have jio frames, to jibar?, may ^rch 
the beds with hpops, apd cover them with 
mats, which ^ill be fufEcient cpvering in any 
moderate feafon t or if, in fevere winters, the 
mats are covered with ftraw to keep out the 
froft, the fmall Sallet-herbs will come up in 
thefe beds, though the plants will not thnv^ fy 
well ^s thofe covered with glafle^, 

Earth up Celery tp |)Iahch it, when the 
weather is open and the grpund npt too wet^ 
for the plants cannot be too qiuch guarded 
frpni froft, by earthing them up at this time. 
And^ in very hard froft, fome of the Celery, 

• * ■ i 
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as alfo the ridges of Endive which were put 
ihto the gromld to blanch, fhould be covered 
with long litter, bt tanners bark, to keep the 
froft out of the ground, otherwife when the 
ground is frozen, they cannot be taken up for 
ufe when they are wanted. You muft alfo in 
open weather draw up the earth to your early 
Peas and Beans, which will greatly proteft 
their ftems from froft ; but this fhould be ^one 
when the furface of the ground is dry, left the 
jnoifture of the earth Ihould rot their tender 
ftalks. But in doin^ of this, great care flioul4 
be had not to bury the tops of the plapts with 
tarth. . ' 

The Mufht-oorti-beds muft now be carefully 
covered either with frames or With long frefh 
ftraw, and the old covering retnoved, for at 
thisfeafon the ftraw foon becomes rotten with 
Jnoifture, fo there Can't be too great care taken 
of thefe beds to preferve them from the froft^ 
and alfo keep off the wet, both which are de- 
ftruftive to them at this feafon ; for which rea- 
foii fome perfons cover the beds with frames, 
which is a very fecure method where frames 
canbefpared. • 

|n mild weather, you may tranfplant fome 
of your beft kinds of Endive plantb on a warm 
border far feed 5. in doing of which, you 

B 3 fliould 
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jQioiild be careful to lay the border - a Kttlc 
floping, - that the \vet may not lodge about the 
plants : and be very careful to make choice of 
the ftrongeft plants, which have the greateft 
number of leaves, and if it be the curled En- 
dive, thofe plants muft be chofen whofc leaves 
are moft curled ; otherwife you will degenerate; 
the fort in two or three years, fo as to become 
almoft {^ain. 

Look carefully to your Cauliflower plants 
which are under frames, pulling of all decay- 
ed leaves from them, which, if permitted to 
remain upon them, would endanger the plants^ 
efpecially if the weather fhould prove fo bad, 
as ^at the glafies could not be opened for 
three or four days together to give them air^ 
which fometimes happens at this time of the 
year; when thefe rotten leaves will caufe the 
inclofed air in the beds to turn rancid, to the 
great prejudice of the plants, therefore you 
fhould always pick them off as foon as they 
turn yellow > and be furc to give th« plants a» 
much air as poflible when the weather will 
pennit, otherwife they will draw up weak, fo 
will not be able to refift the cold of the open 
air the next flionth,v toward the end of which, 
if the fcafon is mild, they fhould be planted out 
. where they are to remain ^ and where there are 

Cawli- 
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Cauliflower plants under hell Qr hajid-gl^s, 
which *re defigncd to come early, the gl^fles 
(hduld be conftantly raifed on one fide witji 
props in mild weather, to admit air to th? plapts, 
for the fame reafon. But in frpfty wea^tb^e^ 
the glafles muft be ihut down as clofe ^spoffihle 
to prevent the (harp winds from getting vmder 
the glafles, which may kill or greatly injqfp 
the plants. 

Thofe who have Cucumber ar>d Melon 
plants already up, muft he very careful of 
them at this feafop, otherwife a fmall negleft 
will deftroy them all. Therefore the becjsmuft 
be conftantly kept to an equal temperature of 
heat, and air muft be given to them at every 
opportunity, that the fteapi of the bed may 
pafs ofF'5 but this muft be done with great 
caution, for if too much cold air be admitted, 
it will be equally deftru6live to the plants \ fo 
tltat the great art in raifing thefe plants early, 
depends upon the careful obferving all the 
changes and alterations of the weather, an4 
the temperature of the beds : for as the out- 
ward air is frequently very cold at this*time 
of the year, fo the hafty admiflion if it to ten^ 
der plants may foon deftroy them \ therefore it 
will be proper to place .a coarfe cloth before 
the front of thofe glaflfes, which are raifed to 
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give air, to prevent its too freely entering the 
bed, which may give a fudden check to the 
plants. 

When it fo happens, as that by fevere frofl, 
or any other acddent, your Cauliflower plants 
are deftroyed v^hith were raifed in the au- 
tumn, which, in very fevere winters feme- 
times has been the cafe, as was the laft year 
1767-8, and was formerly fo more often than 
of late years, then you (hould (fo foon as the 
weather will permit) make a gentle hot-bed^ 
and fow fome feeds thereon, to raife a new 
fupply' of plants ; which, if carefully raifed, 
w ill produce very good heads in about a month 
after thofe which were raifed in autumn, pro- 
vided the young plants are planted upon a 
frefh hot-bed as foon as they are fit to rempve, 
to bring them forward. In like manner you 
ihould alfo raife fome Cabbage plants, when 
your firft crop has been deftroyed. For want 
of this care to low feeds of thefe after very 
fevere winters, many times people have loft all 
the forward feafon, fo have not had a fupply 
of thefe things for the table till very late in the 
fummer. 

The Afparagus-beds which were made th6 
laft month, will now begin to have fome buds 
appear, when you muft earth them the full 

thick- 
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thicknefs over the crown of the roots, which 
ihould be five or fix inches at leafl: and the 
frames (hould now be put over them : but if 
you find the heat of the bed begin to decline, 
it will be neceflary to add fome hot dung round 
the fides (which, in the gardeners phrafc, is 
called lining the bedsj) this will renew the 
heat of the bed, and bring the Afparagus for- 
ward J you fhould obferve alfo to cover the 
glafles put over the beds vvith mats and ftraw 
every night, and in bad weather, and when 
there is no appearance of fun, the covering 
may remain on all the day, till the Aiparagus 
appears again through the earth with which it 
was laft covered j but after the buds are come 
through the earth, the covering of mats and 
ftraw fhould be taken off every day if the wea- 
ther will permit, otherwifc the Afparagus will 
be white, which renders it lefs efleemed by the 
Englifh. 

Towards the end of this month you may 
tianfplant Carrots, Parfheps, Leeks, and Cab- 
bages^ foi" feed, if the feafbn proves mild ; ot- 
Icrving to hang up the Cabbages by their 
flalks under cover in a dry place, three or four 
days before they, are planted, and to take 
off the outer leaves, that the water may drain 
out from between their inner leaves to prevent 

their 
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^eir rotting. Thefe (hoiilcl i)e planted near z 
b^g^^i psl^i ^^ wall, where they may be 
iheltered from Xtrong winds, which often 
break down their branches of feed in fumnjer, 
when they 9re too much e^cpofed thereto ; but 
in thf doing of this, you muft never plant more 
than one fort in the fame place : for where red 
and white Cabbages, or Savoys, are fqfFered to 
produce f^eds near each pther, the farina of 
thf ir flpwers will intermix, and thereby thp 
^rts will be degenerated ; and it is by the not 
obf^rving this methpd, the Englifh gardeners 
f^ldom preferve the red Cabbages good and 
fight in their kind long, and fuppofe it is owing 
to the foil and climate ; therefore this feed is 
frequently bought of the Dutch, who arc 
very careful in faving this particular fort of 
feed, never fuffering any other fort of Cabbages 
tp fland near them for feeds : for the fame va- 
riatiop frequently happens, where Savoys are 
planted near Cabbages for feed s therefore to 
preferve thefe right, each fort fhould be planted 
by itfelf, at a diflance from each other, for 
iwk^ tP prgferve them froin varying. 

Make ipi^ gentle hot-beds the beginning of 
this njonth, for to plant fomeTanfey and Mint, 
whkh, if carefuUy managed, will be fit; for 
ju£e an February aftd March } aftcR which time 

the 
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the beds in the open air will fupply the 
kitchen. 

If the former month, or the beginning of 
this, has proved fo fevere as to deftroy the early 
Radifhes and Carrots which were fbwn on 
warm borders, you muft make Ibme gentle 
hot-beds to fow ibme Radifhes upon to come 
early, fo loon as the weather will permit to do 
this work, to fupply the table in the fpring, 
before thofe can come which are now to ' be 
fown in the open air : but theie hot-beds muflr 
be earthed eight or nine inches deep, otherwile 
there will not be depth enough for the Radiih 
or Carrot roots to run down before they reach 
fhe dung, which will ftop the roots from go- 
ing farther. There jfbould alfo be ibme feeds 
of each fort fown on warm borders in the open 
air as foon as the weather will permit, to fuc- 
ceed thofe fown on the fiot-^beds. 

Tranfplant Endive into trenches to blanch, 
when the weather is open and dry ; in doing 
of which, you rauft obferve to lay the trenches 
floping, that the wet may pafs off; and put 
the Endive on the fide of the ridge, toward^ 
the fun, an(i at about fix inches from the top 
of the ridge, thrufting the plants into the earth 
alraoft to the extremity of their leaves y where 
there is the con^^eniency ,of a covered ihed, the 
, plants 
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plants fliould be hung up by their roots (oi^ 
one night, that the wet 'may drain from be- 
tween their leaves before they are put into the 
trenches j this will be a good method to pre- 
vent the Endive from rotting. But in ver/ 
fevere winters, the Endive is frequently killed, 
which is not put into the trenches to blanch 
before the froft fets in, unlefs the borders where 
It grows are well protefted from cold by a 
covering of mats or ftraw; therefore thofe 
perfons who defire to have Endive all the 
fpring, fhould be at the expence of covering 
the plants in hard winters. 

You may now deftroy fnails, and other vef^ 
min, which at this feafon are clofely laid up 
in the holes of walls, and under Reed-hedgeSji 
and fuch other places of (helter, but efpecially 
behind the ftems of wall-trees and in empty 
pots, where they may be eafily taken before 
they get abroad. 

Towards the end of the month, if the 
weather is open, there muft be fome more 
Peas and Beans put into the ground to fucceed 
thofe before planted, that there may be a con- 
ftant fupply for the table or market fi'om the 
beginning to the end of the feaibn. There 
ftiould alfo be fome Spinach, Carrots, and Let- 
tuce of the common or brown Dutch forts, 

fown 
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fqwil on warm |x)rders. Tliefe fowings ftipuld 
be repeated every fortnight or three weeks^ 
provided the weather will permit, th^t if the 
Forward fowings are def^royed by froft, there 
. may not he wanting any of thefe crops in the 
kitchen-gardeji in the early feafon. 

Toward the end of this month you may 
fow fome Pjuiley in drillg, and alfo fome Cher- 
vil ; for afs thefe feeds lie a lon^ time in the 
ground, fb there wjll be little or ik) danger of 
tkeir being injure4 by the cold.

all forts of young Sallet-herbs, as Crefles, Turr- 
nep, R^difh, Rape, Muftard, Coriander, Cher- 
vil, Tarragon, and Mint ; and Afparagus on 
hot-beds made the latter end of Noveipber : 
you have alfo Skirrets, white, red, and purple 
proccoli, Salfafy, Scorzonera, and large Parfley 
roots, Muflirooms, Sorrel, Burnet, Parfley, 
Sage, Rofemary, Thyme, Hyflbp, Winter- 
Savory, ColewQrts,'and Sprouts from the Cab- 
bage 
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bage and Savoy-ftalks, which were cut in 
06lober and November, Spinach and Car-r 
ebons, leaves of the white and card Beets, 
with fome other Soup herbs. And under 
frames you may have brown Dutch Lettuce * 
well cabbaged, with proper care, 

fPori to l^e^rif in tJ^FRU I T'Oakdeis. 

Cover the roots of all new-planted trctt 
with mulch to guard them from the froft, pro- 
vided it be not already done, or that it may 
have wafted; and the Fig-trees which arc 
againft walls, pales, or efpaliers, fhould be co- 
vered either' with mats or Reeds ; which will 
preferve their tender (hoots from being injured 
by froft, and caufe the fruit to come out much 
earlier in the Ipring, and in greater quantity ; 
but before this is done, you ftiould diveft the 
branches of all the autumnal Figs, if there are 
any remaining on 5 otherwife thefe will decay, 
and infect the tender ftioots,^ which fhould 
produce fruit the ipring following. Wherever 
this method is pf aftifed, there ftiould be great 
care taken not to expofe the trees too fud-^ 
denly to the open air, but remove the cover^ 
ings gradually when the weather becomes 
warm. And where there are Fig-trees planted 

in 
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in efpaliers, it will be a good method to loofeft 
the branches from the trellifs, and either lay 
them dowii, or tie their branches together, 
covering them with dry litter or Peas haulm, 
which will preferve their branches from beiftg 
killed by the froft, and hereby a good cxcfp 
of ^igs may be generally obtained. 

You may now cut out all the dead or qzxm^ 
kfered bfanches from your ftandard fruit-trees ; 
as alio fuch as croft each other, and are ill 
placed ; but be careful in doing this, to make 
the wounded part as fmooth as pof^ibie, and 
iloping, that the wet may not enter and be de- 
tained there, to the great prejudice of the trees. 

If the feafon is mild, you may prune dwarf 
trees of any hardy forts of fruits, as Pears, 
Apples, Vines, Goofeberries, Currants, and 
Ka^berries ; but ftone fruit (which was not 
pruned in autumn) ftiould be deferred until 
itfie end of the next month, or the beginnihg 
of March ; becaufe if hard froft fliould follow 
foon after they are pruned, it will penetrate ihe 
wound of the tender fhoots and injure them. 

In moifl: weather you may dear your fruit- 
trees from mofs, wherever they are infefted 
with it ; which may now be eafily fcraped otf 
with iron inftruqients, made hollow in fudi a 
manner as to fit the fizes of the brajichei of 

' - trees; 
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trees j but thefe inftruments muft ndt be made 
top fharp, left, by being incautioufly ufed, they 
fhould wound the bark of the trees. 

Cut grafts from all the forts of early fruits 
in mild weather, toward the end of this month, 
or the beginning of next, according as the fea- 
fon is more or left forward, laying them in 
the earth clofe to a dry wall or pale ; and, if 
the weather ihould be feverc, they fhould be 
covered with litter or ftraw to proteft them 
from injury. The reafon for cutting them fo 
early, is to prevent their buds from fwelling too 
much ; therefore, as the winter proves the more 
or lefs fevere, fo you muft be direfled to cut 
the grafts fooner or later, according as the trees 
are difpofed for budding. In the choice of 
thefe, you fhould prefer fuch as grow upon the 
fruitful branches of healthy trees, and that 
have good buds to them. 

In mild weather you muft prepare fuch bor* 
ders as are defigned for planting with fruitr. 
trees the fucceeding month, laying a good 
quantity of frefh earth thereon, making it level, 
that it may have fome time to fettle before the 
trees are planted. You may alfo repair the 
borders about old fruit-trees which want 
amendment, by laying fome frefh earth and 
^cUrrotted dung upon them j if the foil is cold 

and 
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and moift, then the rotten dung from the old 
Melon and Cucumber-beds will be the moft 
proper j but where the foil is hot, neats dung 
is by far the beft ; or where that cannot be had, 
rotten hogs dung is very good manure for fruit* 
trees ; thefe being naturally colder than any 
other fort of dung, will keep the earth cool 
about their roots in the fummer feafon. Where-^ 
ever any of thefe dungs are applied to fruit- 
trees, they ftiould be thoroughly ratted before 
they are laid on the borders, otherwife they 
will do more harm than good. But if the 
trees are old, it will be of little fervice to add 
this near their fteftis ; for the roots which fup-* 
ply them with nourifhment, are extended to a 
confiderable diftance : therefore the whole bor-^ 
der fhould be manured to the diftance of four- 
teen feet from the ftems, where the borders are 
wide enough to admit of it, that the young 
roots may receive nourifhment therefrom. 

Mend and repair all your decayed efpaliers 
with new poles where they want them, and 
faften fuch places where the poles or rails are 
loofc, with wire, which is the ftrongeft fatten- 
ing. You muft alio train and tie the branches 
of ybur fruit-trees thereto with fmall Ofier t wigj^ 
but obferve to place their branches regularly 
at proper diftanccs, never to crofs each other, 

C and 
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and not to fatten them fo clofe with the twigs 
as to pinch the fhoots, when they (hall have 
grown larger the following fummer. 

You may yet plant Strawberries and Rafp- 
berries, if the weather is mild and the ground 
in proper order, tho' it would have been better 
if done in autumn, efpecially where the foil 
is dry. Thofe who are curious to have early 
Strawberries, fhould now plant them in pots 
filled with good earth, and place them in a 
iheltered fituation till they are rooted j after 
which the pots fhould be plunged into a mo- 
derate hot-bed, which will bring them forward 
in a fhort time 5 though it would have been 
much better if thefe had been planted into the 
pots in Oftober, that they might be well rooted 
before they are put on the hot-bed, whereby 
they would be capable of bearing a much 
larger quantity of fruit than thofe which arc 
newly tranfplanted ; or if they were planted 
into pots at this feafon, and kept in a fhady 
fituation all the following fummer, keeping 
the plants always clear from runners, and not 
fuffer them to bear fruit, they will be in good 
order to force the next feafon. But where 
there has not been a provifion made of thefe 
plants in time, the plants fhould be tranf- 
planted with good balls of earth to their roots, 

and 
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and put upon the hot-bed, and in this cafe 
there will be no occafion for planting them in 
pots 5 but it muft be obferved, that the plants 
ftiould have been kept clear from runners, 
and to fingle heads the foregoing fummer; 
for if they were permitted to fend out fuckers 
from their fides, the principal roots will have 
been fo much weakened, as not to be in a 
condition to produce much fruit when they 
are forced. The earth of the hot-beds where- 
in the Strawberries are planted, fhould be 
loamy and ftrong, but not enriched much 
with dung, which will only add to the luxu- 
riance of the plants, and prevent their fruiting 
in plenty. Thefe hot-beds muft not be kept 
covered too clofely 3 but whenever the weather 
will permit, the plants ftiould have a large 
ihare of air, efpecially when they are in flower^ 
otherwife the blofibms will fall away \ the plants 
muft alfo be frequently refreflied with water, 
otherwife the bloflfoms will fall off and not 
produce much fruit ; but the waterings muft 
be performed with difcretion. 

Thofe perfons who are very curious to have 
early fruit in forcing-frames, muft now begin 
to add their heat, whether it be dung or fire 
which they ufe; but, for the earlier fruits, 
fire is better than dung, becaufe the heat of 

C 2 that 
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that may be kfept more equal ; for the dung at 
this feafon, efpecially where it is expofed to the 
weather, being often damped by great fnows 
or too much wet, is very fubje6l to lofe its heat ; 
and when the trees have been forced, there 
muft be great care taken to keep up the heat ; 
for if, after the trees have been forced out into 
bloflbm, they are neglefted, and the air within 
fhe glafles is not kept nearly to the fame tem- 
perature of heat, the bloflbms will fall off, 
and no fruit will fuccecd them. There fhould 
alfo be the fame care taken to let in frefh air 
whenever there are opportunities, for if they 
are kept too clofe, they feldom fucceed weU ; 
therefore it is not proper to apply the heat too 
early to the trees, becaufe this month is often 
unfavourable to tender bloflbms, when the ex- 
ternal air is generally too cold to be admitted 
to them ; fo that if the heat be not applied 
before the beginning of this month, the blof-r 
foms will not appear till the beginning of the 
next, when the weather is generally lefs fevere 
than in this ; fo that there will be lefs danger 
of mifcarry irig, and the fruit will be ripe al- 
moil as early as thofe wliich were forced all 
December*

Ruflet, Harvey Apple, Kentifh Pippin, Hol- 
land Pippin, Aromatic Pippiri^ Kirton Pippin, 
Winter Pearmain, Monftrous Rennet, Pear 
Ruflet^ Aromatic Ruffet, John Apple, Winter 
Queening, Pomme Roy, Pomme d'Apis, 
Winter Gilliflower, with many others of lefs 
note ; as alfo Nuts, Almonds, Services, 
Medlars, and Grapes, where they have been 
carefully preferved ; by cutting the bunches 
with a knot or joint of the vine, and banging 
them in rowS;, in a dry warm room, at fuch 

C ^ diftancc 
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diftance as not to touch each other, and that 
the air may pafs freely between them, other- 
wife they will foon grow mouldy and rot. By 
this method Grapes have been preferyed good 
until the end of February, but it mull be the 
Frontiniac, and other late fprts., which fhould 
be thus treated. 

Work to be done intbe 'Pl'e as vk e-G a r d e n 

and WiLDERi^Ess. 

In frofty weather you fhould cover the beds 
of Ranunculufes, Anemonies, Hyacinths, and 
other choice flowers : fuch of them as are not 
come up above-ground may be covered with 
tanners bark. Peas haulm, or forae other 
light covering 5 but fuch of the beds of flowers 
as are come up, muft be arched over with 
hoops, and covered with mats or cloths i 
for if they are not protefied from the froft at 
this feafon their leaves will he killed, where- 
by the roots are many times deftroyed, or at 
leaft greatly weakened ; but in mild weather 
they fhould be uncovered, and expofed to the 
air as much as pofTible : for if they are too 
clofely covered, they are apt to take damp, 
and mould, which frequently caufes them to 
decay : wherever this covering is praftifed. 

It 
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it ftiould be continued until the weather is 
become warm, otherwife it is better not to ufe 
it ; for by being covered the plants will become 
tender, and fo will be lefs able to refift the 
cold, than thofe which have been conftantly 
expofed to the open air. 

The Hyacinths, NarcifTufes, and other bul- 
bous and tuberous-rooted flowers, whole leaves 
do not yet appear above ground, maybe covered 
over with tanners bark, which will prevent the 
froft from penetrating the earth, which in feverc 
winters, where there is no covering, frequent- 
ly deftroys the roots. And in wet land, where 
the beds are raifed much above the paths, 
there fhould be tan, litter, or dung, laid in 
the paths to raife them, otherwife the froft will 
enter through the fides of the beds to the 
roots, and greatly weaken or kill thofe on the 
outfide of the beds. This method is con- 
ftantly pradtifed by the florifts in Holland, 
who preferve their flower-roots much better 
than the Englifh gardeners generally do, tho' 
the winters there are commonly piore feverc 
than in England. 

Cover all pots and tubs of feedling flowers 
in hard frofts, and alfo from great fnows, which 
are very injurious to tjiem, efpecially to the 
feedling Hyacinths, Perfian Irifes, Spring Cy- 

C 4 clamein. 
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clamen, Ranunculufes, Anemonies, Narciffufcs, 
and fome other bulbous and tuberous^rooted 
flowers, which, though hardy enough to refill: 
the cold of our climate, when their roots are 
fully grown, yet, while young, are in danger 
of being deflroyed by fevere froft. And where 
thefe pots or tubs are not plunged into the 
earth, there fhould be tan, litter, or dung, laid 
about them, to prevent the froft from entering 
through their fides. 

In mild weather you may plant fuch roots 
of Ranunculufe§, Anemonies, and Tulips, as 
were kept out of the ground to retard them, 
that they may fucceed thofe which were planted 
in autumn ; but this fhould not be done when 
the earth is over wet, which would endanger 
the rotting of their roots ; and if there fhould 
happen to fall much rain after they are planted, 
or hard froft fhould foon after follow, the beds 
muft be covered with mats, flraw, or Peas 
haulmi otherwife the roots will be in great 
danger of perifhing. 

Turn over your heaps of compofl, that the 
froft may mellow them, and break the clods ; 
the oftener thefe are turned, the fooner they 
will be fit for ufe. You fhould alfo, at this • 
ieafon, make, new heaps of compoft in mild 
weatheri when there is mor? leifure for doing 

it 
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it than when the feaibn is farther advanced^ 
and many other neceiTary works require atten^ 
tion ; therefore at fuch times when the labour- 
ers have not full employment in the garden, 
the preparing of compofts for the pots and 
borders ihould not be neglected, as thefe (hould 
have time to lie and fweeten before they arc 
ufcd : for without this, there can be fmall hopes 
of having choice flowers in any tolerable degree 
of perfection. 

Your choice Carnations and Auriculas fhould 
be guarded from heavy rains, fnow, and fc- 
vere froft, which are often very deftru6tive to 
them ; but they (hould have as much free air 
as po0ible in mild weather, otherwife they will 
draw up weak, and will not blow ftrong. At 
this feafon you mufl alfo be careful to proteCi: 
them from vermin, which, for want of othet 
food, will deftroy them; particularly rats 
and mice often make great havock with them i 
and where hares or rabbets can. come to Car- 
nations, they generally make clear work, fel- 
dom leaving any in their reach. The iparrows 
alfo at this feafon, often peck out the heart 
or inner leaves of thefe plants, if they are not 
prevented. 

At the latter end of this month you mufl: 
provide ibme new dung, which fhould be 

thrown 
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thrown on an heap to warm for about ten or 
twelve days, and turned over two or three 
times, to mix the parts well together, (in the 
fame way as is praftifed for Cucumber-beds,) 
to make fbme hot-beds to fow the choiceft 
forts of annual flowers upon, as the Ama'raur 
thu5 Tricolor, Cockfcomb, Globe Amaran- 
thus. Diamond Ficoides, double Stramonium, 
fome of the forts of the annual Kctmia, Me-^ 
longena, and other tender kinds of annual 
plants, that they may be brought forward to 
flower J for the plants which are raifed early ^ 
will be ft:ronger than thofe which are fown 
later in the feafon ; and by this method you 
may expeft to obtain good feeds from all the 
forts, whereas many of them will not produce 
any in this climate, when they are not brought 
forward in the fpring. 

Prune up wildernefs trees and flowering 
fhrubs where they grow too much out of fliape, 
but their flioots miift not be fhdrtened, for 
that will prevent their flowering ; and dig up 
the ground in wildernefs quarters if it is not 
frozen, obferving to clear it from the roots of 
^11 hurtful weeds. This digging will be of 
great fervice to the trees, and add a neatnefs 
tb the wildernefs. But in doing of this, you 
rauft: be careful not to ^ifturb the roots of thofe 

wood 
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wood plants which are intermixed under thq 
trees for the fake of thejr flowers. 

You may yet fow the feeds of Auriculas and 
Polyanthufes, in mild weather, if it was ne- 
glefted in Oftober and November; and where 
the pots or tubs in which the feeds are fown, 
are guarded from too much wet, the plants 
will often come up in good time. But if they 
ihould not come up the firft fpring, the earth 
ihould not be difturbed, for fometimes the 
plants will come up in autumn or the follow- 
ing ipring, provided the feeds are not buriql' 
too deep in the ground.

Work to be done in tbeNvRSEK y#* 

If this month fhpuld prove to be hai*d froft, 
you muft carry on dung upon the ground where 
you intend to tranfplant young trees or (locks 
in the fpring ; you may alfo lay fome dung 
between the rows of young trees where it is 
wanted, that it may be ready to be dug into. 
the ground when the froft is gone out' of it* 
You may now trim and plafti hedges, but it 
is better to delay it until the froft is over, be- 
caufe where trees are greatly wounded, the fr<^ 
often penetrates and much injures them ; and 
when the ihoots are frozen, they will not bend^ 
but are apt to crack. 

When the weaAer is milcl, you Ihould am* 
tinue trenching the ground where you intend 
to plant young trees in the two following 

., months; 
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months ; and prepare feme beds for fowing 
kernels of fruit-treeS, or maft and berries of 
foreft-trees, or flowering fhrubs, feme of which 
muft be fown the latter end of this month, oi* 
' the beginning of the next^ You fhould alfo 
continue digging the ground between the rows, 
of trees in the nurfery when the weather is 
favourable, being careful not to injure their 
roots ; but you fhould fhorteti all fuch roots as 
extend too far from the trees, which will caufc 
them to put outiiew fibres near the ftems, and 
thereby render them much fafer to tranfplant : 
this fhould be particularly praftifed to all the 
forts of evergreen trees, otherwife they will be 
unfafe to remove in a few years. 

In frofly weather you fhould carefully look 
to your young trees in the nurfery to prevent 
their being eaten by hares, rabbets, or other 
animals, which, in fevere feafons, often e^t 
down young trees, and alfo difbark large trees 
and fhrubs. 

In open weather you may trim up your 
haixly forefl-trees iii the nurfery, but be care- 
ful to leave fome fmall fhoots on the flems of 
all young trees, to detain the fap for the 
augmentation of their flems, otherwife they 
will be too weak to fupport their heads ; but 
thefe fhould not be left in too great quantity, 

left 
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left they prevent the upright growth of the 
trees. 

You may, towards the latter end of this 
month (if the weather ip mild), tranfplant 
ftocks for fruit-trees 3 as alfo young foreft- 
trees, where it was negledled to be done in 
the autumn ; for the fooner it is done it will 
be the better, provided the foil be dry 3 for 
wheft it is done late in the fpring, if it (hould 
prove dry weather, they will be in danger of 
being deftroyed, efpecially if there is not con- 
venience to water them. 

Work to be done in the Or^e n-H u s e and 

Stove. 

If this month proves very fevere (as it often 
happens), you muft be careful to keep the 
froft.out of the green-houfes for if it reaches 
the earth of your Orange-trees {o as to freeze 
it, it will caufe^all the fruit to drop off, and 
many times a great part of the leaves alfo ; 
therefore it is very ufeful to have a flue con-' 
trived under the pavement, in the front of the 
green-houfe, which may be ufed in very hard 
winters, when it will be very difficult to keep 
the froft out of the houfe where this is want- 
ing J but where therp is no fuch contrivance, 

the 
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the glaflcs in front (hould be clofely covered 
with mats, Reeds, or ftraw j and you fhould 
light fix or eight large candles to bum in the 
green-houfe every night, or place fome pans 
of coals, well lighted, toward the front glafles i 
which arc much better than burning of char- 
coal, as is by fome praftifed, which is equally 
pernicious to plants as animals, where the air 
is confined, as in green-houfes it muft be, 
when they are clofely fliut. Bcfides, in 
great thaws,^ when the air is filled with moi-^ 
fture, which occafions a great damp in green- 
houfes, it will be of great ufe to make two or 
three gentle fires where there are flues to rarefy 
and warm the air, which otherwife often oc- 
cafions the leaves of the trees to grow mouldy 
and drop off. 

You muft alfo obfei-ve to pick off all dead 
leaves, or fuch as are mouldy, which, if fuf- 
fered to remain on, would infeft thofe which 
grow near them, and alfo corrupt the air of 
the houfe, to the prejudice of your plants ) 
befides, this adds a neatnefs to the houfe, and 
renders the plants more beautiful, as alfo more 
healthfdl. In mild weather you muft let air 
into the houfe, without which the plants will 
alter their colour, and fometimes caft their 
leavts } but this muft be done cautiouily at 

this 
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this fcafon. You muft alio refrefh them with 

Water as often as you find it neceflary, but give 

it t6 them fparingly; for it is better to give it 

them often, and in fmali quantities, than to 

over water them at this time of the year; be- j 

caufe it may prove ^ry hurtful to them, efpe- j 

daily if bad weather Should fet in ft)on after, \ 

and no fun appear in the day time to dry the 

damp, as is often the caie at diis feafon, when 

there are hard frofts 5 at which times there 

may be a neceffity to keep the houfe clofely 

(hut up for feveral days, {o that the moifhire 

of the earth in the tubs and pots, will greatly 

add to the damp of the air. 

The hardy fucculent plants muft have as 
touch air as poflible in mild weather ; for if 
they are too clofely fhut up, they often caft 
their leaves and appear unlightly, elpecially 
the Sedums, Cotyledons, Cacalias, and Me- 
fembryanthemi, which, when drawn too much, 
will not appear handfome, nor produce near fo 
many flowers as thofe wliich are kept more 
hardy j but thefe muft be carefully guarded 
from froft, which generally kills the plants 
if expofed thereto. 

The Ananas, or Pine-apples, fome of which 
will begin now to fhew their fruit, muft be 
carefully looked after, obferving to refrelh them 

D when 
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wheil they are dry with water 5 for want of 
which they are often ftarved, and the fruit 
is rendered fmall : but thii water ftiould be 
placed in the ftove at leaft twelve hours before 
it is ufcd, that it may acquire an equal warmth 
with the air of the houfe^ o'thcrwife it will be 
too cold for them. You niuft alfo keep up 
the warmth of the houfe, and not fufFer the 
heat to decline at this feafon, left thereby the 
fruit be ftinted : the tan muft alfo JDe kept of 
a proper warmth, by ftirring of it up, if ne- 
ceflary, and frefti tan put into the. beds 
where it is wanting > for if the plants have not 
a proper heat to their roots, they will not pro- 
duce large fruit : but, at the fame time, I muft 
caution againft the keeping the ftove too hot, 
which will force the frwit too much, and ren- 
der it very fmall \ this alfo occafions the young 
' plants to fliew fruit a year before their time^. 
fo that their fruit will be exceeding fpiall and 
of little value. 

The CofFee-trees, and other woody plants . 
which are placed in the bark-bed in the ftove, 
muft alfo be often refrefhed with water,, and 
their dead or mouldy leaves cohftantly taken 
off; and where any of the leaves have con- 
trasted filth, it fliould be carefully >vafked off ^ 
as Ihould infedts^ wherever the plants are in- 

fefted 
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fefted with them, otherwife they will hicreafe 
and fpread over dll the plants in the houfc i 
this fhould be performed with a wet fpongc. 

If the bark in the bed of the tan-ftbve has 
fettled unequally (as it often happens) fo that 
the pots do not keep their pofition, it will, be 
proper to take them out of the tan-bed in a fine 
day, and ftir the bark, adding a little frelh tan 
thereto, (which flio^uld have been in fhelter a 
week or ten days before it is put into the bed 
to drain off the moifture) and then plunge thei 
pots down again : this will renew the heat of 
the bed, and be very ufeful to the plants, but thei 
plants muft not be cxpofed to the open air 
while this is doing, at this feafoii of the year; 

The tender forts of Aloes, Cereufes, Eu- 
{)horbia, and Melon Thiftles, fhould now have 
very little water given to theta • for moifture 
at this feafon is very injurious to them, efpe-" 
daily where the air of the houfe is not kept in 
a due temperature of heat.

JVork to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 




F the weather proves mlM in this 
month, there is a great deal of 
bufinefs to be done in the kitchen- 
garden, which, if omitted, will be 
of bad confequence, moft of the principal 
props being now tp l?e fown or planted ; which, 
if deferred later in the year, feldom fuccecd fo. 
well, ^fpecially upon dry \zxi^. 

you muft now prepare your grovmd for 
Carrots, Parfneps, Radiflies, Spinach, Beets, 
Beans, Peas, Pai-fley, and Cabbage Lettuce, 
which fhould i^pw be fown ; and where it is 
only fof the fupply of a family, there fhould 
nqt be top ^nuch of each fort fpwn at one time; 
for it is a much better way to fow three or 
four times of each, (except the Parfley, Beet, 
jnd Parfneps) at about a fortnight or thiee

weeks diftiance from e^ch other, that there 
n)ay. be a continuation of them for the kitchen, 
than to truft to one fowing, which will laft 
but a ftiort time; efpecially the Jladifhes, 
BeanSj' Peas, and Lettuce ; but: if the other 
forts do fucceed, one fowing of each will be 
fuflicient, unlefs where fmall young Carrots 
are wantpd as long in the feafon as they can 
be procured ; and if Spinach is defired great 
part of the year, then the feeds ftiould be 
fown at different times, allowing a fortnight 
or three weeks interval between each fowing^ 
according to the time of year, for in hot 
weather it will not continue long fit for ufe : 
but in moderate weather, and where there is 
proper allowance of room for growing, it will 
laft three weeks good. 

Sow young Salleting upon moderate hotr 
beds, but in mild weather the feeds may be 
fownori warm t)orders near walls, pales, or 
hedges^ to fycceed that which was the laft 
iown ; for at this feafon there fliould be a fup- 
ply fown every week, which is as long 9s eacl^ 
" fowing will cpntinue fit fpf ufe befpfe it wiU 
\>p too large. ^ . 

This is alio the feafon for fbwing^ Scof^ 
nozera, Salfafy, and Skirretsj for the firft 

Frpp* b^t !^? 8?PP^?! 9^PP ^V^ ^^ fown 
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much later \ for if thefe are fbwn too early, 
they are very apt to run up to feed ; but as in 
fome families thefe roots are required as long 
as they can be procured, they muft be fown at 
different leafons/that there may be fome roots 
for ufe early before the general crop comes in. 
You may now fow Cornfallet, large-rooteS 
Parfley, Winter Savory, Marygolds, and Sor- 
rel, with moft other hardy pfents ; thefe are 
beft fown in feparate fpots or beds, and after- 
wards thinned to the proper diftancc which 
each requires ; for where they are fown with 
other crops, they do not thrive fo well \ nor 
fhould they be left too clofe, for then the 
plants will draw each other up weak, and be- 
come fmall. But this is not to be underftood 
of the common or curled Parfley, which is 
frequently fown in drills, for the more ready 
(Jutting' of it, and keeping it clear from weeds; 
the curled fort is what I would I'ecommend 

c 

rathci- th^ the common Parfley, becaufe it is 
much eafier to be diftinguilhed from the lefler 
Hemlock, which is a pdifonous herb ; the large- 
rooted Hamburgh Parfley fliiould be fown thin 
as Carrots, and hoed out in the fame manner 
as is pra6tifcd for rticm, that the roots may 
have room to grow to a good fize, in which 
their ^oodnefs confifts. 

D 4 Make^ 
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Make moderate hot-beds for fowing fomq 
Cauliflower feeds, for fummer plants; to fup-. 
ply the kitchen, after thofe whi<:h were fownt 
in Auguft are gone ; hut the plants raifed at 
this feafon feldom fucceed well but in a moifl: 
foil, for in dry ground they rarely produce 
large heads. However, it is neceflary to have 
them for a family, where the continuance of 
Cauliflowers are required,, thpvigh they feldom 
pay the market gardeper. 

Plant Garlick, Shallots, Rocambole, and 
Cives J as alfo Onions which have fprouted in 
winter to draw up for Scallipns in April, when 
the dry Onions will be almoft gone, and thp 
Michaelmas Onions wilj be tpp frpaU for many 
kitchen iifes. 

If the laft month was fo fevere, that little 
work cpuld be done in the garden, thep there 
will be a neceffity for forwarding buflnefs in 
this, provided the feafon is favourable : there-. 
fore now flipuld he planted out ^Qnie of the 
fugar-loaf and longrfided Cabbages, to fvicceed 
thofe which were planted in Npvember. You 
muft alfo tranfplant your Cauliflower plants out 
of the winterrbeds, to the places wheye they 
are to grow, towards the end of the months 
Jf the k^on is forward, you may flip fomc of 
your old Artichoke flocks, if the fhoots are 
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forward enough^ and plant out feme of tha 
cleareft and mofl promifing plants for a new 
plantation | for on dry foils thefe Hips fhould 
be plated early in thcfeafop, otherwjfe thq 
Jieads will be fmall, and when th^ plants arg 
late planted on dry ground, they frequently 
mifs bearing th§ ^me year. Thefe young 
plants will prgdqce fruit in autumn, after thofe 
on tlje plfl ftopks are gone. The particular 
^ire£l:ions for doing this are exhibited in th^ 
Gardeijers I)ictionary, 

Continue to plant Beang, and fbw Peas 
every fortnight or three weeks, that there may 
be no want of thefe things in the kitchen during 
the feafon : the Windfpr B?an is by much the 
beft fort for planting at this feafon, being 
mufl^ preferable for the table to all the forts 
for eating, except the fmall Mazagan Bean^ 
which fome perfbns prefer to all the other 
kinds ; therefore thofe perfons continue plant-^ 
ing that fort, at three weeks diftan^e, during 
the whole feafon of Beans. Some of the larger 
forts of Peas fhould now be fown, particularly 
the SpanjOi Morrotto, which is a plentiful 
bearing fort, and a tolerable good Pea for eat- 
ing, and the Marrow-fat s thefe are for the 
^qmmon ufc of the family \ but fome of the 
Qharlton Hotfpur Peas fhould be fpwn for the 

principal 
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prmcipal table, becaufe they are By hiuch tfic 
Beft Pta to cat green. • .' - " ^ 

This IS a proper feafon for pknf ing of Li^ 
ijuorice. The grotimi where tiri^ is to' be 
planted, fliould be trei^cihed thWfc or fonr ipits 
deep; that the roots may more eaflly run down j 
for the goodhefs of Liquorice depends on the 
length of the roots. The gardeners who cul- 
tivate this plant, commronly fow a crop bf 
Onions on the ground the fame' fpring when 
they plant the fets ; and the keeping of the 
ground clean from weeds is done by hoeing the 
Onions, which are of little or no prejudice to 
the Liquorice the firft year of its plantings be- 
caufe the Onibns will be drawn off before the 
Liquorice fhoots are much advanced. 

Make new hbt-beds for Afparagus to fuc- 
ceed thofe which were made the laft month, 
for othervvife there will be a want in the 
{:itcheh, one of thefe beds feliiom continuing 
much longer than a fortnight to produce good 
blids ; fo that in this month there fhoiild be 
tv^o beds rnade about eighteen or twenty days^ 
diftance, that they may iucceed each other^ 
regularly. ' 

The Cucumber and Melon plants which 
w<re raifed the laft month, will now be fit to 
^r?infplant y therefore theremuft be new beds 
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made for them, whkh fhould be well wrought, 
and the dung well mixed to continue its 
warnith : but the plants muft not^ be planted 
therein, until the violent heat of the bed is 
pver, which feldom lafts above a week, efpe- 
cially if the dung had been two or three times' 
turned over before it was ufcd. At this feaibn 
you muft attend very clofely to your hot-beds^ 
to admit frefh air to the plants as often as the* 
weather will permit; but this muft be i&a* 
naged with great caution if you would have 
them fucceed, for a fmall ncgle6t at this fca- 
fon will deftroy all your plants^ and put you 
greatly J)ackward. There muft alfo be fome 
feeds of Cucumbers now (own, to fucceed 
thofe which are firft planted, cfpecially if the' 
b^s have not a fufficient depth of earth upon. 
the dung ; the want of this often occafions the ^ 
plants to decay very fbon : but when the earth 
is laid a foot or more deep, the plants will 
contiijue long healthy and fiiiitful ; by this 
method, a fmall number of plants will be^ fuf- 
ficient to fupply a family ; but as the very early 
plants feldom continue long in bearing, where 
a proper depth of earth is wanting, it is 
pecefiary to have a fucceflion of hot-beds to 
fopply the table. This month is fuU early to 
few Mglpus fpr the firfl: crop, though by many 

gardeners 
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gai'deners they are fown in the former s but 
thofe frequently mifcarry, or produce fuch 
^uit as are unfit for the tabfle. 

The Muftiroom-bcds muft now be carefully 
guarded from great rains and fiiow, which, if 
they are not well defended frqm, will chill the 
beds and deftroy all the fpawh, fo that they 
will never recover i^ j therefore it is the fureft 
method to have one or two beds covered with 
frames, or made imder a fhed thatched over 
with ftraw, which will prote6t them from ba4 
weather ; fo that a good quantity of M ufhnr 
rooms may be obtained in the worljt feafon§ 
by this method. 

Plant ibme Kidney-beans upon' a moderate 
hot-bed for an early crop, pbferving when the 
plants are come up to give them air, whenn 
ever the weather will permit, otherwife they 
will draw up weak, and not produce fruit. 
The beft fort for this purpofe are the Dwarf 
White, or the Batterfea Bean, wh^ch never run, 
much to haulm, and are plentiful bearers ; l>ut 
it is now generally pradtifed in fuch places 
where there are hot-beds for the Ananas, to 
have a row of ppts placed on tha walks behind 
the tan-bed in which Kidney-beans are plant- 
ed ; and when care is taken in their culture, a 
gppd crop may be procured through the win^ 

ter; 
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ter ; but the bed forts for this purpofe are the 
Scarlet Flowering, and large Dutch White 
Beans, which ^re by much the fweeteift for the- 
table, and the plants will continue bearing a 
long time, provided they have room to grow 
tall. But many people plant for this pur- 
pofe the upright, or, as fome call them, thtf 
Tree Kidney-bean, whofe feeds are black and 
white ; this fort is indeed a plentiful bearer, 
but is by no means io good for the table as 
the other, the pods being foft, and of a rank 
tafte. 

If the weather be favourable toward the 
end of this month, you muft plant your Cos, 
Cilicia, and the other beft forts of Lettuces, 
from the beds or borders where they grew in 
the winter; in doing of this fome of thofe 
plants in the borders fhould be left to remain 
for cabbaging, becaufe they will come earlier 
than thofe which are removed. You ihould 
alfo fow fome feeds of thefe forts upon a fpot 
of good ground, in a warm fituation, or on 
a moderate hot-bed, to come after the winter 
plants are gone. 

The latter end of this month you may fow 
fome Cabbages and Savoys for winter ufe ; but 
thefe are not defigned for the main crop, but 
only for a few to come early in the autumn ; 

and 
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and aj)dn hot-beds^ or warm borders, muft be 
Ibwn fome fmall Sallet herbs, as Lettuce, 
Creffcs, Muftard, Rape, Radifh, Turnep, &c. 
that there may be a cotiftant fupply of thefe 
young Salkt herbs for the table. 

Sow fome Celery feeds either upon a mode- 
rate hot-bed, or on a border of rich earth, in 
a warm fituation, to come up early 3 but there 
fhould be little fown at this feafon, becaufe it 
will foon pipe, and become fticky, when fit 
for life ; fp that no more Ihould be planted out 
of this fowing than can be ufed in a month or 
five weeks, which is as long as this early Jrop 
of Celery will continue fit for ufe 5 and you 
Ihould now fow Afparagus feed in a bed of 
good earth, to raife plants againft the next 
y6ar to make frefh plantations. 

Tran^lant Cabbages, Savoys, Leeks, Parf- 
neps, Carrots, and Beets, for feed, if it was 
not done the former month, obferving (as was 
there dire6bed) to hang up the Cabbages and 
Savoys in a dry place for five or fix days, that 
the wet may drain out from between their 
leaves, which if left in would rot them. You 
may alfo plant fome Endive for feed, if it was 
omitted before, and fome of the ftrongeft plants 
of Celery ihould alfo be left for feed. 

Plant 
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Pknt Potatoes ^and Jerufalem Artichokes 
toward the end of the months if the weather 
\% indinable to be good^ and the ground dry, 
otherwife it will be better to defer this work a 
month longer, efpecially for the Potatoe, ob- 
ierving to plough or trench the ground drep, 
that the roots may be placed at leaft fix or 
dght inches bek>w the furface, otherwife they 
will not fiKxrecd fo well : thefe Ihould have a 
loamy foil> and when the roots are placed in 
the tr^enches there fhould be fome dung kid 
over them, efpecially in poor ground, other- 
wife the roots will not be large. This muft 
be underftood for the Potatoe, for the Jeru- 
falem Artichoke is fo very hardy, as to mul- 
tiply too faft in any foil or fitaation. 

Dung and trench the ground well where 
you intend to plant Afparagus, letting it remain 
in. ridges until the feafon for planting, which 
will be the latter end of next month 5 but v^ 
doing of this, you fhould be careful to make 
the bottom of each trench level before you put 
in the dung, which muft alfo be laid level, 
otherwife when you come to make the drills for 
laying in the plants, the dung will be turned 
up in thofe places where it lies (balloW. 

The CauMower plants, which were placed 
under bell or hand-glai&s in October laft;, 

fliouldj^ 
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Ihould, toward th6 ehd'sof this month, be 
parted, leaving only one of the ftrtongeft plants 
tinder each glafe, if you intend to have large 
heads, but many people who are covetous leave 
two plants remaining to floWer; but whisre 
this is praftifed, they cannot be fo long covered 
with the glafles as where one platit is left 5 fb 
that they cannot be protefled from the frofts 
which often happen in March, when, if the 
glafles are not over the plants every night, th^y 
will be in danger of fufFering 5 nor will the 
flowers come fo early, nor their heads be fo 
large ; therefore it is bad management to leave 
two plants, when it is certain one early large 
Cauliflower will be worth more than three 
fmall ones. But in parting of thefe plants 
there muft be great care taken not ta difturb 
the roots of thofe plants which are left, and 
the holes made in taking out of the plants 
ftiould be filled up level, that the roots of the 
plants left may not fuffer from the drying 
winds which ufually blow the next month. But 
when the plants which are left are groWn fo 
large as to prefs againft the glafles, you fliould 
raife the earth up into a border about the fl:ems 
of the plants two feet and a half broad, and 
five or fix inches high, that the glafles may be 
advanced fo as not to crufli the leaves of the 

plants : 
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plants : by doing of this, the glades may be 
kept over the plants in bad weather until the 
middle or end of March, which is often of 
gctBt ufe to them when the feafpn is bad, and 
hereby they will be brought earlier to flower. 
When this 13 done, great care mufl be had 
that the earth, doth not get into the heart of 
the plants, which will greatly injure, if not 
deftroythem. 

- The Peas and Beans which were fown ia 
auiyijiin, and have flood through the winter, 
will now begin to advance; therefore the 
ground about them fhould be hoed, and the^ 
egrth drawn up to their flem$, which wUJ^ 
fbr^ngthen, them, and guard their flems fron^ 
the Injury of frofts ; but this fhould be done in 
dry weather when the furface of the ground is 
dry, for when that is wet, it very often injures 
the tender ftenis of the plants. 

Toward the end of this month you may 
low fome Purflane feeds upon a moderate hot* 
bed) which wiU be, fit for u(e in April; tho* 
that is earlier than the generality of people care 
to eat it, however in fome families it is re-> 
quired fo foon. 

Look well to fnails and other vermin, which 
may be deflroyed in the holes of walls, and be« 
hind the flems of wall &uit-trees, &;c. for if

they efcape till the next month they will get 
abroad, and make great havock in the kitchen*^ 
|;arden . If your early fruit-trees againft thi 
i^valls begin to open their flowersy they mtift 
be carefully covered with mats, Reedfi, or fetee 
other coverings j otherwife they will be m 
danger of filtering by frofts dr cold wihdsi 
which frequently happen' at «hi& &afen. ^ !Buf 
where any of thefe coverings are ufed^ it'muft 
W done with great care, fo as-not to brtiH^ or 
rub off the buds or bloflbms ; tJierefofe'Reedo 
are the beft covers; cifpedally when they »are 
made up like maitd to roll together, becatifil 
fhe';^ ai^e not fo TiaUe to bes^tagainft the trti^ a$ 
mats^ and other Idofe toverkigsi and tbey are 
alfb much eafier to remove *at all times iii* 'milil 
weath^, whereby the bteflbms will not be 
made too tenderi nor the ihdotfrof the trees 
drawn weak, for this will be attended with

You may now continue to prune fiicb of 
your fruit-trees as were not before pruhied^ d* 
ther againft walls, efpaliers, or ftandard^;ob^ 
jervirig to prune the mor&hardy forts firft>'and 
let the tender kinds alone till laft, when there 
will be kfs danger of thdr fiifiering by^cokk 
And where any trees are t<x> luxuriant^ ' they 
fhould be the kft pruned; biitthofei which 
<are now pruned (hould not. foe Daikdto the 
\^all till the beginning of next, month, for the 
branches {landing from the wall will keqytfa^ir 
flower-buds from evening too ibonv ^vl :: 

The Fig-trees which were covered in frofty 
weather to prote6t their tender i)ranches frooi 
injury, ihould be opened in warm weatiii^ 
to admit frefh air, other wife the fho(^ df 
the former year will be- apt to grow.mouldy, 
which would decay them, whereby: die trees 
will be deprived of fruit the following feaibnv]^ 
but if the froft 4'eturns they rnufi: be covered 
again, othefwife they will be in^more dangei: 
^f having their tender branches and the ixxdi 
deftfoyed, than thofe which were never cfit 
vercd. 
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Whenever the frames of your efpaliers are 
decayed, and have not been repaired the for- 
mer months, it (hould be no longer deferred, 
becauie the flower-buds of the fruit-trees will 
now begin to fwell, and thereby be in danger of 
being rubbed off ; therefore thefe frames ihould 
aiways be repaired when the trees are pruned, 
tiiat their branches may be faftened thereto, ta 
prevent their breaking by ftrong winds. And 
fuch trees as have been trained to the efpa- 
liers already, muft now be pruned, if it is not 
before done, and faftened thereto regularly at 
proper diftances, that when their (hoots come 
out with their leaves, they may be at equal 
diftances, fo as not tocrofs each other, or oc- 
ca(k)n confufion. 

Tranfplant aU forts of fruit-trees where they 
are wanting, this being the moft proper feafon 
for moift land (in which it is not fo well to 
plant in autumns) hut you muft obferve to 
work the ground well, and break the clods be- 
fore planting, that the earth may the better join 
in between every part of the roots. The heads of 
thefe trees fhould alio be left on until they begin 
to pu£h, when thofe which require heading 
muft be carfefuUy cut down after the manner di- 
reded in the Gardeners Dictionary, unr 
der the article Planting.

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Yoa may now fow the kernels and ftone^ of 
hardy fruits for ftocks, to bud and graft the 
more generous kinds upon, obferving to cover 
them equally with earth, that none may ap^ 
pear above ground to entice the mice or other 
vermin to them, which often deftroy whdQ 
beds of feeds if they are not prevented. It will 
alfo be proper to have fome traps for mice 
placed on the beds, that if thefe verm^in (houkt 
Ijpproach, they may be taken before th$y ati 
tack the feeds. 

In moift weather clear your fruit-trees from 
mofs (where they are infefted with it) which 
at this fcafon may be ealily done, with iron 
inftruments fhaped like an hoe, and hollowed 
in the middle to the fize of the branches which 
are to be fcraped \ fo that there (hould be three 
lizes of thefe inftruments, which will be fuffi-» 
ent for all the different branches ; and tht 
mofs being tender at this time, msy be eafily 
rubbed off. 

Look carefully after bullfinches to deftroy 
them 5 for at this feafon they do great mifehief 
to all forts of fruitrtrees, by peeking off thei* 
blofibm buds ; fo that Where they are not mo^ 
kfted, they often deftroy all the fruit of a gar^, 
(Jen in two or three days. 
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The early fruit-frame, or forcing-frame, muft 
now be duly^attended, to give air to the trees in 
fuch proportion as the warmth of the feafon 
HJ^y require ; as alfo to keep up the heat, with- 
out which the bloffoms or tender fniit - will 
4rop oft' and come to nothing. 

You muft now look carefully to the Straw- 
Jbcrries which are in hot^-beds, obferving to 
Jet them hav^ a large fhare of air, as alfo to 
refrefh them with water ^ otherwife the blof- 
foms will drop off, and there will be very little 
fruit produced You may alfo in this month 
piake new plantations of Strawberries, Raip^ 
Jjerries, Goofeberries, and Currants, if it was 
omitted in ajutumn, which is by far the beft 
fcafon for this work, efpecially on dry foils ^ 
for thofe plants which are removed in autumn 
will have their roots fo well eftablifhed in the 
ground, as to be in little danger of fuffering 
by drought in the fpring ; whereas thofe which 
are now planted^ will require conftant water- 
ings if the fpring proves dry, otherwife they 
will fail, nor will thefe produce fruit the fuijir

Work to be done in the Pleasure-Garden. 

If the weather is mild, toward the end of 
the month you may plant out your choice Car- 
nations into the pots where they are to remain 
to flower ; in doing of which, you fliould not 
take too much of the earth from their roots 5 
and when they are planted, it will be proper to 
place the pots in a warm fltuation (but not 
top near walls and pales, which will draw them 

"P 
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)b^ up weak,) and arch them over with hoops, 
that in bad weather they may be covered with 
mats J ^ for unlefs they acquire ftrength in the 
fpfing before the heat comes on, they will not 
produce large flowers. 

You may yet fow Auricula and Polyanthus 
feeds in tubs or pots of light rich earth, placing 
them where they may have the morning fua 
of:dy until April, when they muft be removed 
into a more Ihady fituation, there to remain 
during the fummer fea{on. Thefe feeds fhould 
be very flightly covered with light earth, for 
if they are buried too deep, they often lie a 
year before they come up, and frequently mif* 
carry \ therefor^ fome perfons never cover the 
feeds, but leave them to be wafhed into the 
ground by the rain. 

If yoiir Auriculas in pots were not frefli 
earthed the laft month, that fhould be no 
longer deferred, the manner of doing this is 
du-e6ted in January ; for now their flo>*er- 
buds will begin to fhew apace, fo that if it be 
not done in a fliort time, their flowers will 
not be improved by it; and in frofly 
weather thefe flowers mufl: be covered with 
mats, elpecially every night, to prevent their 
tender flower-buds from being injured^ 
otherwife many of the flower-buds wll be 

killed.

Dig; and prepare your ground in. the flower-^ 
nurfcry for fowing of feedsi and, to receive 
plants the next morith, when you will have 
much bufinefs pf differj^nt kinds to do ; £b tha:t 
if you do not get things in forwardnefs this 
monthy you will be io much hurried in the 
next^ that many things mufjt be omitt^, or but 
fllgbtly performed. Therefore it is a gqod mc-f 
thod to dig the ground at all leifure: times, 
laying* it in trenches, which will be of great 
lervkeinfweeteaingaiid meUowing the grc^nd, 
and then it will b^ always re^dyfor fowpg 
and ptanting, 

The end of this month if the fe^fon proves 
favourable^ yoti may tranfplant Canterbury 
Belisi French Hofieyfuckles, Daifies, Rofe 
Cam^ons> Foxgloyes, Pinks, Sweet- Wjlliams^ 
Perennial Catc]i;f}y, Double Ragged Rohinsy 
Bache]!0rs4>iittons, Gentianellas, Hepaticas^

bines^ 
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binea, Starwort^,; (3ddeH-rods, with maoy 
other fibrous^-rooted plants, into the borders of 
your pleaforerg^rdien, where they are defigned 
ta flower ; b^ tbl$ k better if performed in 
0£iober, ^fpccially where the ground is dry, 
becauie the plants wiU have taken root^ andobh 
tained ftrength, before the dry weather of the 
i^ring conaes on, fo will produce a greater 
quaatity of flowers^ and will not require wa- 
tering in dry weather. 

In dry frofty nights you muft cover your 
'beds hi choice Ranuncuhifes, Anemonies^ and 
Tulips, with Hwts, to protect them frona the 
injury of the weather, otherwife they will be 
in danger of fpoiling, at leaft their flowers will 
not be fb fair nor numerous ; and many times 
the roots are deftroyed by froft at this feaibn. 
Where this is not pra^i&d, the froft ohen 
pinches the buds of the former Anemonks, fo 
as to deftroy the udddle of the flowers, which 
the gardeners call f he thrum, whereby the 
fineft double flowers are rendered fingte, which 
is a very great d^ppointaoent ^ and if the roots 
were purchafed, th? perfons who Ibid them are 
olteii blam^ed for having cheated the purchaferi 
when it is eirtirely owing t& the negtefk erf co- 
v^^ theip. This often o^cafiona the roots 
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to run barren, Tq as not to have any. more 
flowers.. , ., ' , 

You may yet, wljc^c there is neceffity for it, 
tranfplant all Jqits^'Of"! hardy flowering-trees 
and fhru^, as Lilacs, Laburnums, Bladder 
Senas, Scorpion Senas, Rofes, Honeyfuckles, 
Jafmines, &c. and moft forts of foreft-^trees, 
which may be tranfplanted with fafety , cfpeci- 
ally on moift land, or where there is convex 
niency to water them ; but many of the ever- 
greens defigned for the fpring planting, (hould 
not be removed till the beginning of April, 
when they are juft ready topuihout their 
buds, which is the fafeft feafon for tranfplant- 
ing them. 

Plant Dutch Box for edgings to borders: 
but it is a better feafon in Oftober, eipecially 
for dry ground, b^caufe it will be firmly root- 
ed before the draught of the fpring, which is 
often very deftruflive to fuch edgihgs as are 
late planted, efpeciafly if they are not duly 
watered. ^ 

Break up your gravei-walks, an^turndiem 
where they begin to be moffy, and require 
turning to make them clean ; biit do not rake 
them until the middle of next month, where 
they are not wanted for ufe, by which time 
they will be well fettled.

You may now tranfplant moft forts of hardy 
foreft-ti'ees and flowering (hrqbs, provided the 
feafon be favourable, otherwifb it ynil be bet- 
ter to defer it ^ little later. If you d^l xiQt 
take off the layers of £lms> Limes, and other 
hardy foreft-trees or fhrubs in the autumui it 
fhould now be done, planting, them into the 
nurfery in rows three feet afunder, andeight^n^ 
inches diftance in the rows j where many of 
the foreft-trees may ftand four or five years to 
obtain ftrength, in order for tranfplanting 
where they are to remain : but the flowering 
fhrubs fhould not fland longer in the nurfery 
than two or three, for the younger thefe are 
when they are planted where they are to re- 
main, they will more certainly grow, and will 
make greater progrefe. 

The ground where you intend to plant a 
nurfery of evergreens, fhould now be care- 
fully trenched, obferving to cleanfe it from the 
roots of all noxious weeds, particularly Couch-? 
grafs, which, if left in the ground, will mix 
with the roots of the new-pi^mted trees, and 
prove very injurious to them, and will be very 
diflicult to get out again. 

Where 
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Where the ground between the trees in thcJ 
hurfery was not dug the former month, eithftr 
oci2ifiontd by weather, or want of leifure, it 
fliould now be done, obferving (as was before 
directed) not to injure the roots, but fliorten 
fuch as were extended far from their ftems, in 
order to force out young roots nearer, that 
they may be fitted for tranfplanting ^ this 
fhould be particularly obferved in Hollies, and 
many other forts of evergreens, which fhould 
be conftantly dug round every year, cutting 
off all downright roots, and fuch^ as extend 
themfelves far from the plants, which will oc-* 
cafion a great quantity of ftrong fibres to be 
ferit forth near their ftems, and render them 
much fafer to remove^ becaufe thefe will main-* 
tain a ball of earth to their roots when they arei 
carefully taken up ; the want of which ren- 
ders it almoft imprafticable to tranfplant fuch 
trees as have remained many years, without 
having been dug round and their roots cut. 

You muft now plant Cheftnuts, and fow^ 
the feeds, maft, or berries, of other hardy trees 
and fhrubs, being careful to cover them with 
earth ; for if any of them are left expofed, it 
will entice mice, and other vermin, whereby 
your feeds may be eaten up, ^and "your whole 
feminary deftroyed. 

F Towards* 
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Toward the latter end of this month, if the 
fpring proves forward and the weather is mild, 
you ftiould cut off the heads of your flocks, 
which were budded with fruit the preceding 
fummer, at about four or five inches above the 
buds, always obferving to cut the flock floping 
from the bud, that when the buds fhoot they 
may not be injured by the flowing of the fap 
from the wounded part of the flock, the part 
of the flocks which are left above the bud will 
fcrve for fupport of the buds when they fhoot. 

If this month proves mild, toward the end 
of it you mufl graft Cherries, Plums, Pears, 
Apples, and other hardy fruits ; but if there are 
frofls and di7ing winds, it will be better to 
defer it a little later, for fuch weather is often 
very deflru6live to grafts. 

You may yet plant cuttings of Currants, 
Goofeberries, and other fhrubs or trees which 
will grow from cuttings in fhady borders, ob- 
ferving to clofe the earth well about them ; 
and if the ground between them is covered 
with mofs or fhort litter, it will prevent the 
drying winds of March from penetrating the 
ground, which frequently kill thefe late plant- 
ed cuttings, where this precaution is wanting. 
The autumn is however the befl feafon for this 
work, efpecially in dry land. 

Make 
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Make layers of all your hardy exotic trees, 
which you want to increafe in this month, 
after all hard frofts are over ; for fome of thefe 
are too tender to be laid in autumn, the wet 
of the winter, fucceeded by froft, being very 
deftruftive to many of thefe tender plants 
when laid. 

You may now increafe fome of the exotic 
trees and fhrubs which do not eafily propagate 
by layers and cuttings, or by cutting off fome 
of their young ftrong roots, dividing them into 
lengths of about four or five inches, planting 
them into pots filled with light loamy earth, 
plunging the pots into a moderate hot-bed, 
covering them clofe with glafles, which will 
caufe them to put out roots below and ftioots 
above, fb that in one year they will make good 
plants 3 by this method itiany plants have been 
increafed, which are very difficult to propagate 
in the ufual ways. 

Work to be done in the Gr'&e n-Ho u s e and 

Stove. 

If the weather proves mild and the air foft, 
you fhould begin to admit air into your green- 
houfe, by drawing the upper falhes down a lit- 
tle 3 but this muft be done with caution at firft, 

F 2 never 
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never opening the glafles when the wind is 
fharp, or if it blows againft the front of the 
green-houfe, for a fharp air at this feafon will 
do great damage to your plants, as they have 
been rendered tender by (landing in the green- 
houfe all the winter. Myrtles, Oranges, Ge- 
raniums, and other hardy plants, mull now 
be frequently refreftied with water, but let 
them have it moderately and often ; for if it 
be given to them in large quantities at this fea- 
fon, it will be very injurious to them. 

Pick off all dead and decayed leaves from 
your plants, and ftir the furface of the earth 
in the pots or tubs, clearing them from weeds > 
and if you add a little very rotten neats dung 
upon the tops of the tubs or pots of Orange- 
trees, it will be ferviceable to the plants. You 
fliould at the fame time brufh down all cob- 
webs, and make the houfc clean in every part, 
neatnefs being as neceffary to the health of 
plants as of animals. 

Make liot-beds to fow tender exotic feeds 
upon wiiich are brought from very hot coun- 
tries, obferving to work the dung well, turn- 
ing it over two or three times while it remains 
in the heap, and when removed to the beds it 
fhould be well mixed, that the beds may retaia 
theii- heat, and fettle equally i for when the 

dung 
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« 

dung is not equally ftirred and beat down with 
a fork, it will fettle in lioles^ which is a great 
fault in thefe beds, becaufe when the beds are 
watered the water will run into the holes, and 
caufe thofe places to be over wet, when the 
other parts of the bed will receive little or na 
benefit from it ; but the feeds of trees and 
ftirubs will fucceed much better if they are 
fown in pots of earth, and plunged into a 
hot-bed of tanners bark, becatife as thefe feeds 
often remain a bng time befoit they vegetate, 
and frequently lie in the ground a whole year, 
fc> if the heat of the bed fliauld decline too 
much, it may be increafed again by ftirring it 
up, and adding forac new tan to it. 

If any of the Orange-trees have fufFered by 
ill management, fb much that their heads are 
decayed, you fhoukl now prune them clofe, 
and fhift them into frefli earth, and then pre- 
pare a moderate hot-bed in a- glafs-cafe, into 
which they muft be placed to force them out 
early in the fpring, that their (hoots may have 
time, before they are placed abroad, to harden 
before winter. But when they are taken out of 
the pots or tubs, you fhould be cardFul to cut off 
all moiildy and decayed roots, and to clcanfe 
both roots and ftems from any filth they may 
have contra6led 5 and when planted again twift 

F 3 fame 
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fome hay-^bands round the ftems, from the fur- 
face of the ground up to their heads, which 
will prevent the fun from drying of their bark ; 
when the pots or tubs are placed into the hot- 
bed, ydu muft be careful that the heat be not 
too great, as alfo to frequently refrefh them with 
water, not only giving it to their roots, but 
over every part of their ftems, which will fup- 
ple their bark, and caufe them to pufti out vi- 
goroufly. But when the fun begins to Ihine 
with great force, the glafles of the houfe fhould 
be fhaded with mats or cloths during the heat 
of the day, otherwife it will fcorch their tender 
leaves, and alfo dry the bark of the fhoots^ 
fo that they will greatly fufFer if too much ex- 
pofed thereto ; but this heading and forcing 
of Orange-trees ftiould not be too often prac- 
tifed on them, for it will weaken the trees 
when repeated too frequently 5 therefore where 
they are not in a very bad condition, it will be 
the better way to fhift them, if there be occa- 
fion, and their ftems muft be well rubbed with 
a ftrong hair-brufti, with fcouring-fand and 
water, and cut off all decayed branches, and 
place them into a gentle hot-bed in a glafs-cafe 
for two or three months, after which they 
Ihould have a fhady fituation when they are 
brought out of the forcing frame j by this mcT 

thod 
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thod they will break out again very ftrong and 
well. The Orange fteims alfo which are an- 
nually imported from Italy, ihould be treated 
in this way, to force out new fhoots from 
them ; but the roots of thefe ihould be (baked 
in water two days before they are planted, and 
all the decayed and bruifed roots fhould be 
entirely cut off, their ftems carefully wafhed 
and cleanfed from filth, and the bed into which 
they are plunged muft be of a moderate tem- 
perature for heat : thefe trees fhould be planted 
in balkets, becaufe the heat of the tan, toge- 
ther with the moifture, would rot the tubs 
if plunged into the tan. 

The tan in the beds of the floves will now 
requite to be ftirred up, and feme frefh bark 
added to them to renew their heat, which will 
now begin to decline, and if not timely re- 
newed the plants will fufFer greatly j but this 
mufl be done in a warm day, when the air 13 
foft, for in very cold weather the glafies muft 
not be opened, fo that the bark could not be 
then put in without injuring the plants. At the 
fame time, fuch of the plants as are rooted thro* 
the pots fhould be fhifted into pots a fize larger; 
but in doing of this, great care muft be had 
not to injure their roots, becaufe at this feafon 
they will not foon recover fuch a check, 

F 4 Wafh 
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Wa(h and clean the leaves of the Coffee^ 
trees, and other woody plants in the barko- 
ilove, to cleanfe them from infefts and filth ^ 
and pick off all decayed leaves, which if left 
on would infeft the air of the houfe. The 
furface of the earth in the pots (hould alfo be 
frequently ftirred to prevent its binding, and 
ihould always be kept free from weeds. 

The Anana plants will now (hew their fruit 
^pace, fo that they (hould be frequently wa^ 
tered, giving them but little each time to bring 
them forward and keep the fruit fwellingi 
and the tan muft be kept in a moderate tem-. 
perature of warmth, for if that is fu(Fered to 
decline at this fea(bn, the plants will change 
their colour, and the fruit will be rendered 
fmall and worth little. Toward the end of 
tliis month you mu^ prepare fome fre(h bark 
to make the fummer beds for the Ananas, in- 
to yvhich they (hould be plunged fome time 
the next month. Btit this is to be only under-? 
flood pf thofe plants which are for a fvicce(Eon^ 
and the fuckers of the laft feafon' \ nor (hould 
thefe be removed too early into the beds, unlefs 
there is a fire-place to warm the air in bad wca-r 
ther, fpr the warpith of the bark alone will 
not be fufficient for thefe plants before the 
fjpginning of April^ wh?n th? fup will have 
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power to raife a warmth in the beds, which 
the tan alone would not do ; the beds in which 
the fruiting plants are placed, muft be refrefhed 
with fome new tan the latter end of this month^ 
elpecially thofe beds whofe heat declines ; for 
if the tan is not kept to a proper degree of 
warmth at this feafon, the growth of the fruit 
will be greatly retarded. 

The Aloes, Euphorbias, Torch-thiftles, Me* 
lon-thiftles, and other tender fucculent plants, 
fhould have very little water given them at 
this feafon ; but the Mefembryanthemi, Se- 
dums, Cotyledons, and other hardier kinds, 
muft be frequently refrefhed s tho' they fhould 
not have it in too large quantities, becaufe 
much wet at this feafon often rots them. You 
muft now make frefh hot-beds of tan to fbw 
the feeds of fuch tender exotic plants as are 
annual, or that you may have received from 
abroad ; into which you fhould plunge fmall 
pots, filled with light frefh earth, that the 
earth may be warm before the feeds are fown. 
This method of fowing the feeds in pots is 
preferable to any other, becaufe the plants may 
be fhaken out of the pots, when they are fit to 
tranfplant, with the earth about their roots, 
whereby they will be in little danger of fufFerr 
W%^ becaufe their root? wiU be preferved en- 
tire. 
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tire. And fuch of the feeds as remain long in 
the ground may be removed into a frefh hot- 
bed when the heat of the firft declines, which 
will forward their vegetation. 

Toward the end of this month there fhould 
be fome hot dung prepared, to make a bed 
for to tranfplant fome of the tender forts of 
annual flowers, in order to bring them for- 
ward, that they may flower and perfe6l their 
feed before winter.

Euphorbias, 
Cotyledon with broad cut leaves, Malpighia 
mali punici facie, Purple-flowered Ragwort, 
Cytifius's, Coffee-tree, Ethiopian Calla, Hy- 
pericum 
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pericum Balearicum, Jacobaea Lily, Mexican 
Lily, Ixias, Watfonia, African Wood Sorrel 
with large purple flowers, African Wood Sor- 
rel with umbeUated yellow flowers, Shrubby 
purple Starwort from the Cape of Good Hope, 
Spreading Starwort with purple flowers from 
Africa, Sifyrinchium, Crinura, Pancratiums, 
Corona Regalis with roundifh leaves, Indian 
Gladiolus, Indian Birthwort with a fcarlet 
flower, African Tanfey, Coral-tree, Antholiza, 
Tree Houfleek, Shrubby Lionftail, African 
Bermudiana, with fbme others.

Work to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 

5HE weather in this month is ge- 
\ nerally more unfettled than in any 
\ other month of the year ; fome- 
) times it proves dry and frofty, at 
other times cold and wet, with ftorms of hail 
and ftrong winds, which makes a diligent at- 
tendance upon the hot-beds of Cucumbers and 
Melons abfolutely neceffary, otherwife they 
often mifcarry, or at !eaft lofc all their firft 
crop of fruit ; to avoid which, if your beds 
have very much declined their heat, you Ihould 
add a lining of new horfe-dung round the fides, 
which will renew the heat of the beds, and 
alfo obferv? to cover the glaffes clofe with mats 
pvery night j but in the day time they muft 
have frefh air, in proportion to the heat of 
^he bedS;, wheiiever the weather will permit, 
e^ecially 
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efpecially after the new dung is laid round the 
fides, which will often occafion a great fteam in 
the beds for fome days, which if pent in the 
frames will be very injurious to the plants, and 
frequently caufe the fruit to drop off. 

Sow the feeds of Cabbages, Savoys, and 
Red Cabbages, for next winter's ufe, on a bed 
of light earth in the open air, and plant out 
all your Cauliflower plants which are remain- 
ing in the winter beds into the quarters of the 
kitchen-garden for the general crop 5 and thofe 
Cauliflower plants which were raifed the laft 
month, to fuccecd thofe raifed in autumn, 
fliould now be pricked out upon frefli hot-beds 
to bring them forward ; but they fliould not 
be too dofely covered, becaufe it will draw 
them up weak, and greatly injure them; there- 
fore at all times, when the weather is mild, the 
covers fliould be taken ofi* to let them enjoy 
the open air, and only covered in the night or 
bad weather. 

Continue to put in Beans and Peas eycry 
fortnight or three weeks, that there may be a 
fucceflion of them through the feafon j and fow 
Radiflies, Spinach, and young Sallet herbs every 
week to fucceed thofe before fo wn ; and fow fome 
Celeryrfeed towards the end of this month, to 
fucceed that which was ^wn in February. 

You 
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You may now low Parfiieps, Carrots, Oni- 
ons, Leeks, Beets, Borage, Buglofs, Burnet^ 
Dill, Fennel, Chervil, Smallage, Alifanders, 
Gfr- but thefe fhould be fbwn early in the 
month, efpecially if the foil is dry, otherwife 
they feldom grow large ; but upon a moift foil, 
the middle or latter end of the month is time 
enough. But as the feeds of Dill, Fennel, 
Smallage, and Alifanders, do often mifcarry 
when they are fown at this feafon, fo in dry 
land they will fucceed much better when they 
are fbwn in autumn. 

The beginning of this month you fhould 
earth up Alexanders to blanch them, which 
will render them tender, fo that in three weeks 
time they will be fit for ufe, for when they 
begin to fhoot their flems for flowering they 
are good for nothing. This is alfb the time 
for blanching Dandelion, which fbme people 
are. very fond to eat as a Sallet herb ; the 
plants may be procured from the fields, and 
planted deep into the ground, in the fame 
xnanngr as is pra6lifed for Endive, which will 
blanch It in three weeks fit for ufe. 

You may yet fow Parfky, Sorrel, Chervil, 
Orach, Marygolds, and Spinach, efpecially if 
the ground is moift, for in fuch land this fea- 
fon is better than to fow them earlier. 

Slip 
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Slip and plant Tanicy, Pennyroyal, Chamo- 
mile, Baum, Savory, Sage, Rofemary, Hyffop, 
Lavender Cotton, Spike-lavender, Southern- 
wood, Thyme, and moft other aromatic plants, 
which are now beginning to fhoot, and will 
take root better than at any other time of the 
year. And divide the roots of Mint, Tarra- 
gon, Wormwood, and other plants which 
annually die to their roots, and plant them in 
frefli beds, that the old beds may be deftroyed 
in the fummer when thefe are fit for ufe. 

You may now flip the ofF-fets from the old 
roots of Skirrets, and plant them in rows ten 
inches afunder, and fix inches diftance in the 
rows, obferving in dry weather to water them 
until they have taken root ; but thefe feldom 
make fo good roots as thofe raifed from feed. 

Your Lettuce plants which have flood the 

winter in warm borders, or upon old hot^beds, 

mufl now be planted out into a more open 

expofure, otherwife they will draw up weak 

and come to little, efpecially if they are near 

to walls, pales, or hedges, or where they are 

planted but a fmall diflance from each other ; 

in which cafes a good part of the plants may 

be tranfplanted, and if a few be left remaining 

at a proper diflance, thefe will furnifh the 

table early in the feafon. You mufl alfo fow 

fome 
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ibme feeds of the Cilicia, Cos, Imperial, and 
other Lettuces, in an open rich fpot of ground, 
to fucceed thofe of the lafl: month's fowing. 

About the middle of this month you muft 
fork the Afparagus beds in the full ground, 
being very careful not to hurt the crown of the 
roots with the fork ; but you may defer rakirtg 
them fmooth till the beginning of next month, 
whereby you will retard the growth of weeds ^ 
and that will be early enough, provided it be 
done before the buds appear above-ground, 
for the only danger attending this late drefling 
is the deftroying of the buds* 

About the beginning of this month is a good 
ieafbn for fowing of the large-rooted Dut<:h 
Parfley, which may be fown either in open beds 
or in drills about a foot afunder j and when the 
plants are come up they ftiould be thinned, fo 
as to leave them three or four inches apart in 
the rows, in order to obtain good roots ; or they 
may be fown thin on a fpot of light earth, in 
the fame manner as Carrots, and hoed out, 
and managed as is ufually praftifed for them, 
which is. the fureft way to obtain large roots. 

Toward the latter end of this month you. 
may plant new Afparagus beds if the ground 
be dry, but if it be wet it will be btjtter to 
defer it till the beginning of next month, for 

thefe 
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thefe plants always take beft when they are 
tran^lanted jufl: as they begin to fhoot. But 
in this you muft be determined by the feafon, 
either early or late, as it may happen. 

Your Radifhes and Spiwach which were fowtt 
in January, and the beginning of February, 
fhould now be hoed, leaving them four or five ' 
inches afunder j and obferve to ftir all the 
ground between them, which will deftroy all 
the young weeds and greatly promote the growth 
of the plants ; but this work fhould be done in 
dry weather, that the weeds may be killed. 

Continue to make hot-beds for Cucumbers, 
Melons, Puiilane, &c. to fucceed thofe which 
were made the former month ; and at the end 
of the month or the beginning of the next, fow 
Cucumber and Melon feeds to ridge out under 
bell or hand-glafles, for the principal crop* 
And now the feeds of Capficum for pickling 
fliould be fown, as alfo the Tomatos for foups ^ 
upon a hot-bed i and toward the end of the 
month, a few feeds of Indian Crefs Ihould be 
fown upon a very moderate hot-bed to bring a 
few plants forward, where their flowers are 
wanted earlier than thofe ufually come whichr 
are fown in the open air. 

Drefs your Artichokes, obferving to leave only 
two or three at moft of the cleareft and beft fitu-

ated plants upon each root to bear, eipccially 
thofe which grow from the under part of the 
flocks, and flip the reft clean off, the beft of 
which may be now planted to make a ilew 
plantation ; for thefe will produce heads in au- 
tumn, after thofe upon the old roots are gone ; 
' in chufing of thefe, take fuch whofe roots are 
tender, and reje6l fuch as are woody, 

Sow Cardoons upon a bed of rich light earthy 
pretty thin, obfervin^ to keep them clear from 
weeds, and in dry weather they muft be wa- 
tered until they are big enough to tranfplant. 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
may put in forac Kidney-beans in very warm 
bottlers, where they may be defended from 
cold ; but this muft not be d(»ie in wet wea** 
ther, becaufe too much moifture at thisieaifoa 
will rot them in the ground. 

You ftiouid alfo fow ♦ Swect-marjoram, 
Thyme, Hyfibp, and other tender aromatic 
plants upon a dry warm foil, for tbey wili not 
do well on a wet ground. 

ContinaetofowaU forts of young Sailct herbs 
twice a^eek, a^ Ci-efies, Muftard, Rape, Ra- 
difti^ &€. upon warm borders, until the latter 
end of the month, when they will do better m 
^ more open expofoie. 

Part 
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Part the roots of Gives and Eichdiotis, and 
|>Iant them in a fliady (ituation to increafe them, 
this being the right feafon for this work. Plant 
Rocambole and Shallots^ and the beginning 
of the month tranfplant Leeks for feed i thefe 
ihoiild be planted near a Reed hedge to a good 
exposure, becaufe the feeds do not ripen till late 
in the autumn^ which in a bad feafon feidom 
ripen well when they are in an open an4 cold 
fitiaation. 

At the end of this month you ttnj fow 
Purflane upon warm borders in the common 
ground, where it will at that time do wcU 
withoiit any artificial heat, provided the ieafbn 
proves warm and dry. You may alfo at this 
time fow Turneps upon an open fpot of ground^ 
to come early. 

You muft now fow the feeds of Finnochia 
in drills made about a foot afunder, into which 
the feeds Should be thinly fcattered, and covered 
over about half an inch thick with light earth. 
This Ihould have a rich light foil, otherwife it 
will not fucceed well. 

Toward the end of this month you ftiay fow 
Hemp, Flax, White Dutch and Red Clover, 
Saintfoin, and Lucern, provided the feafon 
proves favourable, otherwife it is better tode- 
fer it a Iktle longer. This is the feafon for

fbwing of Barley and March Rye. In dry wea- 
ther you may now hoe and roll Wheat. 

Sow all the forts of Rouncival and Grey Peas 
for the full crop, in the open fields ; and thofe 
Peas which were fown in the former months, 
and are come up, fhould be gently earthed^ 
and the ground hoed between them in dry 
weather. 

This month is the proper feafon for fowing 
of Carrots in the open fields, fehe roots of which 
are defigned for feeding of Iheep, deer, &c. 
which is now much pra6lifcd by fome of the 
moft knowing farmers for fheep; for one acre 
of Carrots, Will fatten more (heep than three 
acres of Turneps ; and by Ikilful gentlemen 
thefe are much efteemed as a winter pabulum 
for deer and horfes, for as the Carrots are fown 
in the fpring, fo they are not liable to the acci- 
dent of being deftroyed by the fly, as is the 
cafe of Turneps, which renders them a more 
certain crop. 

Produ£is of the Kitchen-Garden. 

Winter Spinach in great plenty, fome Cab- 
bages and Savoys are yet remaining j Sprouts 
from the ftalks of Cabbages and Savoys in great 
plenty, and very good ^ Broccoli, Coleworts, 
> Borecole, 
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Borecole, Red Beets, Chaiti Beets, Cardoons, 
Carrots, Parfheps,Turneps,Potatoes, Jerufalem 
Artichokes, Celery, Endive, and all forts of 
young Sallet herbs ; and upon the hot-beds. 
Cucumbers, Afparagus, Peas, Kidney-beans, 
Purflane, &c. Ypvi have alfo on warm bor- 
ders. Mint, Tarragon, Tan fey, and Clary, 
with Sage, Parfley, Marigolds, Burnet, Sorrd, 
Hyflbp, Winter Savory, Rofemary, Baum, and 
other kinds of pot-herbs. 

Work to be done in tbeFRViT^GAKDEN. 

The beginning of this monthfyou muft finifli 
pruning all the tender forts of fruit-trees, as 
Peaches, Apricots, Neftarines, &c. for their 
buds by this time (if the fpring has been mild) 
will be very turgid, and in danger of being 
rubbed off in nailing the branches. When 
you have finifhed the pruning and nailing of 
the trees, the ground fhould be dug about 
their roots to loofen it, and deftroy the weeds. ' 
And when the trees are in bloffom, if the 
weather fhould prove very fharp and the 
nights frofly, it will be proper to cover them 
with mats, canvas, or Reeds, to guard them 
from the inclemency of the weather ; but thefe 
coverings fhould be taken off at all times when 
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the weather is mild, otherwife they will force 
out the {hoots too foon, and render the blof-. 
foms fo weak that the leaft inclement weather 
will deftroy them ] it will alfo be proper in ve^ 
ry dry feafons, to fprinkle fome water gently 
over the branches of fruit-trees, efpeeially in 
mild weather, which will ftrengthen the blof.r 
foqis, forward the fruit, and alfo be of great 
fervice to the trees, but this muft be performed 
with great caution. 

You may yet tranfplant fruit-trees upon a 
moift foil ) but if your ground be not ready 
before the middle of the month to receive 
them, it will be proper to take them up and 
prune their roots, and then lay them in the 
ground, covering their roots and ftems with 
litter to prevent their being dried by the fun 
and wind : this will retard their fhooting, and 
their roots will be prepared for pufhing, by 
which method there will be little danger of 
thgir iucceeding, provided they are duly waters 
ed in dry weather, and the furface of thq 
ground about their roots covered with mulch 
to prevent the fun and air from penetrjiting to 
the roots of the trees, 

This is the principal month for grafting 
jnoft forts of fruit-trees, beginning with the 
P.3rly kinds, that is, fi}?h as come firft out in 
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bloflbm, and ending with Apples, which are 
ibme of the lateft in coming out ; but this muft 
be performed earlier or later, according to the 
ieafon. 

Cut off the heads of thofe ftocks which 
were inoculated the laft fummei', leaving about 
four inches above the bud to attraft the fap, 
and, if need be, to faften the (hoot to, to pre- 
vent their being blown out of the (lock after 
they have made (hoots and are covered with 
leaves; after this is done, the ground between 
the trees fhould be dug to buiy the weeds, an4 
loofeh it, for the roots of the plants to find 
nouriIhment« 

Drefs and frefii earth your beds of Straw- 
berries, pulling off their ftrings and clearing 
them from wttds, which will caufc them to 
produce a great quantity of fruit ; and dig be- 
tween the rows of Rafpberries (where it was 
not before done) to make the ground clean^ 
and loofen it, that the roots of the plants may 
penetrate the better into it. 

Your fruit-trees which were planted the laft 
autumn with theu: heads entire, ftiould now 
be headed down to three or four eyes, if it was 
not done before ; in doing of which, you.muft 
be very careful not to difturb their roots ; to 
prevent which, you fhould place your foot 

G 4 clofe 
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clofe to the ftem of the tree, and hold the 
lower part of the ftock faft with your left-hatid, 
while, with a fharp knife in your right-hand 
you cut off the head. You (hould alfo cover 
the ground about the roots of new planted 
trees carefully with mulch, or rather with fomc 
green fwards taken from a common or pafture, 
turning the Grafs downward, which will pre- 
vent the fun and wind from penetrating the 
ground to the roots of the trees, and is better 
than rotten dung, as it detains the moifture 
longer, the negleft of which has deflxoyed ma- 
ny new-planted tiees. 

Thofe trees which were grafted the former 
Ipring, and are yet remaining in the nurfery, 
(hould be fhortened to four or five eyes, that 
they may be furniihed with lateral branches 
near the ground, otherwife they will run up 
tall and become naked at bottom ; but this is 
chiefly to be underftood of dwarf-trees. 

Dig and clear the ground between your 
Goofeberries and Currants, which will ftrcngth- 
en their blollbms, encoui^^ th^ trees, an4 
add 4 neatnefs to the place.

Work to be done in the F l o w e R - G a r d e n. 

In this month you may tranfplant moft forts 
of fibrous^rooted plants, as Carnations, Pinks, 
Sweet Williams, Rofe Campions, Lychnifes, 
Thrift, Afters, Golden-rods, Perennial Sun- 
flowers, Canterbury Bells, Peach-leaved Bell- 
flower, French Honeyfuckles, Daifies, Buph- 
tbalmums, Leucanthemums, CRryfanthemums, 
the hardy forts of Geranium, Speedwell, Co- 
lumbines, Hieraciums, Hepaticas, Fraxinellas, 
Ragged Robin, Wholefome Wolfsbane, with 
fnany other forts s though if the foil be dry, it

would have been better if done in the autumn, 
becaufe they would have taken root in the 
ground, and fo be better enabled to refift the 
drought, and alfo to produce a greater quan- 
tity of flowers. 

Stir the earth of your borders and beds of 
flowers which were planted in the autumn 
with a narrow trowel, being very, careful in 
doing of this, not to injure the roots nor the 
flower-buds which now begirt to appear \ this 
will prevent the growth of weeds, and when 
raked over fmooth, will render the beds more 
agreeable to the eye. 

Your choice Hyacinths, Anemonies, Ranun* 
culufes, and Tulips, will now begin to (hew 
their flower-buds, when they fliould be care- 
fully covered with mats or canvas in bad wea- 
ther ; for at this feafon the nights arc often 
frofty, and if thefe flowers are expofed to the 
cold their buds are frequently pinched, fo that 
they will not open fo fair as thofe which are 
protefted. At this time there ftiould be fmall 
fl:icks put down by the roots of the fine Hya- 
cinths, to which their fl:ems flioiild be fafl:encd 
to fupport them, otherwife thofe with double 
flowers, being very heavy, will bear d'dwn the 
ftalk'S and fpoil their beauty. 

Plant 
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Plant fome roots of common double Ane- 
monies to flower late, after thofe which were 
planted in autumn are paft ; and if the fcafbn 
fhould prove dry, refreih them now and then 
with water, otherwife they will not fucceed 
well. 

The boxes and pots with feedling Auriculas 
(hould now be placed in a fliady fituation, for 
the plants will begin to appear, and if they are 
expofedto the full fun but one day while they 
are young, it will deftroy moft of them \ you 
muft alio refrefli them with water in dry wea- 
ther, but give it them very gently, left you 
wafh them out oH the ground. 

Your pots of choice Auriculas muft now be 
taken care of to proteft them from blighting 
winds and frofty nights, which will otherwife 
pinch their flower^buds and fpoil their blowing: 
you muft alfo refrefh them now and then with 
water in dry weather, but do not let the wet get 
into the center of the plants, left it injure the 
flower-ftems. 

Dig up the ground in your wildernefs quar- 
ters and between flowering fhrubs, if it hath 
not been done the former month : this will 
loofen the ground and encourage the Ihrubs to 
flower ftrongly, and render the place free from 
yRt%^^ for n?atnds i;^ always to be defired in 

every 
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every part of a garden : but in doing of this, 
there fhould be great care taken not to cut or 
injure the roots of fuch flowers as are planted 
between the trees and ihrubs. 

Give frefli earth to the Carnations which 
were planted out for good in the autumn, 
which muft be done by taking part of the earth 
out of the pots, being careful not to difturb 
their roots, and then full up the pots with frefk 
earth, and pick off decayed leaves ; this will 
greatly ft rengthen them for flowering. 

Your pots of double Rofe Campions, Cam- 
panulas, Scarlet Lychnifes, &c, which were 
alfo planted in the autumn, fliould have all dead 
leaves and filth carefully taken from them, and 
the earth on the top of the pots taken out, the 
pots refilled with frefli rich earth, in which care 
rnuft be taken not to let the earth in between the 
leaves io as to bury any part of them ; where 
this is properly done, it will ftrengthen the 
plants greatly for flowering. 

Clean the flower-beds and borders of weeds, 
and gently ftir the furface of the ground to 
clear off Mofs, &c. This will ^dd a neatnefs, 
and be of great lervice to the flowers. 

Towards the latter end of this mbnth, you 
may fow the feeds of all hardy annual flowers 
ill the borders of the ple?ifure-garden s fuch ds 

Flos 
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Flos Adonis, Venus Looking-glafs, Venus Na- 
velwort, Sweet-fcented Peas, Tangier Peas, 
LobeFs Catchfly, large Double Poppy, Dwarf 
Lychnis, Dwarf Annual Stock, Candy Tuft, 
Lavateras, Hibifcus Trionum of four forts. 
Convolvulus Minor, Convolvulus Major, Sweet 
Sultans, Annual Sunflower, Nafturtium Indi- 
cum. Dwarf Poppy, Dracocephalum of feveral 
forts, Hieraciums, Nigella,Sweet Scabious, Cat- 
terpillar plant. Snail plant, with many others. 
The beft method is to fow the feeds thin in 
little patches, where they are to remain ; and 
where the plants come up too thick they fhould 
be thinned, leaving but few in each patch, ac- 
cording to the (ize of their growth, for thefe 
forts do not fucceed fb well when they arc 
tranfplanted. 

You may now fow the feeds of many kinds 
of biennial and perennial plants in your flower- 
nurfery, to fupply the borders of the flower- 
garden the following year j as Columbines^ 
Canterbury Bells, French Honeyfuckles^, Stock- 
gilliflowers. Wall-flowers, Sweet Williams, 
Pinks, Tree Primrofe, Greek Valerian, Pyra- 
midal Campanula, Single Scarlet Lychnis, Sin- ^ 
gle Rote Campion, Single Catchfly, Veronicas, 
Catananche with blue flowers, perennial Lark- 
fpur, Gaura,. Scrophularia, Garden Valerian, 

with 
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with foitte others. Upon a moderate hot-bed 
you may now fow the feeds of Marvel of Peril, 
French Marigold, Female Baliamine, African 
Marigold, Convolvulus! Majorj Capficums, 
Stramoniums, Indian Pink, Sweet Sultan, Po- 
mum Amoris, or Love Apple, Tree Amaran- 
thus. Purple Amaranthus, or Love-lies-a- 
bleeding, and many other forts which are in- 
different hardy, but require warmth to bring 
them forward in the fpring ; yet if fown too 
early, are apt to grow too large before the fca- 
fon will be favourable enough to tranfpiant 
them abroad. 

Make frefti hot-beds for your choice forts of 
annual plants which were fown the former 
month, and let the earth upon thefe beds be 
very good, for other wife your plants will not 
thrive well. When the heat of the bed is mo- 
derate, the plants Ihould be placed into them, 
allowing them proper diilances to grow ; and 
obferve to ftiade them in the daytime from the 
fun until they have taken new root, and to rc^ 
frefti them with water as they fhall requii'e % 
by which method your Amaranthufes and other 
fortf of curious annuab, may be brought to a 
large fize. 

Toward the end of the month, if thefcafoti 
' be miid and ind'mable to wet, ybu may tranf- 
piant 
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plaat inoft ibrt8 of evergreens, as Hollies, 
Yews, Phillyreas ,Alatemu&s, Bays^ Magna* 
Kas, Cyprefi, Cedar of Libanus, Evergreen 
Cailine, Ciftufes of aU ibrts, Mooix Treefoi]^ 
American Junipers, Evergreen Oak, Cprk^trce, 
&c. with many other kinds of exotic trees, 
ob&rvitig to a>ver the furface of the ground 
with mulch after they are planted, to prevent 
the fun and wind from penetrating the ground 
and drying their roots ; but if this nionth be 
cold, and north or eaii winds reign, with dry 
weather, it will be better to wait till the begin- 
ning of next month, when the feafon may be 
more iavourable. 

In this mc»idi the ^ds of the Arbutus or 
Strawberry-tree may be fown on a moderate 
hot-bed^ whkh will greatly forward its growth, 
provided the bed as duly watered and (haded 
from the fun in the heat of the day. 

You may now fow tlie feeds of Firs, Pines, 
Bays, Cedars, Alaternufes, PhUlyreas, and 
other evergreen or hardy exotic trees, in fuch 
places where they may be expofed only to the 
moining ftm, obferving if the place is wet, to 
raife the borders fo much above the level of 
the ground, as not to have any water remain 
near the furface, as alfo to cover the feeds with 
light earth ; . but if the feeds of moft of thefe 

forts 
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forts of trees are (own xlpon a very moderate 
hot-bed, it will be a more lure method of raif- 
ingthe plants, and it will greatly forward their 
m-owth. But there muft be great care taken 
when the plants appear, to admit the free air 
to them at all times in favourable weather, 
otherwife they will draw up weak and come to 
little.

Work to be done in the Nvrser r. 

In this month you fliould fow the feeds of 
Evergreens, fuch as Firs, Pines, Evergreen 
Oaks, Cedar of Libanus, CypreiS, Juniper, Bays, 
and fome other forts ; as alfo of feveral other 
hardy exotic trees, as the Three-thorned Acacia 

H from 
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from Virginia, Perfimon, Liquid Amber, Vir- 
ginia Walnuts, Hickery Nuts, Occidental and 
Oriental Plane-trees, Saffafras, Virginia Dog- 
wood, Larch-tree, Arbor Judae, American 
Cyprefe, Black Haw, all the forts of Medlar, 
Lazaroles, Chinquapin, Tujip-tree, Baftard 
Acacia, Piftachia Nuts, - and fome other forts, 
the method of fawing each fort is fully, inferted 
in th^ Gardeners Dictionary, v- 

You may now tranfplant moft forts of Evcrr 
greens and exotic trees, provided the feafoja 
proves favourable, otherwife you had better 
defer it until the beginning of the next month, 
always obferving to do it When the wind is 
fouthwardly, as alfo when there is a profpe6l 
of fome" fain in a fhort time 5 for if it fhpuld 
prove dry weather, and the w'md eaftwardly, 
it would not be fafe to tranfplant them. This 
workihould be deferred till toward the end of 
the month, for fear the fharp eaftwardly winds, 
with frofty nights, fhould return after this is 
performed, which would endanger die plants. 

This is the feafon for planting cuttings of 
feveral forts oi exotic trees and flirubs, which 
generally fucceed beft, when they are planted 
juft before they begin to fhoot 5 but if the fea- 
fon fhould prove dry, they muft be frequently 
watered, and the furface of the ground covcrr 

ed 
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ed with mofs or mulch, to prevent the fun and 
air from penetrating deep into the ground, 
which is apt to deftroy fuch plants as are not 
well rooted. 

Graft all forts of fruit-trees in this month, 
and toward the latter end you may graft Hol- 
lies, and inarch any of the hardy exotic trees 
and fhrubs 5 in the doing of which, you ftiould 
be careful to clay them well, for if the air or 
wet gets into the cleft part of the ftocks, it will 
prevent the grafts from uniting with them. 

Continue tb dig between your young trees^ 
where it was not done in the former months, 
that your ground may be ftirred and made 
clean before the trees begin to flioot, which 
will not only render the nurfery neat, but be 
of grea^t fervice to the growth of the trees. 

The end of this month you (hould plant 
cuttings of Vines, obferving to lay them in the 
ground to the uppermoft eye, fo that no part 
of the cutting may appear above ground. If 
this be duly obferved, and fuch cuttings only 
chofen which have a knot of the former year's 
wood at their bottom, there will be no danger 
of their rooting. 

Stake and tie up fuch plants as you are de- 
firous to have with ftrait ftems j for if you ne- 
glect this when the plants are young, it cannot 

H 2 be 
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be fo well performed after their ftems are 
grown large and woody. 

At this feafon many of the trees and (brubs, 
whofe feeds were fown in aotumn, or the for- 
mer fpring, will begin to appear, therefore they 
fhould be carefully weeded ; and if the feafon 
ihould prove very dry, they fhould have a lit- 
tle water once a week, and be guarded againft 
birds, mice, moles, hares, rabbets, and other 
vermin, to which, if they are expofed, may in 
a (hort time be entirely deftroyed. And if the 
nights fhould prove frofly, all the beds in 
which the young feedling plants are come up, 
fhould be carefully covered, otherwife the froft 
will nip off the plants which are jufl peeping 
out of the ground, or by loofening the earth 
their roots will be turned out of the ground : 
at this time the Common and Swedifh Juniper, 
Holly, Yew, Virginia, and Carolina Cedars, 
.American Dogwood, SafTafras, and other hard- 
feeded plants which were fown the lafl yfear, 
will begin to appear ; therefore they fhould be 
diligently looked after, to prevent their being 
injured by frofls, or fharp eaflwardly winds. 
Such of thefe as were fown in pots, may be 
now placed on a moderate hot-bed, which will 
forward their coming up, and by being pufhed 
a little in the fpring, the plants will get flrong 

by 
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by the autumn, fo will be better able to (land 
through the following winter. And fuch of 
thefe plants as were come up the laft year, and 
require to be tranfplanted, fhould at thisfeafon 
be feparated, and each planted in a fmall pot, 
placing them on a moderate hot-bed, which, 
if it is arched over with hoops and covered 
with mats, will be fufficient for thofe hardier 
forts of plants, as the Ipring will foon advance^ 
and by tjhis method they will be greatly for- 
warded in their growth. 

Work to be done in the Green-House and. 

Stove. 

Water your Orange-trees, Myrtles, Bays, 
Amomum Plinii, and other lefs tender exotii& 
treeis, frequently, but do not give it to them 
too plentifully, and begin to inure them to the 
air by degrees, opening the glaffes whenever 
the air is foft and mild ; but in cold days, or 
when the air is (harp, it fhould not be too 
plentifully admitted to them ; for by being 
made tender in the houfe, a little (harp air will 
be prejudicial to them, until they are become 
ibmewhat hardier. 

Wafti and cleanfe the leaves and ftems of 
Qrange-trees frona the filth which they may have

contrafted, during their confinement in the 
houfe J and thofe which do not require to be 
fhifted, Ihould have the earth taken out from 
the upper part of the tubs or pots, filling them 
. again with frefti rich earth, which will ftreng- 
then them greatly, and prepare them for 
flowering. 

Toward the end of this month (if the wea- 
ther is favourable) you may take out your tubs 
of Bays, Lauruftinufes, Tree Wormwood, Cif- 
tus, and other hardy kinds, placing them near 
an hedge, or under trees, in a fituation where 
they may be well defended from ^ cold winds ; 
and this will thin the houfe of plants, and 
give room to thofe that remain to have a 
greater fharc of free air ; but this muft be 
ynderftood if the feafon is very mild, other- 
wife it muft be deferred till next month. 

If any of your Orange-trees have decayed 
heads, they fhould now be fhifted, and their 
heads pruned clofe, and the plants placed into 
a hot-bed of tanners bark to force them out 
again, treating them in the manner direfted 
in the former month. 

You may alfo hpad down fuch Myrtles, 
Bays, and other of the hardy kinds of exotics, 
as have ragged or decayed heads, obferving to 
place them on a very moderate hot-bed, juft to 

make 
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make them pufti again \ but after they have made 
fhoots, they fhould have as much free air as 
poffible in warm weather, to harden the young 
branches. By this method you may renew 
their heads, which, with Ikilful pruning, may 
be reduced into good order again, and the trees 
be rendered beautiful. 

The beginning of this month fow the ker- 
nels of Oranges, Lemons, and Citrons, for 
ftocks to bud the feveral kinds of thofe fruits 
upon; if thefe are taken from rotten fruits 
which had been fully ripe, they are better than 
thofe from found ones, provided the kernels 
are not decayed ; thefe fhould be fown in pots^ 
and plunged into moderate hot-beds of tanners 
bark, refrefhing them often with water, which 
will bring them on prodigioufly ; but in very 
hot weather the glaffes fhould be covered with 
mats during the heat of the day. 

The feeds of Amomum Plinii, or Winter 
Cherry, may now be fown in pots, and plunged 
into a moderate hot-bed ; and when the plants 
are come up three or four inches high, they 
may be tranfpianted into feparate pots, and put 
into another hot-bed : thefe plants may be 
brought fo forward, as to have plenty of fruit 
by the next winter, if they are fown the be- 
ginning of this month. 

H 4 Make 
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Make fome hot-beds of tanners bark, in 
order to tranfplant fuch tender exotic plants as 
are come up from the feeds fown the two for- 
mer months 5 and when the beds are in due 
order, fome fmall pots fhould be filled with 
frefti rich earth, and plunged into the bed, 
that the earth may warm before the plants arc 
placed therein, which fhould be done in a day 
or two after the pots are plunged, otherwife 
the earth will become too dry when the plants 
are planted ; thefe muft be gently watered after 
they are planted, and the glaffes fhaded until 
they have taken root ; after which they fhould 
be frequently refreftied with water, and the air 
mufl be let into the beds proportionably to the 
warmth of the feafon. 

The fires in the ftoves fhould now be abated ; 
but this muft be done with difcretion, accord^ 
ing as the weather increafes in warmth. 

Thofe Ananas or Pine-apples which have 
been in a dry ftove during the winter feafon, 
fhould now be removed into bark-beds ; therjB- 
fore if the beds were not prepared to receive 
them, it fhould be no longer delayed than the 
beginning of this month, for the bloffoms of 
the fruit will now begin to appear ; and if the 
plants are checked at this time, their fruit is 
^Idpii) fp f^ir^ nor fo early ripe j and thof? 

plants 
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plants which have' been in tan all the winter, 
fhould now have their beds refrefhed with 
fonle new tan to renew their heat. 

Stir up the bark-beds in the ftove which arc 
filled with* tender exotic plants, adding fome 
frefli tan to renew their heat 5 and clean the 
kaves of the Coffee-trees, and other woody 
plants, from the filth they may have contraft- 
ed, picking off all decayed leaves, which, if 
fufered to remain on, injure the plants, and 
xx:cafion an unfightly appearance.

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Wotk to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 




N the beginning of this month, 
you muft prepare your dung by 
throwing it up in heaps to mix and 
warm, fo as to be fit for . ufe by 
the middle of the month, to make ridges for 
Melons and Cucumbers, whith are to be co- 
vered with bell or hand-glafles ; . and as this 
bufinefs may be continued to the end of the 
month, where large quantitis are required, fo 
a fortnight after fome more dung fhould be 
mixed in heaps for this purpofe; but thofe 
beds which are made late in the month, need 
not have fo much dung in them as the early 
ones. The niiddle of this month is a proper 
time to plant out the Melons which are to be 
raifed under pap^r. In niaking erf thefe ridjfes, 
if the ground is dry, th^ dung (hould lie but 

half 
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half a foot higher than the furface of the 
ground, and the earth fhould be laid at leaft a 
foot and half thick upon the dung, that thcf 
Melon plants may have depth enough to root. 
Where this is praftifed, the plants will require 
no water after they are well rooted, and here- 
by a good crop of the choicer forts of Melons 
may be generally obtained, which in the com- 
mon method frequently mifcarry, or produce 
but few fruit \ but in wet land the ridges fliould 
be raifed above the level of the ground, that the 
dung may not have fo much wet as to chill it, 
whereby the plants are often deftroyed when 
this care is not taken. But the alleys between 
thefe beds fhould be afterward raifed with dung 
and earth to the level of the beds, that the 
roots may have room to extend on each fide, 
for the roots of thefe plants fpread as far in 
the ground as their branches extend on the 
furface. 

You may ftill fow Sweet Marjoram, Thyme, 
Summer Savory, and other aromatic plants ; 
the firfl- of which does not fucceed if it is fown 
too early, efpecially if the fpring is cold and 
wet. 

Plant Kidney-beans the beginning of the 
month in a warm fituation and in dry wea- 
ther, for much wet will deftroy the feeds in 
6 the 
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th« ground ; you may now fow Purflane upon 
warm borders, to come after that on the hot- 
bed is gone. 

Continue to hoe your crops of Radifhes, 
Carrots, Parfneps, Onions, Leeks, ^c. thinning 
them out to proper diftances, and cut down 
all the weeds among them : this fhould always 
be done in dry weather, that the weeds may 
be deftroyed. This ftirring of the ground 
between the plants will be of great fervice to 
promote their growth, and the ground will 
be hereby preferved clean from weeds, and by 
repeating it three times may be kept fo till the 
crops are fit for ufe. 

In moift weather plant flips or cuttings of 
Sage, Rofemary, Rue, Savory, Maftich, Thyme, 
Lavender, Stoechas, Lavender Cotton, and 
other aromatic plants, for at this fcafon they 
take root very freely, efpecially if they are 
ihaded from the fun and duly watered. 

Plant Garden-beans for a latter crop, and 
wntinue fowing the Marrow-fat and other 
large kinds of Peas, to fuccped thofe which 
were fown in the former month ^ and alfo fome 
of the Hotfpur Peas ftiould now be fown, at 
three different times in this mdnth, to have a 
fucceflion of them for the beft table. 

You 
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You may yet flip Aitichokes, and plant fuch 
of them as are good for a late crop upon a molft 
foil ; but if the foil is dry they will not produce 
fo krge heads, nor fo furely bear fruit the firft 
feafon as thofe which were planted the laft 
month. In the middle of this month plant out 
thofe Cauliflower plants which were raiied in 
February for a latter crop. Thefe fliould have 
a moifl: foil, for in dry land if the ieafon does 
not prove wet they feldom produce good heads. 

Continue to fow all forts of young Sallet- 
hcrbs, as Radifli, Rape, Turnep, Muftard, Gfr. 
at leaft twice every week, for at this feafon they 
will foon be too large for ufe ; but as the heat 
of the ieafon increafes, thefe feeds fliould be 
fown in a more fliady fituation, for in fummer 
they thrive befl: on a north border. 

Sow fome Cos, Cilicia, and other kinds of 
large Lettuces, to fucceed thofe which were 
fown the former month ; but thefe alfo fliould 
be planted out on a moifl: foil, otherwife (if the 
fummer fliould prove dry) they will flioot up 
for feed and not cabbage. 

Tranfplant your young Celery plants into 
beds of rich earth at about three inches dif- 
tance each way, obferving to water them duly 
until they have taken root; but in doing of this, 
you fliould not draw up all the plants clean out 

of 
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of the feed-bed, but only thin them, taking out 
the large ones, and leaving the fmallcr plants ♦ 
to get ftrength. 

Hoe the ground between your rows of Beans 
and Peas, and draw the earth up to their ftcms, 
which will ftrengthen them, for by clearing 
the ground from weeds the plants will thrive 
better. 

After a Ihower of rain draw the earth up tx) 
the ftems of your Cabbage and Cauliflower 
plants, which were planted either in autumn 
or early in the fpring. This is abfolutely ne- 
ceflary to guard their ftems from the fun and 
wind, which dry and harden them ; but in 
doing of this there ftiould be great care taken 
not to draw the earth up into their hearts, 
which will deftroy them. 

Be careful to deftroy fnails and fliTgs, which 
at this feafon are invited abroad by gentle 
ftiowers of rain, when they may be eafily 
taken ; for if they are fufFered to remain, they 
will foon increafe greatly, and become very 
troublefome and deftru6live to many of your 
crops. . 

Jf the nights prove cold, you muft be care- 
ful to cover the gl^es over your early Cucum- 
bers and Melons 5 for the young fruit is very 

fubjedt 
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fubjefl to drop off where the beds are grown 
cool, or proper coverings are wanting. 

Sow Turneps on a moift fpot of ground, to 
iucceed thofe which were fbwn the laft month ; 
thofe which were then fowed fhould now be 
hoed out to a proper diftance, cutting up all 
tke weeds between them. 

Your beds of Mint, Tarragon, Parfley, S?r. 
fhould now be carefully weeded ; for if the 
weeds are permitted to get above the plants at 
this feafon, they will draw them up weak and 
Ipoil them : and if the feafon fliould prove dry 
the beds fhould be watered^ \yhich will greatly 
promote the growth of the plants. 

You may now plant cuttings or flips of Mint, 
Tarragon, Gfc*. to make new beds where they 
are wanted, for the old plants are apt to decay 
after they have flood two or three years. 

Tranfplant fome of your Cilicia, Cofs, and 
other large kinds of Lettuces which were fown 
on a moderate hot-bed in Februaiy, obferving 
to water them if the weather proves dry, until 
they have taken new root. 

The Cabbages and Savoys which were fbwn 
the lafl month, fhould now be thinned and 
pricked out into beds, that they may acquire 
flrcngth before they are tranfplanted out for 
good 5 • and the feed-beds muft be weedeH to 

prevent 
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prevent thofe plants which are left remaining 
from being drawn up tall and weak, by the 
weeds growing among them. You fhould now 
fow ' fome Savoy and Cabbage-feed for . the 
lateft crop, to fucceed thofe which were fown 
the former month. 

Sow Hemp and Flax, and pole Hops ; at 
the fame time you fhould clear your Hop- 
ground from weeds, and make up the hills : 
you may alfo fow fome late Rouncival and 
large Grey Peas in the open fields for winter 
provilion, if the ground is cool and moift. 

The latter end of this month you fhould look 
over your Artichokes, and draw out all the 
young plants which have been produced fincc 
the flocks were flipt \ for if thcfe are permitted 
to remain on the old roots they will rob the 
plants, which are left for fruit,, of their nou- 
rifhment, and caufe the fruit to be fmall. 
Some of the befl of thefe plants may be trim- 
med and planted, where there are any wanted 
to repair a young plantation ^ but as thefe lat© 
plants rarely produce fruit the firfl year, they 
are feldom planted, except there be great want 
of them. 

Sow fome more Celery-feed about the niid- 
dle of this monthj to fucceed that which was 
ibwn the forojier month 3 but this fhould be 

I fown 
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fown on a moift fpot of ground, and in dry 
weather tarefuUy watered and ftiaded from the 
fiin, otherwife it will not come up. 

You muft alfo fow fome Finnochia feed, to 
fucceed that which was before fown 5 for when 
it is fit for ufe, it will not continue more than 
eighteen or twenty days before it will run to 
feed, fo that there is an abfblute neceffity of 
having a fucceffion where this herb is required. 

Keep all young crops clean from weeds > 
for if at this feafon that work is neglefted, it 
will require tnuch more labour afterwards 5 be- 
fide, if weeds are permitted to grow among the 
young plants, the crops will be greatly injured 
by them. 

* ■ 

ProdtfSls of the Ki-tchen-Garden. 

Sprouts of Broccoli, Cabbages, and Savoys, 
are now veiy good if they are gathered before 
they run up to feed. The young fhoots of 
Turneps and Hop-tops, are often eaten when 
there is a fcarcity of other greens, all forts of 
young Sallet-herbs, Spinach, Radiihes, Afpa- 
ragus, Coleworts, Parfley, Alifanders, Chard 
Beet, fome late Celery and Endive in moift 
ground; Sorrel, Burnet, Thyme, Hyflbp, 
Winter Savory, P©t-Marjoram, Brown Dutch^ 

and 
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and Cabbage Lettuces, in frames or under 
glafles on warm borders 5 alfo fome Cos Let- 
tuce, where they have cfcap ed the froft, will 
fee fit for ufe toward the end of the month | 
Chervil, young Onions, Leeks, Cives, Scal- 
lions. Rocambole, Borage, Sage, Rofemary, 
and fome Parfneps and Carrots, where they 
have been preferved in fand ; for where they 
have remained in the ground, thofe which are 
found will have fprouted, after which their 
roots will become fticky and tough, fo unfit 
for eating. Young Carrots which were fown 
in autumn are now in prime ; and the young 
^oots of Salfafy or Tragopogon, which is by 
fome perfons preferred to Afparagus when ga- 
thered young. Upon the hot-beds. Cucum- 
bers, Peas, Kidney-beans, and Purflane ; and 
toward the end of the month, you have often 
Peas on warm borders where they have efcaped 
the froft, and fome early Cabbages. 

Work to be done in the Fruit-Garden. 

In the beginning of this month you may 
graft fome late kinds of fruit, provided the 
ieaibn be backward ; but if the fpring is for- 
vvard it will be too late for this work, for if

the cions have pufhed out leaves, they feldom 
unite with the flocks. 

Look carefully tp your young fruit-treeS 
which were planted in the fpring, obferving 
to water them in dry weather 5 and if you ob- 
ferve their leaves beginning to curl up, you 
fliould water them gently all over their 
branches : this may alfo be praftifed to great 
advantage on old trees, when you find their 
leaves are curling \ but it muft not be done in 
the heat of the day, left the fun fhould fcorch 
their leaves ; nor too late in the evening, efpe- 
cially if the nights are cold. Where you ob- 
ferve the fruit-trees to be greatly infefted with 
infefts, you fhould fteep a good quantity of 
Tobacco-ftalks in water, with which the trees 
fhould be waflicd ; which, if carefully done, 
will deftroy the infe6ls, and not do any injury 
to the trees ) or if the leaves which are much 
curled are taken off, and fome Tobacco-duft 
thrown on the branches, it will deftroy the in- 
fedls, and may in a day or two after be wafhed 
off again. 

Thofe fruit-trees which were inoculated the 
laft fummer and have fucceeded, fhould have 
the ftocks cut down to three or four inches 
above the bud the beginning of the month (if 
it was not done the former month;) for now 

the 
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the buds will begin to flioot if the flocks are 
cut down in time, otherwife the buds often 
mifcarry j or if they do break out, they arc 
fo much weakened by the growth of the 
flocks, as to render the fhoots of the buds 
very weak. 

Toward the end of this month you mufl be- 
gin to look over your walls and.efpaliers of 
fruit-trees, training in the regular kindly fhoots 
in their proper fituation, and difplacing all 
fore-right and luxurious ones where they are 
produced. This is alfo the time of thinning of 
Apricots where they are too thick ; for the 
fooner this is done, the better thofe will thrive 
which are left on. 

Plant cuttings of Vines in the places where 
they are to remain, obferving always to have 
a knot of the old wood to the bottom of each, 
and bury them fo deep in the ground as that 
the uppermofl eye may be even with the fur- 
face of the ground \ if this be rightly obferved, 
there will be httlc danger of their fucceeding, 

Look over you Vines againfl the walls, 
rubbing off all imall dangling fhoots which 
are now beginning to pufh out ; and where 
two fhoots are produced from the fame eye, the 
weakefl, which is generally the under one, 
jfhpuld now be rubbed off, in order to encou- 

I ^ rage 
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rage thofe {boots, and alfo the fruit on the re- 
maining branches : at this feafon a great quan- 
tity of Vines may be looked over and dif- 
bianched in a very Ihort time, and muf h labour 
faved, which would be occafioned fhould thefe 
ihoots be permitted to remain on a month lon- 
ger. By this early rubbing off the young (hoots 
the fruit branches will be greatly ftrengthened, 
and the fruit forwarded by the branches being 
laid clofe to the wall, and the ufelefs fhoots 
takep away. 

Your beds of Strawberries muft now, he care- 
fully weeded, and their runners muft be taken 
oflF: and if the feafon proves very dry, it will 
be proper to water them, for when this is ne- 
glefted they will produce but little fruit. 

Keep the borders near fruit-trees .clean from 
vv-ceds and large growing plants, for thefe rob 
the trees of their nourifhment. In fuch foils 
as are apt to bind very hard, the ground 
fhould be loofened with a dung-fork ; and if 
fome mulch be laid afterward on the furface 
of the ground, and in very dry feafons watered 
over once or twice a week, it will be of great 
fcrvice to both the fruit and trees. You 
fhould alfo keep the ground clear between the 
rows of Vines in the vineyard ; and in the be- 
ginning of the month the ftakes fhould be fixed 

to 
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to them, that the branches may be faftened 
thereto 5 which is better than to let the flakes 
remain to them all the winter,, becaufe they 
would decay more in one winter than in two 
fummersj for the Vines need not be ftaked in 
that feafon, if the laft year's fhoots of them af e 
tied together to prevent their being broken by 
ftrong winds. 

In the middle of the month uncover thofe 
Fig-trees which were fcreened from the froft in 
winter j but this fhould be done with caution, 
for the young fruit which now begin to appear 
will be in danger if they are too fuddenly ex- 
pofed to the open air. 

The fruit in the forcing-frame muft now 
have a large fhare of frefh air, in proportion to 
the heat of the weather ; their branches fhould 
alfo be frequently fprinkled over with water, 
which will be very ferviceable to the trees, and 
caufe the fruit to be fairer 5 and their roots muft 
be frequently watered, which will be of equal 
advantage to the trees and fruit.

In the forcing-frame, Cherries, Mafculine 
Apricot, fome Plqms \ and on the hot-bed, 
Strawberries. 

Work to be done in the Nursery. 

The beginning of this month may fafely be 
removed many forts of Evergreens, as Hollies, 
Yews, Pyracanthas, Alaternufes, Phillyrea, 
Ciftufes, Evergreen Oaks, Firs, Pines, Cedars^^ 
Cypreffes, Medicago frutefcens. Hairy Cytifus, 
&c. obferving, if poffible, to do it in a cloudy 
day, or when there are fhowers of rain ; be- 
caufe the fun and wind are apt to dry the fibres 
of their roots while they are above-ground, 
which is very injurious to them. Thefe new 
planted trees Ihould be well watered to fettle 
the earth to their roots, and the furface of the 
ground fhould be covered with mulch to prcr 
vent the fun and wind from penetrating to the 
roots of the plants. 

At this feafon you may plant out the two 
forts of LaureUeaved Tulip-trees;, the CaroKna 

. ' ^m 
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Bay, Candle-berry Myrtle, Carolina Spindle^' 
tree. Evergreen Cafline, Tupelo, and fuch 
other exotics as are intended to be naturalized 
to this climate ; for as thefe are to be turned 
out of the pots, the outfide of the balls of 
earth only fhould be taken off, to give room 
for the new fibres to fhoot out. 

You may now fow Evergreen Oak Acorns, 
and the feeds of Firs, Pines, Cedars, Cyprefs, 
Magnolias, Tulip-tree ; as alfb feeds of moft 
exotic trees, which are brought from Caro- 
lina, Virginia, and the more northern parts 
of America. The particular direftions for do- 
ing this are exhibited in the Gardeners 
Dictionary. 

The beginning of this month you may graft 
Hollies, and about the middle you may inarch 
Firs, Pines, Junipers, ^c. by which method fome 
of the fcarce forts of Evergreen-trees may be 
propagated ; but the trees thus raifed will never . 
grow fo large as thofe raifed from feeds, the 
ftocks feldom keeping pace in their growth 
with the trees inarched, fo that they are in 
danger of being blown out ; for which reafon, 
whenever this is pra6lifed, the inarchment 
fhould be as near the ground as poffible. 

You fliould now look over your grafts, and 

obferve, where the loam is much cracked, to 

6 renew 
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renew it, left the drying winds penetrate to the 
grafts and deftroy them. Like wife the buds 
of fuch trees which are now fhooting, fhould 
be carefully looked over, and where you ob- 
ferve their tops infefied with infefls, and their 
leaves curled, you ftiould pull them off before 
the infefts fpread too far. 

Keep the ground clean between the rows 
of trees in the nurfery, for if weeds are per- 
mitted to grow this month, they will foon 
over-top young trees, and greatly weaken 
them : for there is nothing more prejudicial to 
trees, than fufFering the weeds to grow amongft 
them, elpecially in the fpring fealbn. 

If this month fhould prove dry, you muft 
diligently water your feed-beds of Evergreens, 
foreft-trees, and ftirubs, which ftiould alfo be 
fliaded from the fun in the heat of the day 5 
the young plantations of thofe which were 
drawn out of the feed-bed, and the ftocks for 
fruit-trees which have been lately planted, 
muft be watered in very dry weather 5 for thefe 
being fmall, the fun and wind will foon pene- 
trate to their roots, and dry them up. This 
is to be underftood of finall plantations, for in 
large nurferics it would be a great work to 
water all the ftocks. 

The 
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The beds wherein you fowed feeds either 
in autumn or the laft month, (hould now be 
carefully weeded, for the young trees will 
many of them begin to appear ; fo that if the 
weeds are permitted to grow, their roots will 
be fo much entangled with the plants, as to 
render it very difficult to pull them up with-*, 
out drawing the plants up with them ; and as 
the weeds are of a quicker growth than the 
plants, fo they will foon over-top them and 
retard their growth. The tubs or pots of Ce- 
dars which are beginning to come up, muft 
now be removed to a (hady fituation, /or too 
much fun will foon deftroy thefe young plants. 
You muft now be careful to guard your feed- 
beds of Pines and Firs, which toward tb;^ end 
of the month will begin to appear, from the 
birds, which are very apt to peck off the tops 
of the young plants as they thruft out of the 
ground with the huik of the feeds upon them, 
which are always brought up upon the head 
of the plants. 

Work to be done in the Pleasure-Garde^i* 

The gravel- walks which were broken up 
and turned the laft month > fhould in the be- 
ginning of this be raked level and rolled, t^at 

they

they may be ready for ufe ; and the Grafs-walks 
and lawns in view from the houfe muft now be 
duly mowed, for this is a feafon when moft 
people delight to walk out ; fo that the walks 
of the garden ought to be well kept. Befide, 
where this is negle6led in the fpring, the 
Grafs will foon become rank and coarfe, fo as 
to be fome time before it can be gotten fine 
again, where the greateft care is afterward 
taken of it. 

Clean the borders of the pleafure-garden from 
weeds, and tie up all tall growing plants to 
flicks to prevent their being broken or blown 
down by wind. 

You may now fow fuch' annual flowers in 
the borders, as do not require any artificial heat 
to bring them forward ; fuch as Candy Tuft, 
Venus Looking-glafs, Lupines of feveral fbrts^^ 
Sweet Peas, Tangier Peas, Dwarf Lychnis, 
Lobel's Catchfly, Venus Navel wort. Convol- 
vulus Minor, Naflurtium Indicum, Flos Ado- 
nis, though the autumn is by much the beft 
feafon for the laft ^ Lavatera, Oriental Mai- 
low, Carthamus, or Baftard Saffron, Hieraci- 
ums of feveral forts, Centaureas, Lotus of fe- 
veral kinds. Snails, Caterpillars, Lihurias, Sg- 
curidaca, Aftragalus, Moldavicas, with feve- 
ral other hardy kinds of annual and perennial

flowers, which thrive better, if fown where 
they are to remain, than if they are tranf- 
planted ; therefore they fliould be fown thin 
in patches upon the borders of the pleafure- 
garden, and when they are come up they 
fhould be thinned, leaving but few plants in 
each patch to flower, that they may be the 
ft:ronger. 

In this month you fhould fow moft forts of 
hardy perennial and biennial plants in the flow- 
er-nurfery which were not fown the former 
month, as Canterbury Bells, Sweet Williams, 
Pinks, Carnations, Hollyhocks, French Honey- 
fuckles. Stock Gilliflowers, Wall-flowers, Cen- 
taureas, Everlafting Pea, with many other forts, 
which are raifed in the flower-nurfery to fupply 
the borders of the pleafurc-garden. 

The beginning of this month you may make 
fomeflender hot- beds, to fow fuch of the an- 
nuals as require a little warmth to bring them 
forward, but will do better if raifed under a co- 
vering of mats than under glafles^ which gene- 
rally draw them too much : and tho' they are 
fomewhat later with this management, yet 
there is no inconvenience in that, becaufe they 
are dtfigned to come in autumn when there is 
a fcarcity of other flowers, which renders them 
the more acceptable : of thefe are the African 

and 
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French Marigold, Convolvulus Major, Balfa- 
mines, Marvel of Peru, Sweet Sultan, Indian 
Pink, with fomc others*. 

You muft now make frefh hot-beds for 
traniplanting your tender annuals, as Amaran- 
thufes, Gomphrena, Hibifcufes, Double-ftriped 
Balfamines, &c. which muft be brought for- 
ward at this feafon, otherwife they will not ar- 
rive to any degree of beauty, which chidly 
confifts in their ft^-ength. Nor will they per- 
fe6t their feeds, efpecially if the autumn feafon 
fliould prove cold. 

You ihould now tranfplant the young plants 
df the China Starwprt, either upon a moderate 
hot-bed, or on a warm border to acquire 
fkrengdi, obferving to water and fhade them 
until they have taken root. 

Put ibme more roots of Tuberofes into a mo- 
derate hot-bed,^ to fucceed thofe which were 
planted the former month, that there may be a 
cbntinuance of their flowers thro' the feafon. 

The feeds of choice Carnations and Pink* 
muft now be fown either in pots, tubs, or 
borders ; but there muft be care taken not to 
bqry the feeds too deep, by which they are 
often deftroyed. 'Thefe muft be gently wa- 
tered in, dry weather^ otherwife the plants will 
ii|ot come up. 

The 
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The pots or tubs of feedling Auriculas and 
Polyanthufes muft be carefuUj fcrecned from 
the fun 3 for if they are iexpofed to its full heat 
but one day, it will deftroy them while they 
are young ; they muft alfo be frequently re- 
frdhed with water. 

Set fticks to the Carnations which now begin 
to fhoot up their fpindles for flowering, and 
faften the ftems thereto with bafs matting, to 
prevent their being broken by the wind; and 
care Ihould be taken to guai*d them from fpar- 
rows, otherwife thefe birds will peck off the 
inner or heart leaves to the ftumps. 

The fine Auriculas will now begin to fhew 
their beautiful flowers, therefore the pots fliould 
be removed under fome covert to prcfcrvc 
them from wet, which would wafli the mea- 
linefs from off their flowers, in which great 
part of their beauty confifts : they fliould alfo 
be defended from the heat of the fun, which 
would hafl:en their decay 3 but they muft have 
as much free air as poffible, otherwife the 
flower-ftalks will draw up very weak. Thefe 
pots are ufually placed on flielves which are 
framed fo as to rife above each other, which is 
very proper for fuch flowers, as they 31*6 of 
humble growth, otherwife the pots muft be 
taken up to view the flowers ; but as thefe ftands 

are 
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are always covered over to keep off the rain 
and fun, fo the front fliould be kept open at 
all times when the weather will permit ; and 
thofe of them from which feeds are propofed 
to be faved to obtain new flowers, fhould be 
removed into the open air as foon as they are 
fully blown, and placed where they may have 
the morning fun and a free air, without which 
they rarely produce good feeds. 

This is alfo a good feafon for taking off the 
flips of choice Auriculas to make an increafe of 
them. Thefe flips fhould be put into fmall 
pots and placed in the fhade, obferving to wa- 
ter them in dry weather gently until they have 
taken root ; but if any of the flips taken off 
fhould be deflitute of fibres, they fhould be 
clofely covered with fmall glafles to forward 
theij; putting out of roots. 

The beds of fine Ranunculufes, Ancmonies, 
Tulips, and Hyacinths, which are now in 
flower, fhould be covered either with mats or 
cloths to defend them from wet and the heat 
of the fun j by which method they may be pre- 
ferved a miich longer time in beauty than they 
naturally remain when expofed to the open air, 
but the covers fhould be taken off every morn- 
ing and evening when the weather will permit, 
that they may enjoy as much of the free air as 

pofTible, 
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poflible, without which the flowers will not 
continue long in beauty, and their roots will 
be greatly weakened. 

Toward the latter end of tlus month take up 
the roots of Saffron, Colchicums, Yellow Au- 
tumnal Amaryllis, and fuch other bulbous- 
rooted flowers as blow in the autumn, whofe 
leaves are decayed. Thefe may be kept out 
of the ground until the beginning of Auguft, 
when they muft be planted again. 

Tranfplant fuch forts of Eveigreen-trees and 
fhrubs which have not begun to fhoot \ thefe 
may be fafely removed, provided the air is 
clouded, and there is a profpeft of rain in a 
fhort time ; but if the ground is very dry where 
they are to be planted, large holes fliould be 
opened in proportion to the fize of the trees where 
they are to be placed, and a large quantity of water 
poured into each, fo as to render the ground 
like pap or mud ; then place the trees therein, 
and after the earth is filled in about the roots, 
raife it up, fo as to make the furface, hollow 
like a bafon to contain water, and cover it 
with mulch to prevent the fun and air from 
penetrating the ground to dry their roots, and 
repeat watering the trees once a week, pro- 
vided the weather fhould prove dry. 

K ' Where 
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Where Phillyreas, Alaternufes, Laurels, 
Lauruftinufes, or other hardy Evergreen-trees, 
are grown rude, they may now be reduced to 
the figure you intend, by cutting their branches 
in clofe to the ftems, and when they ftioot 
they may be trained to the order defired.

Work to be done in the Green-House and 

Stove. 

The Indian Bay, broad fhining-leaved Lau- 
ruftinufes. Myrtles, Ciftufes, Teucriums, Phlo- 
miies, Olives, Carobs, Melianthufes, Tree 
Wormwood, Oleanders, and other lefs tender 
plants, may be taken out of the green-houfe 
toward the middle or latter end of the month, 
according as the feafon proves favourable, that 
the Orange-trees, and other more tender plants, 
may be placed thinner, that they may have 
a greater (hare of air ^ but thofc plants which 

are 
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are taken out, fliould be placed where they 
may be defended from cold winds and frofty 
mornings, otherwife they will fuffer, being 
made fomewhat tender by ilanding in the 
houfe. 

Such Orange-trees, or other exotic plants, 
as want fliifting, Ihould now be removed, 
and thofe which require larger pots or tubs 
muft be placed therein, obferving when they 
are taken out of the tubs or pots to pare off 
all mouldy or decayed roots, and waih their 
flems and heads, to cleanfe them from the filth 
they have contra6led by remaining in the 
houfe ; and when they are new planted, they 
ihould be duly watered 3 fuch of them as arc 
expofed to the open air fhould be placed where 
they may be fcreened from the winds, and 
fhaded in the heat of the day from the violence 
of the fun. By removing the Orange-trees 
early in this month, they will have time to 
make new roots before they are fet abroad, 
and will have ftrength to produce their flowers 
in plenty. 

Thofe Orange-trees which are pot removed 
at this feafon, fhould have the earth taken out 
of the tops and fides of the tubs or pots, and 
filled up again with frefh rich earth, and their 
ftems and heads cleaned as before : this will 

K 3 ftrcngthcn 
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ftrengthen them greatly Tdr flowering ; T)ut you: 
fliould never apply ahy iibt kinds of diing to 
the furface of the eartH;^^s^^ is by fome unikil-» 
fully pra6tifed, to the deftruftion of their trees. 
If therefore you would lay any dung u^n the 
furface of the earth iri the' tubs, it fliould be 
rotten neats dung ; but this fliould not be done 
in too great quantities, and it fhould be tho^ 
roughly rotted. 

Open the windows of the green -hoiife moft 
part of the day when the air is mild, for at 
this feafon the plants require a large fhare of 
frefli air, otherwife their fhoots will draw up 
weak, and produce but few flowers, and will 
be lefs able to bear the open air when they 
are removed out of the houfe. 

You may now graft Oranges, Jafrnines, and 
other tender plants, by approach, but fuch as 
will take buds are better if propagated that 
way ; for trees inarched feldom unite fo wfeU 
with the graft, and never grow to fo large a 
fize as thofe which are budded ; fo that this 
method of inarching trees is feldom praftifed, 
except on thofe forts which caiinot be propa- 
gated fo eafy any other way, or for the fake 
of having fiiiit upon the trees foon; for by 
inarching a branch with young fruit on it, 
" the graft may l^e feparated from the old tree 
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when it is well united with the ftock, and fo 
a bearing tree may be procured the fame fea- 
fon; but thefe feldom laft long, or make 
much progrefs. 

The bark-beds in the ftovq which have 
declined their heat, and were not renewed the 
former month, fhould now be ftirred up with 
a fork to the bottom, and fome frefh bark 
added thereto, which will renew their heat ; at 
the fame time fuch plants as have rooted thro* 
the pots fhould be fhifted, fome of which 
Ihould be put into larger pots, giving them 
frefh earth. However it will not be prudent 
to enlarge the pots too often, for if thefe plants 
are over potted they will not thrive, therefore 
it will be much better to pare off their roots on 
the outfide of the balls of earth, and put them 
into pots nearly of the former fize, and fhen 
plunge them down into the bark again imme- 
diately ; but this work mufl be done when the 
air is warm^ becaufe there will be a neceffity 
to open the glafles pretty often, and if the air 
be fharp it will injure the plants. 

The Ananas or Pine-apples mufl now be 
carefully tended, obferving to refrefh them of- 
ten with water, as alfo to preferve a kindly 
hea,t in the beds ; and fuch plants as are re^ 
inoved into frames fhould be well covered 

K 4 with 
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with mats every night to keep them warm; 
but in the middle of the day, when the weather 
is hot, they fhould have air admitted by raif- 
ing the glades in proportion to the warmth of 
the feafon, otherwife they will be in danger of 
fcorching; and the young plants which are 
for the next year's fruit, Ihould be now fhifted 
into thpfe pots they are defigned to remain in 
until the beginning of Auguft, when they muft 
be planted into thofe pots in which they are 
to remain for fruiting. 

Shift fuch of the feedling exotic plants as 
require it into* larger pots, and ftir up the 
bark of the beds to renew their heat, adding 
fome frefh tan to the beds, and then plunge 
the pots dpwn again, obferving to water ^nd 
fhade them until they have taken root. 

The CofFee-trees will now begin to flower, 
therefore their leaves and ftems muft be cleaned 
from filth, by wafhing it off whenever it ap- 
pears ; and refrefh the trees with water two or 
three tirnes a week, according to the warmth 
of the feafon, which will caufe them to flower 
ftrong.

F the weather in this month proves 
hot emd diy, it greatly retards the 
growth of moft efculent plants, 
and particularly the Beans and 
Peas which are in flower (efpecially thofe on 
dry lands) which frequently fufFer greatly, 
moft of their bloflbms falling off before their 
maturity, fo that they are not fucceedcd by 
pods. But when this month happens to be 
wet, the markets are plentifully ftocked with 
moft forts of garden plants. But this does 
not only increaie the quantity of plants,, but 
slfo a great plenty of weeds, whereby the la- 
tour of a kitchen-garden is more than double 
of what is required in a dry feafon; for if the 
young crops are neglefted but a very fliort 
tini? in moift weather, the weeds will get the 

6 better 
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better of them, and weaken them io much, 
as they will hardly recover their full ftrength 
again, nor will the plants (with all poffible 
care afterward) ever arrive to the fize they 
would have grown to, provided they had not 
been ftinted by the weeds. Befides, many 
fcjts of weeds will perfect their feeds in a fliort 
time, which being fhed upon the ground, will 
-occaiion a gre^t ckal of labour for feveral years 
to extirpate them again. Among thefc are 
Shepherd's-pouch, Groundfel, Dandelion, Fu- 
mitory, Pimpernel, Chickweed, and fome 
others. And thofe of them which do not feed 
jb early, will (if let ftand) eftablifh themfelves 
io firmly, as to occafion much labour to get 
them out of the ground ; fo that it is certainly 
the beft way to clear all forts of crops from 
weeds as foon as poflible in the Ipring, and 
keep them cohftantly fo. 

The fame caution is neceflary in regard to 
your dunghills, for at this feafon there will 
be great quantities of weeds produced thereon ; 
as alfo upon the heaps of compoft, which, if 
not deftroyed in time, will fhed their feeds, 
whereby the garden and pots will be plenti- 
.fully flocked, from the manure or compofl 
which is carried into it. 



In 
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In the beginning of this month you (hotild 
ibw Purflane in the open ground, and a little 
Endive for blanching early in the feafon; but 
this which is fown fo early is apt to run up 
for feed very foon, fo muft not be depended 
upon to fupply the table long : continue to fow 
all the forts of fmall Sallet-herbs every three 
or four days, otherwife there will not be a 
fupply of thefe fit for ufe, for at this feafon 
they foon grow too large ; but thefe ftiould be 
fown in a north border, where they may have 
little fun, or be well fliaded in the heat of 
the day. 

Sow Peas and plant Beans for latter crops ; 
but this fhould be done on a moift foil, other- 
wife they feldom fucceed well, unlefs the feafoil 
is uncommonly wet and cold. 

Plant Kidney-beans for a fecond crop; 
the large Dutch fort and the fcarlet bloflbra 
Beans are the beft for this feafon, becaufe they 
will continue bearing much longer than any 
other, and are alfo far better for the table : 
about the twenty-third day of this month you 
fliould fow Cauliflowers for winter ufe, ob- 
ferving to fhade the bed with mats every day^ 
and keep the ground moift, otherwife the feedis 
will dry, and the plants will come up very 
^aringly 5 the plants which are raifed at this 

feafon 
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ieaibn will produce their heads in October and 
November, and in mild feafons fome will con- 
tinue till near Chriftmas* 

In moift weather plant out to the places 
where they are to remain, the red and white 
Cabbages and Savoys for winta: lafe, and tranf* 
plant the firft fbwn Cekry into drHls for blanche* 
ing, which will come early if planted in this 
month. 

The early crops of Spinach and Radifhes be- 
ing by this time taken off the ground, the 
weeds fhould be cleared from the Cauliflower 
and Cabbage plants, Beans, or any other crops, 
which were planted oil the fame ground, and 
in moifl: weather draw fome earth about the 
ftems of the plants, which will keep the roots 
moift, and prevent the fun and wind from 
drying their ftems, to which if they are ex- 
pofed it will greatly retard the growth of the 
plants ; but in doing of this, great care ftiould 
be taken not to raife the earth fo high about 
them, but eipccially the Cauliflowers, fo qs to 
fall into the center of the leaves, which will 
entirely deftroy thefe plants. 

Tranfplant Radiflies for feed, planting them 
in rows three feet diflance, andiiwalioet afun- 
der in the rows, obferving to nmke choice of 
fuch only as have long, ftrait, well^cblooircd 

roots 
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roots and fmall tops, reje£ling all fuch as are 
forked or fhort rooted ^ for which reafon it i^, 
that the moft curious gardeners never fave 
feeds from fuch as remain where they were 
fown, becaufe they cannot judge of the length 
or goodncfs of their roots. 

The Cucumbers which are under framesj 
and have not a fufRcient depth of eardi upon 
the dung, muft be carefully (haded with mats 
in the heat of the day, for the fun is often too 
violent at this feafon for thefe plants through 
glafles J but the Melon plants fhould be gradu- 
ally hardened to bear the open air in the day 
time in warm weather, for the greater fhare of 
air they enjoy at this feafon the better will the 
fruit fet upon the vines ; arid where the earth 
is laid of a proper thicknefs upon the dung, 
the vines will not hang down or droop their 
leaves, but bear the fun well ^ for it is from the 
Ihallownefs of the earth on the beds that the 
vines of Cucumbers and Melons are fo fre- 
quently obferved to (lirink in hot weather, and 
this alfo occaiions their decay much fooner 
than they would do, if their roots enjoyed a 
. proper depth and width of foil ; for the roots of 
thefe plants fpread as far in the ground, where 
it is laid on die fide of the beds, as their ^nes 
extend on the fvirface 5 fo that where the beds 

are 
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are but fhallow or narrow in earth, the vines 
will require fhading in the great heat of the 
day ; but the covering Ihould not remain on 
too long, which is as great a fault on the other 
fide, for it is only the mid-day fun which can 
be too violent for the plants, and that only in 
extreme hot days, which fometimes happen in 
this month. But fuch plants as have been 
railed under hand-glaffes for the fecond crop, 
Ihould have full liberty to grow, by raifing the 
glafles upon three bricks or forked flicks, and the 
ends of the plants laid out from under the 
glaffes 5 but this muft not be done too foon^ 
efpecially if the nights are cold, which, if it 
fliould fo happen after the plants are laid out, 
they muft be covered with mats every night, 
to prevent their being nipped by the froft. 

When the Melon plants are fufFered to run 
out from under the glafles, the paths between 
the ridges (hould be filled up level with the 
ground on the ridges, and the whole trodden 
down very hard, which is a fure method to 
caufe the fruit to fet, provided the plants have 
no water, and they are expofed to the open air 
at all times in the day when the weather will 
permit. 

The early Cauliflowers will now begin to 
appear in the center of the plants 5 therefore 

they 
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they fhould be carefully looked over every day, 
breaking down fbme of the inner leaves of ifuch 
as appear in flower (as is it ufually termed) to 
preferve them white \ for if they are expofed 
to the fun and air they wiil change yellow in 
a (hort time. 

Hoe wiritet" crops of Onions, Carrots, Leeks, 
Parfneps, and BeetS to dear them from weeds ; 
for this method of hoeing between crops is far 
preferable tto hand weeding, becaufe the whole 
furface of the ground being ftirred, the fmall 
leedlihg weeds will be defVroyed, and the plants 
are thereby greatly forwarded in their growth ; 
and the keeping your crof)s clear from weeds iii 
this month will be of great fervice to them, 
and fave much labour the fucceeding months. 

Tranfplant Cilicia, Cos, Imperial, and 
Brown Dutch Lettuces into north borders, to 
fiicceed thofe planted the lafl month ; and to- 
ward the end of the month you may fow fome 
Cos, Cilicia, Brown Dutch, and common Cab- 
bage Lettuces, to fupply the table in' Auguft ; 
but thefe feeds muft be fown in an open fitua- 
tioni for walls, pales, or hedges^ will draw the 
plants up weak. 

Sow Finnochia in drills about eighteen 
inches or two feet afunder, to fucceed that 
which was fown the laft month \ and draw the 

L earth 
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earth up to the plants ^ which are almoft full 
'grown/ to blanch them. 

iV. fi: This fhould have a' light, rich, moift 
foil J when foWn at this feafon,' pthemife it is 
apt to run to feed, elpeciafly if th^ feafon piroves 
dry. . . 

You may yet plant flips of Sage, Rofemary, 
' Hyflbp; Lavender, Marum, Maftich, and mofl: 
other aromatic plants, obferving to fhade and 
water them until they have taken root 5 but it 
is much better to plant thefe flips ]uft before 
they fhoot, becaufe the (hoots which have been 
produced the fame feafon are tender, fo droop 
and frequently decay, whereby the flips do not 

take fo well. 

» 

' The early Cabbages now begin to turn their 
inner leaves for cabbaging, which may be for- 
warded by tying their leaves together, either 
with a withy or bafs mat, as is praflifed by the 
gardeners near London s which caufes them to 
whiten within much fooner than they otherwife 
would, whereby they have them fit for ufe of 
the market a fortnight oi* three weeks earlier iu 
^ the feafon. 

Look over your Artichokes again in this 
month, and pull up all the plants from the 
roots, which have been produced fince the old 
ftocks were flipped j for thefe will draw the 

nourish- 
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iiourifliment from the plants which were left 
for to bear fruit, and fo will caufe the heads 
to be fmall. You (hould alfo cut or pull off 
all the fmall Artichokes which are produced 
from the (ides of the ftems clofe to the leaves 5 
for if thefe fuckers as they are . commonly 
termed are perniitted to grow, they will alfo* 
render the principal Artichokes on the top very 
fmall. Thefe are by the kitchen gardeners 
tied up in bunches and carried to market, and 
are frequently eaten raw with vinegar, fait, and 
pepper, and are. by foiiic ' foreighers much 
eftcemed. 

You may now fow Skirrets, Salfafy, and 
Scorzonera, for the laft crop ; for that which 
was fbwn early will foon run up to feed, efpe- 
cially the Skirrct, which when fovjrn too early 
is feldom good; 

Sow Turneps when there is a profpe^l of 
rain in a fhort time, which will bring up the ; 
plants very foori ; and hoe thofe Turneps which 
were fown the laft month, leaving them about 
eight or ten inches afunder, which will be a 
fiifficient diftance for thofe which are intended 
to be drawn up very young. 

Toward the latter end of this month fhould 
be fown fome Broccoli fc^ fpring ufe ; and a 
latter crop of Sav(;^s ihouldbe fown to fuccee^ / 

L 2 thoife' 
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th(^ which .were fown the former month ; for' 
thefe will be fit for ufe after Ghiiftnj^Si when 
the others are gone. ,; ; - 

^ Sow Cucpm^^in the op?n grovmd toward 
the end of the months ^0 producef ruit fc* pick^ 
ling ; and plant out Goui4s; gnd Pompioo^ itp- ; 
on dunghilIs/G*r. where th^yfhoukj' be ^llow^ 
ed a large coippals tQ fpread, otherwife their : 
yines will interfeic and ijpoil each other. * 

The ftalks of your Onions which were plant- . 
ed for feed^ will now be grown to their full 
height ; therefore you (hould' provide a parcel 
of ftakes, which fhould be driven into the . 
ground at about fix or eight feet diftance from 
each other in the rows, andj^me rope yarn or 
other lines fhould be faftened from ft^kq to 
ftake on each fide, to fupport the ftems of the 
Onions, otherwife they will be broken down 
by the wind, whereby a great part of them will 
be Ipoiled. 

The fame care fhould be taken of your 
Cabbages, Carrots, Parfneps, Savoys, Broccoli, 
and Leeks, which were planted for feeds, and 
are now run up to flower \ for when th? fet;ds 
are formed it will render their heads too heavy 
to be lupported by their Aems without help> 
for as they grow pretty tallthey are frequently : 
broken by the. wind, fci that they^ fli^uld ftl^-. c ^ 
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ways be fopported by lines and ftakes^iiif66ri^as 
they begin to flower. /"'•■" ' / /"' 

ThfeTomatos for ibups, iaM'fe'Capfi^umS 
forpitjklmg whieb^Rave fteenVaiifed trpph hot- . , 
beds, Ihould be tMiifpla Wed to the plkce^' where ' 
they arc defigried tt> rerh'ain i towara 'mii end 
of the month if thdtvreather'provei*favourable, ^^ 
the Tomatos fhodd'ifcplintcrf ne^ 
pale, hedge, or elpiall&r, to which the plaritk, 
when grown, fiittft be be faftehed tct ifupport 
them, Qtherwife thfey wilh^ll oh the ground, 
which will prevent the frnit from ripening,; arid 
caufe it to rot in the^autumn, efpecialiy in nioift 
weather : the Capficums fhould be planted in 
a rich foil and a warm fituation, and in dry 
weather they mufl: be frequently watered to 
have plenty of pods,

Work to be done in the Fkvi t-G a r d e n. 

In the beginning of this month you muft 
look over your wall and efpalier trees, and 
carefully take off all foreright fhoots and fuch 
as are luxuriant and ill placed, and train fuch 
kindly branches as you would prcferve, regu- 
larly to the Thrall or efpalier, which will pre- 
vent your trees from growing into confufion j 
and ftrengthen the fruit branches, as alfo admit 
the fun and air to the branches and fruit, which 
are often obftrufted by the luxuriant growth 
of thofe fhoots to the great prejudice of them 
both. The negle6t of doing this work early 
will Qccafion much jnorc trpuble, and greatly 
injure your trees. For where this work is ne- 
glected in this month, the trees cannot be 
brought into fo good order by any after-ma-r 
pagement the fame year. 

Where Apricots and Peaches have been left 
^00 thick when firft looked over, they fhould be 
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thinned the beginning of this month, obferving 
never to leave two or more fruit together (as is 
too often pradlifed by covetous pcrfbns) tho' 
there be but a fmall crop on the trees, for the 
leaving of" the fruit - fingle will make thofe 
which are left on much larger and better fla- 
voured, and render the trees ftronger for fuc^ 
ceeding years : whereas, when they are over- 
charged with fruit, they are often fo much 
weakened as not to be recoverable inlefs than 
three or four years, notwithftanding they may 
be' under the moft ikilful management; be- 
iideis, one dozen of fair well-flavoured fruit is 
preferable to five or fix dozen of thofe which 
are fmall and ill-nouriflied, and will fell for 
more money in the markets. The difl:ance 
which fliould be allowed to all forts of fruits 
muftbe proportionable to their ufual fizes ; for 
inftance, the middling or fmall Peaches and 
l^eftarines, five or fix inches afunder is fuffi- 
cient, but for the large forts eight inches is 
full near enough. This muft alfo be propor- 
tioned to the fl:rength of the trees, and alfo of 
the branches on which they grow : for weak 
trees fliould have a lefs number of fruit left oh 
them than' thofe which are ft:rong, becaufe they 
are lefs capabk of nouriflikig'them ; and fiich 
b/anciie? as are* we^^ triuft: not have much 

"' ;t 4 •'■"•'•• \ fruit 
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fruit kft Oh them for tfee fame reafon, becaufe 
when branches ate 'overcharged with fruit, 
they are often rehdered fo weak as to be liable 
to foflfer by the leaft inclemency of the feafon. 
Peaches and Neftarines,/Whofe fruits are only 
produced on the fhoots of the former year, 
fhould not h&vc ^ more than two or three fruit 
left upoij a branch Ivhere it is ftrong, and but 
one on thofe' which ate very weak. 

You muft now look carefully over your 
Vines, and ftop fuch fhoots as have fruit on 
them at the fecond or third joint beyond the 
fruit, and train the branches clofe to the wall 
in a regular order j but fuch (hoots as are de- 
figned for bearing the fucceeding year, fhould 
not be flopped until the latter end of the next 
month> or the beginning of July ; for when 
thefe are flopped too foon, the lower buds often 
pufh out weak fhoots, which is a great preju- 
dice to them. At the fame time you muft rub 
off all weak trailing branches clofe to the 
places where they are produced, for if thefe 
are fufFered to remain, they will occalion a 
great cohfiifioh of tranches, whereby the fruit 
will be greatly' retarded in their growth, and. 
the fhoots for bbariirg. the following year will 
be greatly! weak^nedJ \ . 1& this be duly obfoved, 
tl^ere will Jiievcr bcm ^ifbeflit^ ibriili^iting.thf : 
' fhoots

IhoQts of their leaves to let the air and fun to 
the fruit, as is by foqie ynlkilfui perfons too 
often praftifed, to the injury both of the fruit 
and branches. For the fruit always require to 
be fcreened by fome leaves, otherwife the fun 
and air will hardem, and inftead of accelerat- 
ing, will retard their ripening ; and the fhoots 
require their leaves to infpire and per^ire, 
whereby they difchafge the fuperfluous moif- 
ture. 

In moifl: weather you muft look carefully 
after fnails, eipecially in the evenings and 
mornings, or after warm fhawers, when they 
win corae from behind wall-trees, and out of 
their places of fhelter, fo may be eafily taken : 
for thefe are gfeat enemies ^o choice fruit,^ 
but efpecially to Peaches, Neftarines, and 
Apricots. 

If the feafon fhojuld prove ^ry, you rauft not 
forget to refrefli all fuch trees as have been 
lately planted with water j in doing of which 
if will be proper to fpriiikle the water over all 
their branches, which vviU be of gr^at fervice 
tp them in wafhin^ off dyift and .filth vvhich 
their leaves may have cohtrafted ; and open 
the pores of 'the (hoots, ' wlijepn in' very, dry 
weather arq many times almoft clbfed, where-, 
by the trees fuffq: §reatly j nor' is the water, 
. when

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when poured to the rpotonlyj caf>ablc of rer 
lieving them when in this, cpnclitionj, this is^ 
onereafpn, wjiyrairijs much mpre effc^pal' 
thai),art^cial watering,: but theft waterings,

You muft alfo obferve to keep the grolind in 
the vineyard very clear from weeds, and fufFer 
no forts of plants whatever to gf ow between 
the rows of Vines, for nothing can be more 
prejudicial* than permitting weeds or plants to 
grow in yineyards. 

The Vines and other fruit-trees which arc 
againfthot walls, fhould now have a large fhare 
of air whenever the weather will permit, other- 
wife their ftioots will be drawn too weak, and 
the trees thereby rendered fhort in their dura- 
tion : the Apricots, Peaches, and other ftone 
iruit-trees againft thefe walls, fhould be fre- 
quently watered ; for as the rain will be ex- 
cluded from both the trees and borders by the 
covers, fo this muft be fupplied with water, 
which fhould be fprinkled all over the branches 
carefully in the evening/ for the reafons before 
given. , 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
fhould break off the clay from' thofe trees 
which were grafted in the fpring, and loofcn 
their bandages, otherwife they will be fubjeft 
fo break off where they ^i binphed with the 
J)?ifs in w;ndy weather.

Your feed-beds of young plants muft now 
be carefully wc^cj, and in dry weather fre- 
quently refreftied with water, otherwife they 
will be fo ftintcd as not to make any progre6 
the fame feafon. Your young plants of Ce- 
dars, Firs, Pines, Cyprefs, Bay, Arbutus, Ju- 
niper, Holly, G?^. muft now be often refrefhed 
with water j this, fliould not be given to them, 
in large quantities, but rather often and mode- 
rate. You muft alfo obferve to fhade them 
from the fun in the middle of the day, to which 
if they are too much expofed while young, it 
is often very deftruftive to them j as are alfa 
the drying winds which frequently reign in 
the fpring, and are very often the deftruftion 
of numbers of thefe plants by drying their ten- 
der ftems. 

You may now make layers of the Double 
and Single Virgins Bower, and of other climb- 
ing plants 5 for maiiy of thefe will not put out . 
roots from the old woody fhoots, but the ten- 
der branches of the fame year's growth laid 
down in this month or the beginning of the 
next will take root very well. Ypu may alfo lay 
down Alaternufes, Phillyreas, and fome other 

ever- 
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evergreen tree!*, which alfatake rooll>ettcr from 
young (hoots than from old branches. 

If th& month IhoUU prove Very dry, 'you 
muft continue to vsrater fuch Evergreens and 
other young trees* as Were removed the laft 
mohtli, othemife they will fufter greatly! But 
you fhdilld do^ this wittf caution,' for many 
people' deftroy their tr^s by over-watering 
them. You Ihould alfo renew the mulch round 
the trees,'- to prevent mt fun and wind from 
drying the grbuiid. Where the roots of new- 
jplarited trees are carefuUy mulched, if they 
have water once a week in dry weather it will 
belufficient.

Toward the latter end of this month you 
majr prick out into beds the feedling plants of 
ail forts, of Pines/ which if carefully (haded 
and watered, . will foon take root at this feafon^ 
and. thefe plants will be ftronger, and much 
b^ter prepared, to live through the following 
winter, than thofe which are left in the feed- 
beids, as their roots will be better fixed in " the 
ground, an^ their ftems will alfo be fhort;er; 
AH the young feedHng exotic trees and fhr^ibs 
muft now be takei^ great care of to fhade many 
of them from the iun in the middle of the day 
in verj hot weather, otherwife they will be in 
daiiger by the earth being dried too faft about 
their roots : for as they are near the furfacej 
the heat in very warm feafons will be too great 
for them where they are expofed to the full 
fcuth fun ; for when the ground is too foon 
dried, that will occafion often watering, where- 
by the tender fibres of the plants are frequently 
rotted y fo that by fhading them, much labour 
in watering is faved, and the plants will thrive 
better. 
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Work to be done in the Pleasure of Flower- 

Garden. 

Trail fplaht annual flowers out of the hot- 
bed, or where they were raifed, into the bor- 
ders of the flower-garden ; luch as Capficums, 
Balfamines, Convolvulufes, Love Apple, Afri- 
cans, French Marigolds, Amaranthufes, Indian 
Pinks, China Starwort, Marvel of Peru, Cliry- 
ianthemums. Tobacco, Palma Chrifti, Alfce- 
kengi, Sweet Refeda of Mignonette d'^Egypt, 
Stramoniums, Yellow Sultan, Cardilpermum, 
Zinnia of two forts, Martynias, fmall-leaved 
Bafil, Canary Lavender, Hibifcus of feveral 
kinds, Gfr. obferving to do it in a cloudy day, 
br in an evening, and give them fome water 
to fettle the earth to their roots. 

You may now lay down your Carnations, 
Pinks, douT>le Sweet Williams, and fuch other 
fibrous-rooted plants as are propagated by lay- 
ers, being careful to water them as foon as it is 
done ; but it muft be given to them very gently, 
otherwife it will endanger the wafhing them 
out of the ground, or breaking them ; and this 
watering ftiould be frequently repeated, which 
will greatly facilitate their rooting. 
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This is a, proper feafon.for Taking up and 
tranfplanting the roots of pycl^rpens, . Fritilla- 
rias, Dens Canis, Saffron, Pprfian Iris, Snow- 
drops, Winter Aconil^ Spring Crocufes, and 
fiach other bulbpus-rqoted flowfejrs^ whofe leaves 
are decayed, Jforae of which do not fucceed well 
if their roots are kept ao}f long, time pijt of the 
gfpund as the Dens Cani.s. ^nd.Cyelameq j and 
ihe Guernfey ^nd 3elladopn?i i*Uies jnay npw 
he taken up, an^ either tr^jifplawted again, im- 
mediately,, or if they are to be fent tq s^iy dif- 
anqe, the yoot? i^y be wrapped up in w;doI, 
^nd this will prefeyve them for two rnpnths or 
longer, . ;

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It is iH)w time to take up th€ roots of-f ulips* 
Anemoflies^ Ranurfculufes^, NarciiTus, iPdtil- 
larias, Qxomx Imper ials^, Tolips, and other 
bulbous and tuberofe-rooted flowers whofe 
leaves a<*e deca;]f cd; and fpresd theto upon 
mats iti a fljsidy place to dry > then clean them 
from fikh, awd put them up in b6)lej dr bags 
unfUthe ifeafon' for planting them, being care- 
ful to jpiirt them bat of the reach of Vats and 
mice, otherwife they wilt eat them up, but ef- 
pecially the Tulip roots. 

Ydur Carnations which begin to break their 
pods, fhoukJ be opened in two or three different 
parts at equal diftances, that their flowers may 
erpand equally On every fide, othetwile they 
will throw their petals out only on one fide 
of the pods, whereby the flowers will appear 
very irregular : you mufl: alfo obferve t6 cover 
thenn with gfafles foon after their pods are open, 
to. fcrecn t&em from moifture; and in the heat 
of the day the glafles mufl: be covered witlii pa- 
per or Cabbage leaves, to fcreen; the flov/ers 
from the heat of the fun, both which are very 
itojuriotis to them } but fome very tiiriou^ per- 
fons* make their covers for their flowers with 
oiled paper, which is rhuch better than glafe, 
becaarie the heat rs n6t fo great through them, 
fo the flowers will not be in danger of fcorch- 
^ O 2 ing 
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ing with fucli covers as with glafs ; look care- 
fully after earwigs and. ants, for if thefe can 
come at the flowers, they will deftroy them in 
a fliort time, by eating the fweet ends of the 
petals next the neftarium, whereby the leaves 
will fall out of the pods. 

Tranfplant fuch forts of perennial or bien- 
nial fibrous- rooted plants as were fown the two 
former months into nurfery-beds, 'where they 
Ihould be allowed room enough to grdw till 
autumn, which is the proper feafon for planting 
•them in the borders of the flower-garden to re- 
main : of thefe kinds are , French Honey- 
fuckles, Seedling Pinks, Sweet Williams, Stock- 
gillifloWers, Columbines, Dames-gilliflowers, 
Canterbury Bells, Hollyhocks, Scabioufes, 
Wall-flowers,- Carnations, Fox-gloves, Cam- 
panulas, (Sc. all of which muft be raifcd in the 
fiovver-nurfcry the firft feafon, and in the au- 
tumn traiifplanted into the flower-garden, to 
flower the following fummer. 

You may now inoculate fome of the more 
curious forts of Rofes, which do not fend forth 
iuckers fo as to be increafed thereby : the bell 
ftocks for budding them upon are, the Franc- 
fpi;t and Damalk Rofes, which are the. freed 
fhooters. You Ihould now inoculate Jafmines, 
^f all thekmds you want to increafc; and you 

may 
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may yet alfo inarch Jafmines of all thofe kinds- 
which are rare: you may yet alfo inarch 
Oranges, Lemons, Citrons, Pomegranates, £?r. 
Plant cuttings of Phlox's of the feveral forts. 
Double Sweet Williams, Double Scarlet Lych- 
nifes. Pinks, late flowering Afters, and fuch 
fibrous-rooted plants as you want to increafe \ 
which, if planted in a bed of light rich earth, 
and fhaded from the fun, and duly watered, 
will take root very well.

Your Orange-tFces being ifow in flower^ 
fhould be conftantly fupplkd with water irt (fry 
weather, to encourage them io fet their fruit j 
anrf the earth on the fu^face of their tufes and 
pets (honW be ftirred, and feme rotten neats 
dtmg laid: therton, raifing it rotanid the ouffidd 
<tf th* tubs or pots, fo as ta make aft holtow t6 
contain f lie water ; but you fhouM never fey any 
nfew duflg upon the pots, rtot pal 3itff fheep of 
dieer dung into the water to enrich it, a* is by 
t»o mafty perfons^ praftifed, to the great pfcju-^ 
dice of their trees j ,for thefe ftrongly^ knpreg- 
fmted waters, irvftead of affording nourifhmefrt 
to the trees, cairfe their leaves to change fo ft 
pale y eHow colour, and the treea are apt to-flowe^ 

out 
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of the proper feafon, which renders them weak, 
and many times deftroys them m two or three 
years time. The beft water for thefe trees is 
fuch as is taken itom rivers or ponids, where it 
i^ fully fxpoied to the fun and air ; fo that if 
ypu have no other than fpring or well water, 
it fhould always be expoied to the fiin and air 
two or three days before it is ufcd. You muft 
alfo gather off theiiowers as they blow, leaving 
but few upon each tree for fruit ; and thofe only 
upon the ftroogcfl: branchef, and where they 
are beft fituated to ftand. 

Plant cuttings of Myrtles in a bed of light 
rich earth, obferving to water and (hade them 
until they have taken root ; and now you may 
plant cuttings of Geraniums, Cytifufes> Leo^* 
nurufes, Dorias, Elichryfums, Hermannia^, 
African Sages^ Othonna, African Marigolda, 
Laiitanas> Halleria^ African Starwbrt, Ciftt^s, 
Fabagos, L(N:ufes, Ardotis, Conyns, African 
$umach9, and many other exotic plants which 
are fhrubby ; but in chufing of the cuttingSir 
take fuch as have no Sowers on tfaeoa, and 
tho& which have ftrength, and not fuch - as 
hav« been drawn weak by ftancting too long in 
the green-houfe^ treating them in the man-t 
per dire^ed under their ft veral heads in. the 
Ga»j>«ni»,s Dictionary^ . .

You may now fhift fuch of your green -hbufe 
plants, putting thofe as require it into larger 
pots, obferving to pare off all the mouldy and 
decayed roots, which generally grow round 
next the fides of the pots ; ahd take out as much 
of the old earth from the ball as you can con-' 
veniently, withoutleaving their robts too bare.' 
When they ^enew planted, they fliould be 
placed in a fhady fituation, where they may be 
defended from ftrong winds j it will alfo be 
proper to fupport them by driving ftakes into 
the ground at proper diftances, to which a rail 
fhould be feftened at a convenient height from 
the ground, and the ftems of the plants fattened 
to the rail, to prevent the wind from difplacing 
them until they have taken new root, after 
which they may be removed to the places where 
they arc to remaiil during the fummer fealbn, 
which fliould be in a flickered fituation : but 
it will be proper to fatten their items when re- 
moved to a rail, ta prevent thdr being blown 
down by the wind; - 

Take off cuttings from the fe'veral kinds of 
Cereufes, Sedums, Euphorbias; Mefembryan-* 
themi, Cotyledons ■ Indian Fig, Cr^nlSs, Kk- 
nias, arid other fucculent pknts as at^ wanted 
for an inei?e^fe, laying them in a fliady part of 
the ftove for about a fortnight, that their

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wounded parts may heal oyer before they, are 
planted, otherwifethcy wi^l.be in daaager of 
rotting. 

. Stir up the baf k in thofe hot^-bcds. which i>aye 
beeniong made, and whw9, it is wanted add 
fome new bark to them, which will renejw their 
heat, andplungs the pot& dawn again immodi- 
ately ; this fhould be done in ibft. warm weather 
when there is little wind, left by expofing the 
plants in cold weather to.thq open air, they 
ihould iufFer > or if the weather is bad, the 
plants ihoUld be carried into the, ftove while 
this is doing, for tender plants will not bear the 
open air, when the wind isftrong or cold. 

In hot weather you flipuld give air freely to 
your moft tender exotic, plants ; and in fmall 
ftoves where, the plants are near the glaffes, it 
will be of great fervice to the pknts to {hade 
the glaffes with mats in the great heat of the 
day ; . but in large floves where the plants have 
room, they will not require to be fhaded/ un- 
kfs at fuch times when they are new potted, 
till they have taken freih root. 

Tranfplant fuch feedling exotic plants as were 
raifed. in the fpring into feparate pots, and fuch 
of thenci as are, very tender ihould be plunged, iii- 
toa frefti hot-bed to promote their growth ; but 
thofe which are hardy will only require to be 

iheltered 
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ihcltered until they have taken root, after ivMch 
time they may be removisd to the places where 
they are to remain the dimmer fealbn. 

You may now take up the roots of the Ca- 
ll^ Campanula, ^d moft of the bulbous and 
tuberous-rooted plants whdkih c^xhA from the 
Cape of Good Hope ; as the Hanuantbos, Afri- 
can Comfl^> ^ue tuberous^rooted Crtnurri, 
SUyrinchiums, Squillgy Feriian Cyclamen, Cu- 
noma, Watibnia, Amhotyza, Ikia, Omithoga- 
lums, and feveral ether (oct^ whole leaves are 
decayed : at this time their roots may be M^ 
tran^^autcd, or will bear to be carried to a dif- 
tant i^ace if they are carefully wrapped up in 
nio&> but th€re are fome whidi will require to 
be planted mto pots of frdh earth immediatdy, 
placing them where tfa^y may have the morning 
fun btt eleven o'clock, and give them now and 
then a little viiater tfk very dry weather, but do 
it ^f>arin^ until they puih forth new leaves ; 
formtaH:b water at this feafon, when the roots 
are aknoft inactive, wiU rot tiiem. 

This is alfo a propo feafim fortraniplanting 
tberootiJofdieGc^rniey and BeHadonna Li- 
lies, thi»r leaves being entirely decayed, and at 
this time frelh roots ihouM be procured frdm 
abroad; for thofe which ase taken up aiter- 
^ wards, when they have put out new roots, fdU 

dom 
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dom fucceed (o well. The vroots i£ tiie iQxxmt 
ihould be planted in pots filkd with the folk>w^ 
ing compoft* or in.a warnpi boapder whei^ they 
c^ij he fcri^^wd, with mats in bard firofts to pre- 
ferve theiir Ipaves 3 viz. one third part of frefli 
^grth from a paftore, a third part of iea. fand^ 
^d a thivd part of linjc rubhifti. Thefe fhouid 
be well nux^i and the bottoms of the pots « or 
the borders covered with ftoncs, to xvakt an 
open pftflage for the water to drain ofF; theai 611 
the pots with; the^^compoft and pl&ce the roo\% 
tkfa:ein^ and fet the pots in a &uation where 
they may enjoy the morning fun, but givie them 
b|it little water until they begin to pu(h out their 
Isaves, and afterwaids they (hookl have it fpa-^ 
ringly • The fcco^d fort whichia pretty hardy will 
thrive beik if the^roots are planted in warm bor* 
ders ^ but if the ground is moift^ the borders 
fhouid be raifed io high as that the wet nrray not 
CQinie near the bulbs/ and fame rubbifh Ihould 
belaid at the bottom- to drain <M the ntoiiture. 

The Tuberofes which were planted early 
wM now hegiato flower, when thofe which 
wec^ pknt»i upon the hot-bed mfty be remov- 
ed iato pots (prefcrving as much earth as poffi- 
h]^ to . 1:heic roots) and placed where they are 
ddSgned .to remain for ficxwmngi obfervwg to 
refi»£h t;heia often with water } and tltofe whicl^ 

were 
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were planted later, in order to fucceed thofe firft 
planted, muft have as much free air as poflible, 
and be frequently watered ; which will render 
them ftrong, and caufe them to produce a 
greater quantity of flowers. 

The Anana plants muft now be frequently 
refrelhed with water, but this Ihould not be 
given them in too great plenty 5 and in hot 
weather they ihould have much free air, efpe- 
cially thofe under frames or in very low ftoves ; 
for if the glafles are kept too clofe down, their 
leaves will be fcorched, to the great prejudice 
of the plants, and the fruit will be Icfi delicate ; 
but if they have too much water and the glafles 
opened too much in the day-time (as fomp 
have injudicioufly done,) the plants will fuffer 
as much that way ; for upop proportioning the 
quantity of air and water equally depends the 
whole fuccefs. 

In the middle of this month you may begin 
to take out of the ftove fome of the hardier 
forts of Aloes and other fucculent plants, placing 
them at firft in the green-houfe, where they 
may have a large fhare of air to harden them 
for a few days j then they maybe placed abroad 
in a fliady fitiiation where fnails and other ver- 
min are not in too great plenty ;> for when they 
are expofed to the violence of the fun as foon as 

they 
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they are taken out of the houfe, they change 
colour, and appear uniightly, fo they ftiould be 
inured to it by degrees ; biit if fnails or (lugs 
can come to them, they will knaw their leaves^ 
and greatly deface them. After the ilove is 
thinned of fome of thefe hardier fbrts> the 
other more tender plants (hould be placed at a 
greater diftance on the ilands, and cleaned from 
filth, by which they will enjoy more air, and be 
rendered ftrong6r and more vigorous ; and fuch 
of them as will bear the open air in the middle 
of fummer, will be better prepared to be placed 
abroad the end of the month.

g the laft crop of Kidney-beans, 
^ in a fituatioQ where they may be 
P defended from morning frofts in 
autumn ; for this crop will continue bearing 
till MichaelmaSj provided they .are not injured 
by froft. If the ground is very dry when 
thefe are planted, it will be pr«^er to fbak the 
Beans fix or eight hours \n water before they 
are planted, which will greatly facilitate their 
growth : the bcft fort for this planting is the 
Scarlet-flowerjng Kidney-bean, which wilt con- 
tinue bearing until the froft deftroys the plants. 
Cleanfe the ground where the firft crop of 
Cauliflowers grew, from the leaves of the Cau- 
hflovi'ers which have fcattered, and any other 
rubbifh. or weeds which may be there j, and if 

yoa 
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you have Cucumbers for pickters between the 
wide rows (as is the common praftice of the 
London gardeners,) you muft draw up the 
earth round the holes, in which the plants 
grow with a hoc, forming it in a hollow like 
a bafon, to contain the water given them 3 and 
if there are Cabbages for winter ufe, in thfe 
narrow -rows (which is alfo by the fame gar- 
deners pra6lifed,) they fhould have earth drawn 
to their ftems, and the whole ground entirely 
cleared from wteds. 

Ab6ut the end of this month you fhould 
fow Spinach for winter ufe, as alfo Coleworts, 
Carrots, and Onions, to ftarid the winter fo^ 
fpring ufe ; and Turneps for the laft crop 
fliould now be fawn in the open field for td 
come in the fpring. Tranfplant Savoys, Broc-* 
coli, and Cabbages for fpring ufe, and plant . 
out Cauliflowers for the autumn crop. 

Plant Celery into drills^for blanching (if it 
be of the ItaHan fort ; but if it be the Turnep- 
rootcd fort, it is Better to plant it on level 
ground) drawing up a fmall ridge of earth on 
each fide to prevent the water isom efcaping ; 
and plant out Endive for blanching. Continue 
fowing all forts of fmall Sallet-herbs, which at 
ifltis feafon foon grow too large for ufe. 

P 3 In 
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In dry weather, oblerve to water all fuch 
f)l3int;s as have been lately tranfplanted, and b? 
:fure always to do this in an evenipg, for one 
watering at that time is of more fervice than 
three at any other time of the day, the moifture 
having time to penetrate the ground (and 
reach to the extreme fibres of the root, by 
which they receive their npuriihment,) before 
the fun appears to exhale it ; whereas when it 
is given in the morning, the fun coining pn 
foon after, the moifture is drawn lip before it 
reaches the root; and where there is conve- 
niencc to lay mulch upon the furface of the 
ground about the roots of plants, that will pre- 
vent the fun frop exhaling the moifture, fo that 
one watering will be of more fervice than three 
or four where that is wanting. 

You muft now diligently deftroy the weeds 
in every part of the garden, which, if fuffered, 
to remain, will foon perfaft their feeds ;* ;^nd 
when thefe are permitted to fcattcr upon the 
ground, they will <|11 it with weeds for feveral 
years, to the no fmall trouble of thegard^ripT, 
as alfo to the great injury of the crops. 0][)- 
ferve alio to clear dunghills from >e^s, for 
thefe are too often neglected j and if the weeds 
are permitted to feed there, they %ill -be 
brought into the garden, and \t as trbublefoine

prejudiqe of your adjoining crops. 

Your Melons, which now begUi to ripen, 
fliould have no water given them, becaufe that 
will render them watery and iil-taftcd; though 
fuch perfbns who are foxxd of very ilarge fruit, 
find their account ia fupplying their plants 
conftantly with water in great plenty, efpeci* 
ally in hot weather ^ but thefe perfons do not 
, regard the quality of their fruit, fo miKh as the 
fize of them ; for which rcafon the markets 
gardeners ailways prefer the hardy forts of Mc^ 
Ions, which produce the largeft fruit, though 
they are not better flavoured than Pui^kins. 

In this month you may repair your young 
Afparagus-^beds vvhich wei?e. planted th^jlaft 
fpring, by planting frefh plants where any/ of 
them have failed \ but thisi £hauld be done in* 
moift weather. , The young plants v^diich, ar^^ 
planted at this feafon will be well rooted bofora 
winter, and put out fomeihoots in the autoi^iir . 

The 
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r .The Cucumbers which were brbi^ht up 
under hand-glaSes, being now in fiill bearings 
muft be duly watered in dry wea^r, other* 
wifi they wiE be exhauiied in a Ihort tixne, 
and decay. 

Tranfplant the Celery into beds which was 
fown in May^ diat the plants may acquire 
j^rength b^re they are planted into dnUs; 
and tranfplant feme Endive, to iucceed that 
which was planted the fbraier m(»th. 

Now you may fow the Tornep-rooted Ra-i 
diih, which will be in great perfe^ion for the 
table in Odjober, and ccmtinue good until the 
hard froft deftroys them > and where the com-- 
jnon fort of Radiih is required iot the tal^ in 
autumn, if fome feeds are fown on moift ground 
the latter end of this month, they wiU be fit te^ 
draw in a month or five weeks after, and will 
continue good ^' month longer.

If this be rightly executed, thtre 
will be no occafion to diveft the branches of 
their leaves, as is by fome unlkilful perfom 
praftifed, to the great prejudice both of their 
fruit and trees : n(5r can I here forbear repeat- 
ing, what I have elfewhere often ;taken notice 
of, 'oix. not to fiifFer fruit-trees to remain ne- 
glefted till this feafon (as is too often praftifed) 
and then to fumraer-prunc them (as it is com- 
monly called,) in the doing of which the 
gardeners cut off all the luxuriant branches, 
and ftiorten thofe defigned to remain, and then 
nail them clofe to the wall, fo that from being 
(before this dreifing) in a very rude diforderly 
way, they are reduced into an exa^l order at 
once J but hereby the fruit, which was greatly 
^aded by the luxuriant growth of the branches, 
is fuddenly expofed to the fun and air,' Which 
hardens their outward Ikins, /and retards their 
growth; whereas, if their (hopts h^ beea 
conftantly trained to the wall or efpalier, as 
tfcey were produced, the fhiit would have con-» 

tirtually 
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tinuaUy been under an equal coverture of leaves^ 
and fo con&quently Icfs liable to fufFer iiistfx 
any extremes of weather, whereby they would 
alfo be confvlerably forwarded in their growth^ 
than when they art "managed in the other way } 
£) that as this practice \% too generally follow^ 
ed, I (hkik it cannot be tod much expoie^a 
and the proper direflion^ canaot be too often 
incukated. 

In the beginning df this month you mufl; 
bid all fortB of £ruits» which were not done 
tbs preceding months ob&rving always to do 
k in an evening, or in cloudy wead^r. 

Hoe and clean your ground about your eipa^^ 
lier-troes fnmi weeds^ as alfp the bcH^dei^s neaip

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people pradifb ; .but tiiisi is not To proper, for 
ihofe buds which are covered with water will 
be< i^ much ^turated ! with jocioiftare, as to pre- 
vent their uniting with the flocks fo that they 
often mifcarry ; therefore, when it is necefiaiy 
to put them into water, there ftiould be (mly 
thejomr part of the cuttijags immerfed about an 
inch, for the upper part will attract the WiaHer 
better than if the cuttings are entirely covered. 

in about three wedcs afticr the ijtoeks are 
budded, you fhould look over them to k>oien the 
bandage, otherwife the buds will be pinched, 
and greatly injured, if not deftroyed. 

Obferve to keep your nurfcry clean from 
iiweeds at this feafon, for now the weeda will 
foon ripen their feeds, if they are permitted to 
remain, which will fill the ground fo as act to 
be cleared again for feveral years. 

You muft continue to train your evergreen- 
trees for the purpofes they are defigned ; and 
where any of your foreft-trees flioot too vigo- 
roufly near their roots, thofe branches may be 
pruned off to encourage their heads. 

Keep your beds, wherein your young -ftodbs 
and trees were fown in the fpring, clear from 
weeds, and in very dry wpather fupply them 
with water, which will greatly protnole their 
growth. , .

You muft sdfo guard 
them, from infefts, efpecially ants and earwigs, 
which will deftroy them in a fhort time if 
they can come to theili ; the flowers (hould 
ftkb be coveied with glades, biafons, or oiled 
paper, to keep off the wet and the fcorching 
heat of the ftiH. . But in all this, there njuft 
ht ^at diligence in managing them according 
to the temperature of the feafbn, where per-* 
fons would excel in the largenefs and beauty 
of their flowers ; therefore the large Carnations 
-are not fo proper for pcrfons who have much 
other bufmefs on their hands, but rather for 
thofe who wafit fome fuch eafy employment to 
divert themfclves. 

You may now increafe the Double Scarlet 
Lychnis, by planting cuttings of the flower- 
ilems, each of which fhould have^ three or fbtir 
joints, two or three of which (hoiild be put into 
tfee ground, and the other left above ground : 
thef? muft be put in a (hady border of light 
frefh earth, obferving to refrefli them with wa^ 
tcr according to the drought of the feafon ; and 
if thefe cuttings are clofely covered with hand- 

glafles, they will more certainly take root.

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Toward the latter end of this month you 
tnay take off the layers of Pinks, Carnations, 
Sweet Williams, ^c, which have taken root, 
and plant them either into pots or borders of 
goodfrcih earth, where they may continue 
until you have ccMiveniency of planting them 
where they arc to remain for flowering ; for it 
ss not proper to let them continue too long 
upon the old roots, becaufe if thofe fliould npt 
be found the layers would be infe6ted by them % 
fcut when you plant thefe oufc they muft be 
carefully watered and ihaded until they have 
taken root. When, tliefe layers are cut oflF 
from the old roots, that part of the ftalk 
which came from the old root fhould be cut 
off clofe to the place where it was flit wheti 
they were laid dowq^ and their leaves ftiould 
be trimmed. 

The latter end of this month you fliould fow 
fome feeds of annual flowers in warm borders, 
toftand through the winter, that they may 
flower early the next fummer \ by which roe^ 
thod you may obtain good' feeds, of many, forts 
of plants, which if fown in the fpring, iio 
not conftantly ripen their feeds in this climate ; 
fudi as the Sweet-fcented Peas, Sweet Sultan, 
Anaftatica, fome forts of Orobus, Double 
LarJk^ur, Annual Stock, Venus Navelwort,

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Xerarfthemums, Jaceas^ with ibme others » 
If Atfe pknts live through the winter they will 
not:4onJy i^ome earlier to floWer, but will alio 
grtfw mifch larger/ and produce their flowers 
ininuch greater plenty ; atid thofe whidi have 
double flowers, will be much fuller than thofe 
whkdi^areibwn in the fpring } for which rea- 
ibn^when tlie winters prove fevere, it will be 
very proper to fcfeen fome of the teindereft forts 
from ffoft. 

Your choice Auriculas fhould now be kept 
deaf from weeds, and all decayed leaves^ which^ 
if fuffef ed to remain upon them, would rot 
and fpoil them ; they fhould alfo be placed in 
a fhadyfituation, but not under the droppings 
of trees. 

The feedling Auriculas which came up the 
lafl fpring, muft now be planted out into tubs 
or pots filled with rich earth, and placed in a

Gather the fkwerj of your Orangc-treei, 
where they are prodiiced too< clofe to each 
odiers and where there was a fuifident wxxxck* 
ber of fruit fet upon the trees the former 
month, \x will be proper to divcft them of all 
the flowers which are now produced, for thefe 
beii^ too late in the feaibn, the fruits which 
fucceed them will not have time to grow to 
any confiderable fize before winter, fo will 
be in danger of falling off before fpring. You 
ihould alfo obferve, where youjtnay have over- 
looked ibme bloflbms the lafi: month, which 
now are become fruit, to pull tl^m off, leaving 
but few upon each tree, and thofe well (ituated, 
and upon ftrong ihoots, for where there are 
too many fruit left upon the trees, it renders 
them weaki and the fruit, not having nourifh- 

6 ment, 
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ment, &lck>m grow to any cohfideraye (i£e, 
cfpecially if the tsiees are in pots or tubs ; and 
wher<r they.ai^ upoa weak fboots, they ralrely 
coaaie to any thing. < 

Continue to make cuttmgs of iiich exotic 
plants which, am wanted fwincreaie, provided 
it was not done the preceding months. The 
beft method of planting cuttings at this feafon 
is, to prepare a bed of light rich earth, into 
which the cuttings fhould be planted pretty 
clofe together, and then arch the bed over with 
hoops, covering the bed cloie with oiled paper 
to ihade them in hot weather, and o\&x^ft to 
wa:ter them duly when they require it ; but let 
them be expofed every night to receive the 
dew, wluch will be of great ufe to them ; 
but this is to be pradifed only upon fuch forts 
of plants as are not very tender, because the 
tender ftove-plants will require a moderate hot* 
bed to make them put out roots, efpecially the 
fuGculeQC plants; fuch as Cereus, Euphor^ 
bias, Ca£^us's, fome ibrts of Cotyledon, &r« 
but all the forts of Geraniums, Myrtles, Se* 
nedo's, Arftotus's, Hardy Apocynums, Meli* 
anthus, Sorrel^&ee, Leomirus^ African Sege« 
trees, Phlomifes, Hermannias, Amber-tree^ 
and other (hrubs from the Cape of Good Hope, 

will 
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will take root much better in a bed of rich

earth, than if planted in a hot-bed* 

Shift fuch exotic plaats as have, been^ fdied 
from feeds in the fpring^ putting itMofi into 
ieparate pots ; and fech as Werefepftr^^l the 
latter end of May, or tlie beginning c^ the laft 
month, which' require larger pdts liian t}^ 
werefirfl {^ntedinto, fhould now ise ihifted 
again ; but, uhle&^ie^ are fuchas^ grow faft, it 
will be beft to confine thdr roots, and boc oirer 
pot them, for that w3t prevent tbeir growth ; 
then plunge fiich of th^ as are tender into the 
hot-bed of tanners bark, obierrii^ to water 
them and fhade the gia^ imtil ^y have 
taken nevv root ; after which they muft have 
air and water in proportion to the heat of the 
weather. 

'. Waih and clean die leaves and tender 
ihoots of the choice exotic plants from filth 
and infefis, both which commonly infefl them 
at this fealbn (efpccially thcrfe in the bark- 
ftove,) which, ^if not cleaned in time, the in- 
fers will ipfead tfaemlblves over moft of the 
other plants in the &xm ftove, fo as. not to be 
eafily deftroyed, and will not only render 
the plants unfightly, but greatly retard their 
growth. 



In 
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In hot weather ^ve the tender exotics a&much 
free air as poffiWe, efpccially when there is net 
much wind ftirring ^ a^d in the middle of. the 
day it will be proper to f hade the glaffea of the 
hot-hed^ wh^re the glafles are near the pljmts, 
when the fun is vi<^tently hot, otberwife the 
earth in the pots will dry too faft : this ihould 
alio be pra6lifed in fuchiinaU floves where die 
glaiTes are near the plants ; for in large airy 
iloves wherfe th$ glai&s are at a diftance, they 
will not require ihadii^, provided the glaf&i? 
are drawn down to admit a fufEcient portion 
ef air to the plaats. * 

Stir u^p the tan of fuch b^ds who(e heathen 
gins to decline, and add a . little new bark to 
them^ which will renew the heat and caufe 
it to continue a confiderable time longer : at 
the fame time fuch plants as require it fhould 
now* bfc fhifted, giving them larger, pots, if 
their roots havebew confined in their formcir 
pots. 

The Ananas will now ripen very faft if the 
feafon is warm : therefore when the fruit is cut 
from the plants, the pots with the old plants 
ihould be plunged into a warm, bed, to? force 
out the fuckers early enough to take off before 
winter ; in order to which, they Ihould l^vo 
their large leaves fhortened, and all the under 
^ R leaves 
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leaves (hould be ftripped off, which will caufe 
die fuckers to pufh out very Toon. 

Where the Anana plants, which are to fruit 
the next feafbn, have filled the pots with their 
roots, they may be now fhifted into the pots 
they are to ftand in to bear fruit : by doing this 
lb early in tiie year, they will have time to 
make good roots before winter : for if they do 
not fill the pots with their roots before fpring, 
theyfeklom produce very large fruit. The 
tan-beds in which the Anan^ plants are placed 
for the next year, fhould be kept in a good 
temperature of heat, but a large fhare of free 
air fhould be admitted to the plants at all times 
when the weather is favourable. 

Make layers of the Spanifh, Arabian, andAzo- 
rian Jafmines ; as alio of all the tender forts of 
Paffion-flowers, which will eafier take root at 
the tender joints of the new (hoots, than from 
the fhoots of the former year : but you muft 
obferve to plunge the pots into which they are 
laid into a hot-bed, efpecially of thofe forts which 
are tender, otherwife they will not fiicceed. 

Gather all forts of exotic feeds as they ripen, 
and fpread them upon papers in a dry place to 
harden and dry ; after which they fhould be 
carefqlly preferved in their pods or hufks until 
the jyroper fcafon fof fowing them. 

Such- 
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Such of the tender annuals as will endure 
the open air, Ihould be now fet out of the hot- 
beds in fome well-fheltered iitu^ljion, where 
feveral forts will produce feeds belter than if 
kept conftantly in the beds. 

Where any of the /tender ftove plants aj:c 
very, much infefted with infefts, or have con- 
trafted much filth upon their leaves, they 
flxQwld be walhed clean and expofcd tp the open 
air in a warm fimation, where they may be; 
flieltered from ftrong winds, which will be of 
great fervice to the plants ; but when the plants 
are much infefted with infers, it will be proper 
to wafli them with water in which there has 
been a good quantity of Tobacco ftalks fteep- 
ed, which vvill efFeftually deftroy the infefls, 
where; it is carefully applied, elpecially if the 
plants are in health. Some of the top glafles 
of the ftove ftiould alfo ; be conftantly drawn 
down every day in warm weather, for at this 
feaibii moft plants perfpire freely; which, if 
pent up tooclofe, will caufe them to looklick- 
ly, an4 o?calion their leaves to change their 
colour, (o that mi^^ wUl foox^ attack them.

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Work to be done in the Kitchen 

Garden. 




H E beginning of this month you 
muft fow Onions, to fupply the 
table early in the fpring foj: fal- 
lets, Gfr- and, left the winter 
ihould prove fevere, it will be proper to fow a 
few Welfh Onions at the fame time, for thefe 
will endure the greateft cold when the com- 
mon forts, are frequently deftroyed ; but thefe 
have a ftronger flavour than the common fort, 
which is the only reafon they are not fo much 
cfteemed. 

You muft alfo fow Spinach to fiipply the 
kitchen in winter and fpring. The beft fort 
to endure cold, is the priekly-feeded kind^ 
which is what-moft people ibw at this ieafon, 
it being much hardier than the round4eaved 
kind } of this there are two or three forts, which 

R4 differ 
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diffisr in the fizeof dieir leaves ; but the lai^i^ 
and moft profitable Ibrt is, what gardeners call 
the Burdock Spinach* 

About the tenth or twelfth day of this month, 
you fhould fow your early Battcrfea and YorkT 
fhire Cabbage feed ; for that which is fpwit 
earlier, will In mild winters frequently run to 
feed in the fpring : and if it is fown later tkan 
this time, the plants will not have flrength to 
refift the cold, nor will they come fo early, pro- 
vided they ftand tbrou^ the winter, ias thofe 
which are fown at this time. 

The twenty-firfl or twsenty^third day of thi$ 
month you fhould fow fome Cauliflower-feed 
for the early crop, to be planted under bell or 
hand-glafles, or clofe to' fouth afpefted walls 
where they are dcfigned to ftand open > there 
fhould alfo be fome more feeds fown about the 
twenty-fixth day for a fecpnd crop, to plant 
under frames to^bide the winter ; for it often 
happens in mild fcafons, that many c£ thofe 
pi tots which were firft fown run to feed: in the 
fpring, ifor four or .five days difference ]in fow- 
mg^ofrth^fe feeds oocaficms great altcnratioais in 
tbefepiasnts: therefbte .wher^ theredsraota f«- 
ceod^fapply, there «sillr be ca great ^a^xjint* 
ment when the ,firfl: n^fcaSrry ^ibcfida, thefe 
ff w come to flower after the firil fowing i^ gone.

About th? irnddlci m: tpvrard the end >€# 
this mondi/ you fhould iow ibme' coftimoa 
Cabbage Lettuce^ and. iomfe Brown Putch 
Lettuoe, to be pkntekl tisider . frames; tx> come 
early m the f{»ing ; and part of the plants may 
tie p^ted on warm borders without covering, 
which will live throi^ the winter, pro^dded' 
it be not very fe vere : ' you may alfo toward 
the end of the month fi)W fome.Cos and Cili- 
ida Lettuce, to pl^nt on warm borders near 
Walls, pales, or hedgp?, where, if the wintor 
doth not prove fevcre, they will live without 
any covering, though it will be proper to havo 
fpme plantsan frames, for thqfe near waUs are 
qfiten k^cd in fevere frofts ^ and fome of thefe 
ihould be left in the fpring upon the iama 
borders, which will be fit for ufe very early the 
following fealcm, before tbofe whidi are trani^ 
planted out from thefe boiderst, or from under 
frames : but where they are left^ they fhouid 
n<^ be too clofeito^ether, nor too neacr liie wlJl, 
becau&they are apt to draw up wfakneur 
^Y^ftHs^ paH- or hec^Wi 



t ' 
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In moift weather ♦ranfplant Endive and Ce- 
lery for blanching, which fhould be well wa- 
tered to fettle the earth to their roots; and if 
the weather fhould alter to drought, they muiJ: 
be duly watered until they have taken good 
root. 

You oiay now tr^nfplant fome of the Let^ 
tuces which were fown the fi>riner month> to 
iupply the kitchen in autumn : thefeibouldbe 
planted in a warm fituation, left the froib, 
which often happm early in October, fhould 
injure them : they rauft alfo be duly watered 
until they have taken root. 

Toward the latter end of the month you 
fhould fow feveral forts of feeds, which remain 
a long time in the ground, which, if fown in 
th6 ^ring, will often mifcarry j as Chervil, 
Angelica, Lovage, Mafterwort, Scurvy-grafs, 
Fennel, Alexanders, Sweet Sefeli, Com Sallet, 
and fome others,, which always fucceed better 
when fown at this feafon, than when, they are 
fown in the ^ring. * 

Your beds of Goleworts, &c. which were 

' fown the laft month, fhould be carefully wecd- 

'«d i andrif the plants arc yery thick, fome of 

them fhould ^be drawn out, ^nd tranfplanted 

intoianotherfpQtof ground^ that thofe which 

remain may have more room to grow* 

Cut 
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Ciit off the flowering br&nches of moft forts 
of aromatic plants Which are paft flowering, 
as Lavender, Rofemary, Savory, Hyflbp, (Sc^ 
that they may make hew; flioots before winter; 
but do not perform this work in very dry wea- 
ther, for many times the plants are deftroyed 
by it, elpecially if they are tut too clofe, when 
there happens to be a l6ng drought after. 

Pull up Onions, Garlick, Rocambole, and 
Efchalots, when their leaves begin to wither 
and fall, and fpread them thin in an airy place 
to dry, before they are put up where they are 
to remain for winter ufe. 

In dry weather you muft earth lip your Ce- 
lery which is large enough, obferving hot to 
bury, the hearts of the plants, for that will rot 
them. You mufl: alfo tie up yout Endive which 
is full grown, or cover them with boards or 
tiles, to blanch ; this muft alfo b6 performed 
when the leaves are very dry, otherwife Afe 
plants will rot. 

Your Artichokes which were planted the laft 
^ring, will now begin to fltew their fruit, there- 
fore all fmall fuckers which come out on the 
lides of the ftalks fliould be cut off, for if they 
are permitted to remain oh, they will weaken 
arid ftarve the top fruit j you fhouM alfo clear 

them 
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them irom wi^^i, pr any pt^cr large growing 
plants which ftand near them. 
. Tranfplaat Broqcqli^ (Nvhich ]ivas iiot planted 
out the former wpnth) jiitft the place where it 
is,tQ remain fpr flojvoring, pblerving to water 
it duly imtil it has taken root. Thefe plants 
ihould be planted in rows about two feet and a 
half afunder^ and a foot and a ha^ dift^nc^ 
from each other in the rows. . 

You may tranfpl^f fome Savoys to come 
late in the ipring ; but if the winter Ihould 
prove fevere. they yyill x^x grow to be large, 
nor will they cabbage fo well j but in mild wiii^ 
ter3 they pft^n fu^ceedj land come late in the 
fpring. 

Obferve to keep the Melons from too much 
wet^ which many times caufes the plants to 
4fC4y before the fruit is ripc> .efpeciaUy the 
Cantaleupe, and oth^r curious f<Mts which ar9 
very impatient of wet^ fo that where they are" 
treated in the common method, the plants ^ 
nerally decay befprp their fruit is ripe, fo are 
pf no value. 

The Cucumbers for pickling, are now in 
ifeafon, therefore they fhpuld be lQo)ied over 
fvvice or three times a. yveektp^ gather fuch as 
iarefits for in. a Ihort time, they will grow 
top, laige for that purpofe > thefe muft alfo be 

frccjuently 
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frequently watered in dry weather, which will 
caufe them to jirodtice a greater quantity of 
fruit. '^' 

The Afparagus which #as plartted. the laft 
. fpring, fliould be carefiilly cleared from weeds ; 
for at this feafon it will make new flioots^ 
which will be much fttonger. Where they arc 
not injured by weeds or bthbr plants, than oh 
the contrary. 

All the winter crops, fach as Parfiieps; 
Leeks, Beets, Cabbages,' Gfr. fhouM be cOn* 
ftantlylcept clear from weeds, which if fuffered 
'to grow, will greatly injure them, and the weeds 
wiir fooh fcatter their feeds at this feafon* 
whereby the ground will be plentifully iElocked 
with them, which cannot be rooted out in ma- 
ny years. '^ • ' 

The dunghills fhould alfd be cleared from 
weeds, particularly Chenopodii and NigMtftidde, 
which at this feafdn are very common upon al- 
moft every dunghill ; and if the feeds are per^ 
mittedto fcatter upon the dunghills, when the 
dung is x:arried into the garden, the feeds wift 
• be mixed therewith, and thereby fill the ground 
with weeds ; therefore they fhotild be pulled 
tip and otft into a heap, to rot at fome diftance * 
^from the garden' or dunghilt, or dti^d aihd 
burned J for if they are only hoed dbwn,* aiii' 

permitted 
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permitted to lie upon the dunghill (as is by 
^me pradtifedj the feeds wUlxipen as they lie, 
and be almoft as bad as if they had beeaa fufF<pre4 
tp grow to maturity* 

You may in this qiODth plant fl^ps of Sage^ 
Rofemary, Stoechas, Lavmder^ Mafticb> and 
other aromatic plants^ wh»:e it wasf omitted in 
the fpring ; but the(e will be noc.nrar ip ftrong^ 
nor fo capable of refifting the cold of the next 
winter fo well as thofe plants in. thp fpring ; 
therefore wiU require to be iheltered^ if |be 
winter fhould prove. &vere. 

Cut fuch herbs as are now in ilower to diftll, 
or to dry for venter ufe, always obferying to do 
it when they are dry^ and hang them up in a 
dry (hady place ; for if they are dried in the 
fun, they will ihrink up, turn black, and be of 
little worth. 

Continue to ibw the feeds of Crefles, Rape, 
Turnip, Radiih, Muflard, and other kinds of 
Sallet^h^bs every week, that the table may not 
be unfurni(hed, for thefe forts foon grow too 
lai^e for ufe at thk feaibn* 

Gather all forts of kitchen^garden feeds, 

which are now ripe, fpreadiQg them upon mats 

to dry ; and then beat or rub them out of their 

huiks or pods, and put themi up till the feafons 

' for fowing them. 

The 
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The Radifh feed which is now in pod muft 
be guarded, to prevent the birds from devour- 
ing it, which they will do in a Ihort time, if 
they are not continually watched. 

Sow Tumeps for a latter crop, which may 
be done any time before the twentieth day of 
this month ; but thofe which are fown later 
ieldom apple well, efpeciaily if the autumn 
proves cold. 

Earth up Finnochia which is full grown, to 
blanch it, that it mav be fit for ufe ; and con- 
tinue to tranfplant Cdery into drills, that there 
<nay be a fucceffion to fupply the table thro* 
the feafon. 

The Spinach which was fown the end of the 
laft month for winter ufe, will now be fit to 
hoe, which fhould be performed in dry wea- 
ther, that the weeds which are cut may be foon 
killed ; for in moift weather they will take root 
again, fo will require another cle^%g. At this 
time the Spinach fhould be ci^t down where it 
grows too clofe, for the plants fliould not be 
left dofer to each other, than three inches, that 
they may have room to fpread, and produce 
large leaves, in which the goodnefs of winter 
Spinach confiftsi

Look carefully over the wall-fruit-trees, t<S 
deftroy fnails and oilier vermin, wluch will 
gnaw the choice fruits and fpoil tl^m. You 
(hould alio deftroy fparrows and tomtits, which 
will peck your choice Pears, Figs, »id Grapes, 

. a» 
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as faft as they ripen, where they are not de-^ 
fended 3 and where it was n<A done the former 
month, you ihould £lk fi)me phials with honeys 
water on difierent parts of your trees to deibroy 
the wafps> which, will ^ow A. theoifcLves bjf 
attempting to drink oi the water. Theft 
phials ihould be fixed befoce the fruit begins to 
ripeni when the wufps and fiics will be much 
foonef indeed to the water than they will after 
thtey have- tailed the fruit ^ fo that by the.timdljr 
\xk of th^ method) the fruit may be pre&rved. 

Where any branches of the trees pr9Je£t 
from the wall, or have been diiplaced by winds, 
&€. they ihould be carefully fattened to the 
wall in their due poiition, that the fruit may 
receive the benefit of the fim to ripen it ; but 
do not pull off the leaves of the trees (as is by 
feme perfom pra£t^ed») for diis. expofes tht 
fruit too much, whereby it becomes hard, and 
feldom ripens kindly, efpecially when it is done 
long befcM^e the fruit is ripe. 

The Vines in the vineyard, and thofe againft 
the walls, fhould now be gone over for the laft 
time, pulling offall (railing branches wiiich have 
been lately produced, and fatten thole branches 
which are loofe ia|:heir proper {daces, that the 
frait (which is now full grown) may receive the 
bsneiit of the fun and air to rip^n it. You 

S fhould 
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ihould.alfo obfervc to keep the ground/ clear 
from weeds between the rows of Vines, that 
the fun may dry up the moifture of the ground 
every day^ fo that the refle6tion of heat may 
be greater to ripen the fruit. 

Untie the buds of' fruit-trees which were 
inoculated the laft month, otherwife their 
bandage will pinch the bark of the ftocks, 
and prevent their growing equally in the part 
where the bud is piit in : you fhould alfo ob- 
ferve to clear the lower part of your ftocks 
from fhoots where any are produced*, and keep 
the ground clear from weeds hear the roots c^ 
your fruit-trees.

The beginning ol' this month you (hpuld 
look carefully over the ftocks which were 
budded the laft montii, and loofen the bai^age, 
left the buds fhould be pinched thereby ; and 
where there are any fhoots produced bel6w tho. 
buds, they fhould be cut off. You (hould alfo 
look over your trees which were budded the 
former year, or grafted in the fpring, cutting off 
all fuch fhoots as are produced below the plaCe 
where they were budded or grafted, for if thefe' 
are permitted to grow they will ftarve the buds 
or grafts. 

Keep your ground clear from weeds between 
your trees, and train up the |everal forts of 
Evergreens, foreft-trees, and fhrufce, for the 
feveral purpofes they are ddigned, but do not 
trim the ftems of ftandard trees too clofe; for 
if they have not feme fmall fhoots left on the 
fides of their ftems, todctainthefap to ftren^hen 

the 
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the {lems, they will not be able to fupport their 
heads. 

You Ihould, toward the end of this n[U)ntfa» 
begin to ckar and trench the ground, wher^ 
^ you intend'to plant out flocks, or young foreft- 
trees in autunoi, that the r^in may foak and 
mellow the ground before the feafon of plant- 
ing J and if your land is ftifF, the laying of it 
a month or fix weeks in ridges before it if 
planted, will mellow the clods, and render 
them much; eafier to be broken than if it was 
newly dug. . 

Look carefully to. your young feedling-trces, 
to obferve that they do not fufFer by droughty 
nor that they are over-borne by \veeds, which 
dt this feafon do foon get up to a confiderable 
height.

Tranfplant the layicrs of Camationg, PinkSt 
and double^weet Williams, which by this time 
jwill have tafcen xoot, if timely laid. Thofe 
vdioice forts of Carnations which are deiigned 
for pots, may be planted at this time, each in a 
finall halfpenny pot, filled with frefh light earth, 
and placed in afhady fituation until th^y have 
taken root j after which they may be removed 

S 3 if to 
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into a more open fituadon, where they may re« 
main utitil the end of Oftober, when they 
Should be placed under a hot^bed frame, or 
plunged into an old bark-bed without heat, 
and arched over with hoops, that they may be 
covered in winter, to prdteft'them from hard 
rains, fhow, and fevere froft ; but they fliould 
be always opened in mild weather, otherwift 
they will draw up weak. In this manner they 
may be much better preferved than . if diey 
were planted out at firft into the pots where 
they are to remain for blowing, becaufe they 
will ftand in a fixth part of the compafs ; and 
in the fpring they may be turned out of the 
fmaU pots with the earth to their roots^ wherer 
by they will not receive any check, and placed 
into larger pots to flower. But thofe Carna- 
tions, Pinks, and Sweet Williams, which are 
defigned for the borders of the pleafure-garden, 
fhould be now planted in beds in the flower-^ 
jfturfery, to remain till the middle of Oftober, 
when you muft diglhe borders of the plealurer 
garden, and new plant them 4 , at which time 
thefe may be taken up with a ball of earth to 
their roots, and planted in the bQr4ers witl^ 
other flowers. 

You may now fhift your choice Auricula 
^^to frefti rich es^rth, obferving tq clear thern 
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from dead leaves^ and place them in a (hady 
iituation until they have taken root ; this fre(h 
earth will ftrengthen the plants greatly, and' 
improve their flowers the following fpring. 
, You nxay yet remove the roots of bulbous 
Irifes, FrjitiUarias, and Hyacinths of Peru \ and* 
i^lfolthe roots of Lilies, Martagons, Crown Im-' 
perials, Paeonias, and Flag Irifes, whole leaves 
are now decayed ; but if fufFered to remain 
much longer in the ground unremoved, many 
of the Corts will pufh out frefh fibres, when it 
will be too late to remove them, but efpecially 
white Lilies, becaufe they loon put out new 
leaves 5 after which time, if they are removed, 
they rarely flower the following feafon. 

Gather all forts of flower-feeds as they ripeni 
and fpread them to dry in the furi s after which 
they fhould be preferve^ in their pods or hufks, 
until the ieafons for fowing them, for the feeds 
of moft plants may be kept longer good in 
their, pods than when they are rubbed out. 

Tranfplant Polyanthufes, Primrofes, and 
feedling Auriculas, obferving to (hade and 
water them until they have taken root, as alio' 
to clofe the earth to their roots, otherwife the 
worms will draw them out of the ground ; to 
prevent which, fome perfons make a bed of 
cold dung, beating it down very dofe, then lay 

S 4 good 
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good earth thereon^ tbred o^ four inches thick» 
and plant their feedling Auricahs into it : thi$ 
dung keeps down the worim; and preferves 
the ptahts from being tom^ out of die ground^ 
and in the fpring the ptattts will root into the 
dung) whereby they will be improved. ; 

Cut down the ikiks of inch pfailts as have 
done flowering, and are diecayed ; and faflen 
all tall-growing plants to fticks^ to fupport them 
from being broken or blown down by ftrong 
winds, which often reign at this kkCoA. 

The pots of annual plants muft isow be duly 
watered in dry weather, othcrwife they will 
foon lofe their beauty 3 and fuch of thent as are 
tender fliould be removed into flielter when thfe. 
nights begin to be cold, that they may perfeft 
their ieeds, which in bad feafons ieldom ripen 
well, if they are not protedled from the incle* 
mency of the weathers particularly the Double 
Stramonium, Double fial&mine^ Qimmoclit, 
Deep blue Convolvdu?, with fome other ten- 
d^ forts.. 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
fbould begin ta prepare your beds to receive 
your phoice Hyacinths, Tulips^ and Ranuncu^ 
Iqfes, that the earth .may fettle befwe the roots 
are rplanted, ' other wife When the edrth finks 
unequally there witt- be holes on the tops of 

the 
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the beds, which wiU detain the water, where* 
by the rbot» in thofe places will be rotted.' If 
ihefe beds are made three^ ieet deep, and fame, 
v^ rotten neats idung^ or rotten tanners luirk, 
laid in the bottom, the j^res of theie roots 
will ftrike dtmn tntoit isi the fpring, and re:- 
ceiving^ gi^at noanflimttifc^om the dung it 
will caufe theto to jBb^cr very ftyoog 5 but the 
earth of thefe beds fliould nc^ be fcreened very 
fine, but only the larger ilones fhould be raked 
out, and all the dods wdl broken, for when

The pleafure-garden muft now be duly 
looked after to keep it neat, fbr in moift 
weather the gra6 tnuft be frequently mowed, 
rolled, and polled, to have it fine ; the gravel- 
walks muft alio be kept dean from weeds, and 
confl:antly rolled ;.and as the leaves of trees wiH 
often begin to fall at this dfne, io they fliould 
.be daily fwept u^ to have the whole garden 
decent.

About the beginning of this mondi yoU 
may inoculate Orange-treesi, ob&rving to 
turn that fide of the ftodc where the iiod 
is put in, from the fun. Cut off Oranges^ 
Jafinines, and other exotics, which were in- 
arched the former fpring, from their mother* 
trees, being careful in the operation not to 
lo€fen the graft from the fiock, nor ihould 

the 
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die day or wax be nibbed off until the follow* 
ing fpring. 

The begiimii^ of this month is a proper 
feafon for fhifting Aloes, Sedums, Mefembry « 
^nthemi^ Cerenfes, Eu{AoHbiaSy and other 
cxodc futculent plants, which now are in fuH 
-growth, io will take root again Jboner than 
at any odier time of the year : you ihould at 
^e fame. time take off the odBisets of your 
Aloes, and plant them into fmail pots filled 
finijh frefli fandy earth, placing them where 
Ihey may have die morning fun, obierving to 
nfrefh them now^-and-then with a litde water 
in dry weather, which, if duly obferved, there, 
will be no occafion to give them any artificiial 
heat to encourage them to take root, for at 
this ieafbn they are greatly diipofed to fend 
forth roots. 

The ieveral kinds of tender exodc plants, 
which are conftantly preferved in the bark« 
ftoves, ihould now be (hifted, that they may 
Inake ftrong roots before winter ; for if they 
are fliifted too late in the feafon, they do not 
Y«xym' it before the cold comes on, which 
checks their growth, fo that they will not ap* 
pear fo vigorcais, nor will they be fo £fax>ng to 
tnaintain thekn&lves in winter ; but if they are 
not 'flitfted at this feafon, their roots will be fo 

3 matted 
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matted in the pots that they will, grow motild/ 
in winter and decay ; which has often been dc^-^ 
ih^uftive to many ehoice plants; 
. The beds in which the Ananas are placed 
fhould be now rcfrefhed with fome new tanner^ 
bark) (provided it was not done the former 
month,) for the evenings toward the end of 
this month often begin to groV^ cold 5 and if 
the heat of the beds alfo decline^ the plants 
will receive a check ^ and thb being the prin- 
cipal feafon of their growth, it will prevent 
their ftrengthen^ng themfclves f or fruit the foi- 
k)wing year ; nor will the heads or oftsets 
whip h have been newly planted, be fufficiently 
fumifhed with roots before winter, if the beds 
are not kept in a kindly temperature of warmth j 
dnd as the nights grow eoldy the glafles fhould 
be covered with mats to keep them warm : but 
thofe plants which are deiigned to fruit the next 
y.ear, fhould not be too much forced at this 
feafbn, efpecially thofe which are forward, \tQi 
it Ihould drive them into fn;it in the winter, 
which is often the cafe : and even the fuckers^ 
taken off early the fame feafon^, are foinetimes 
forced into fruit a year too foon, when they 
ax£ kept too hot, or by receiving a great check 
in th^ growth. Thofe plants which are to 
produce fnijit the foUowipg^year, ihould now 

T be 
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fee ftiifted into the pots / where they are to re- 
main, if it was. not done in July ; for if they 
are diftarbed later in the feafon, they will not 
have time to make good roots before winter. 
This is to be underftood of fuch plants as are 
defigned to fruit in the pots : for thc^ which 
are to he planted in the tan in autumn, (hould 
not be difturbed at this feafon ; for they mufl: 
never be tranfplanted after they Ihew their fruit, 
as that will greatly jretard them, and caufe their 
fruit to be fmall. 

. The feveral kinds of hardy green-Jioufe 
plants fhouldnow be fliifted, and thofe whidi 
require it muft have larger pots ; for if. their 
roots are too much confined, and matted about 
the pots, they vvill grow mouldy and decay. 

When they are ftiifted, they fliould be placcxl 
in a fliady fituation until they have taken frefti 
root ; after which they may be expofed again 
to the fun until the time of houfing them : but 
you fliould not expofe them too mudi to ftrong 
winds, which will blow them out of the pots 
again, when they have been lately removed, 
unkfs they are fupported by ftakes. 
• You ftiould now take fome of the earth out 
of the tubs.or pots of Orange-trees, filling them 
up again witli rich frefli earth, which will en^- 
courage them to fupport theirfruitin winter. 
; 3 . Walk 
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Wafh and cleanfe the leaves ja«d ftems of youi* 
CofFee-trees, and other exotic plants from filth j 
which they are very fubjeft to contraft at this 
feafon ; and if it be not cleaned off will entice 
Vennin, to the great injury of jour plants. 

Toward the latter end of the month you may 
remove your Cereufes^ Euphorbiums, and other 
Very tender fucculent plants which have been 
• placed abroad, into the ftove again, or into the 
green-^houfe, to prote8: them from great rains or 
early froft 5 for at this feafon the nights begin 
^to grow cold, and there often happens much 
'rain, which is very injurious to thefe plants^ 
when they are cxpofed thereto ; but if the fea- 
fon is warm, they may continue abroad a fort- 
night longer. '

Garden. 

[3 H E middle of this month you 
© muft plant out your Cauliflower^ 
% plants which were fown in the 
y laft month, placing them cither 
upon old Cucumber or Melon-beds j for if 
they are put upon beds without any dung un- 
der them, the worms will draw them out of 
the ground j but if the feafon proves cold, and 
the plants are backward, it will be proper to 
make a flight bed with warm dung, which will 
bring them forward : the diftance which thefe 
plants fliould be allowed in thefe beds is three 
inches from row to row, and about two inches 
afunder in the rows, which will be fufficicnt 
foom for them to grow till toward the end of 
Oflober, which is the time when they muft 
^. trapfplanted again . into their winter-beds, 
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or in rows to' ho, covered with bell erf hand- 
giafies* ; * : 

Toward tlie middle of this month you mud 
fow.ibme feeds, of Gos, Cilicia, and Brown 
Dutck Lettuces^ to plant under frames or hdnd- 
glafles, which may be covered in fevere frofl: y 
io that if thofe on the warm » borders are de- 
ftrbyed, thefe mdy be p-efeiTed : and if tbofe 
ihould efcapc, thefe will come after them, and 
the tabic may be bettei; fupplied. 
. The Gardoons which were planted out ia 
June Ihould now.' be. earthed up ; in doing of 
which, you miift carefully tie up their leaves 
with an hay^batid^ tlieniay the earth up to 
each plant about eighteen inches high, being 
careful not to hwty their hearts. This work 
fliould always be performed in dry vveathen 
; You may now make Mufhroono^bed^s ; in 
doing of which j '.you muft obferve to m^akc' 
choice of fuch dongas hath lain about three 
weeks or a month on an heap, whereby its 
great heat is loft ; nor fhould the dung in- 
tended for this purpofe be thrown on an heap, 
to ferment, as is the praflice for hot- beds > be- 
caafe if it evejr is violently hot, it will not take 
the fpawn of the. .Muflirooms near fo well, as 
that dung whieli has not been much ferment-*" 
ed^ which is the reafon why fome perfons pre- 

T 4 fer 
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fer the dung of ftone horfes to that of othef! 
animals ; and let your knobs pf fpawn be laid to 
dry in a ftiady place a fortnight before you put 
them hito the bed. The particular dire£tions 
for making of thoie beds may be feen in the 
Gardeners Dictionary. 

Hoe and ckan Turneps, and the Spmach 
which was ibwn the lad month, from weeds, 
cutting out the plants where they are too clofe, 
obferving, if poflible, to do this in dry wea- 
ther, otherwife the weeds will take root again, 
and be very troublefome. You ihould alfq 
weed the beds of Onions, Carrots, Cauliflower, 
Cabbage plants, and Coleworts, which were 
fown the laft month 5 for if the weeds arc per^ 
mitted to grovy, they will fbon over-top the 
plants and fpoil them. 

Earth up your Celery as it advances in 
height, obferving always to dq it in dry wea^ 
ther ; and be careful not to earth it above thq 
hearts of the plants, becaufe that would pre^ 
vent its growing tall, and m^ny times <Kcafioji 
its rotting. 

The middle of this month you may fafely 
Jranfplant moft forts of perennial aromatic 
plants, as Rpfemary, Lavcindcr, Stoechas, (St 
yvjbich will take root again before the froft 
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comes on to prevent them ; )>ut this fhould bo 
done in moift weather. 

Continue to fow fmall Sallet^^herbs, fuch as 
Radifli, Turnep, Crefles, Muftard, Chervil^ 
Gfr. but as the cold increafes they fhould have 
a warmer fituation, otherwife the morning frofts 
will loofen the ground, and thereby turn their 
roots out to the air, whereby they will be dc- 
ftroyed. 

Gather ^U forts of feeds as they ripen, and 
fpread them to dry upon mats or cloths ; and 
then beat them out of their hufks, and put 
them up in a dry place until the feafons for 
lowing them« 

In moift weather you may tranfplant your 
pc^eyi'ort plants which were fown in July, into 
the places where they are to remain till fpring ; 
qind you ibould alfo tranfplant your Cabbage 
plants which were fown the beginning of Au- 
gufti that they may acquire iircngth before they 
are planted out for good. 

Tranfplant ibme of your late fown Endive 
on border^ under \yarm walls, pales, or hedges, 
to ftand till February before it is blanched; and 
in dry weather tie up fuch Endive as is full 
grown to blanch it for ufe; or if the plants 
are covered clofe with tiles or boards, they will 
l^lancb equally wdL 
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: if the feaibh fhould prdvfe dry, yoii fhould 
^y ater your laft crop of Cauliflowers, which 
will be fit for ufe the next month \ otherwiie 
then- heads will be very fmall, efpecially if the 
ground is dry.' 

Continue* to k^ep all your late drops^ clear 
from weeds \ for if they are not well cleaned 
before the great rains of autumn fall, it will be 
difficult to deftroy the weeds afterward ; for at 
this'feafon the weeds are generaily produced in 
plenty, * 

* Toward the latter end of this mofith you 
fb<»ild trarifplaht Lettuces of i^vcrallbrts upon 
warm borders, where they may remain to cab^. 
bage early in the fpring^ but *you may plant 
them pretty clofe together tft this feafon, be- 
caufe if they live through the winter j part o£ 
them may be trinfplanted out in the fpring 
into an open^fppt of ground, where they will 
grow larger than thofe left in the border, but 
will not be fit for ufe fo foon by a fortnight or 
three weeks^^ which is &rk advantage in having 
tliem continue fo much longer to fupply the 
table. 

At the end of this month yot^ may est down 
the haulm of Afparagus which i$ beginning to. 
wither, and clear the weedg ofFfrom tbe bed* 
into the alleys where they fhould be buriedt^ 

and 
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and th^ ^arth of the alleys (honld be laid up6fi 
the beds to new mould them 5 and where the 
(befis waiit dunging, there fhpuki be fomevcry 
rotten dung taken out of old Cucumber and 
Melpn-bedsj and laid upon the Afparagus-beds 
after the weeds? are hoed off, »nd then the.dung 
covered over with part of the earth from the} 
lalleys. 

If there fhoold happen much rain at this fea-^ 
Ion, your young CauMower pknts mufl: be 
protected therefrom ^ other wife it will caufe 
their ilem^ tO;. turn back> and the outer ^\tk 
will decay in a (hort time. This is what gar-? 
deners term black fhanked, 

Moft of your fijmraer crops being intkely 
cleared from oi^he ground, you fliould m 
dry weather hoe and clear the ground from 
weeds, which will prefe^ve it neat and clean 
until you fliali. prepare it for frefh crops, or 
till it is trenched up to lie till fpring ; . the 
fuff^iring of weeds to grow aifter the crops are 
taken off the ground, impoveriihes it, though 
the weedj? are npt fuffered to feed. 

At the end of this month yj^u may plant 

fomig Beans, and fow fome early Peas j the beft 

fort of Beans fo^ tliis purpofe are the Mazagan, 

jl) w^rij) borders y where, if they abid^ th^ 

' . winter. 
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^^ter, they will produce their crops early the 
fuoceeding fpring. 

Tranfplant your latter crop of Celery into 
drills, which at this feafon ihould always be 
planted on drier ground than the former Crops ; 
for as this is to remain till the fpring, fo it will 
be in danger of rotting on a very moift foil. 

You ihould now tranfplant the laft crop of 
Broccoli where it is to remain, that it may ac- 
quire ftrength before the froft comes on to 
check it y and you ihould draw earth up to the 
ftems of your former crops, which will greatly 
protect them from the frofl. 

There may now alfo be fome Carrot feeds 
fown upon warm borders, where, if they fur^ 
vive the winter, they will come early in the 
fpring, whereby the table may be fupplied with 
young Carrots for a month or iix weeks, be- 
fore thofe which are ibwn in the fpring will b^ 
fit for ufe. 

The Carrots which were fowh in the fields 
for feeding of fheep, or deer, &c. fhould, to- 
ward the end of this month, be drawn out of 
the ground and boufcd, to preferve them; 
thefe fhould lie four or five days to dry, then 
they fhould be properly flacked up in a good 
^ry barn, with dry fand laid between them to 
prevent their rottmg, and when hard frofl 
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comes on they fliould be covered with ftraw 
or dried Fern, to prevent their being frozen ; 
where this is pradtifed, theie roots will be an 
excellent winter and fpring pabulum for moft 
fort of cattle, but efpecially for fheep and 
horfes.

Work to be done in the Fruit-^Garpbn. 

Your fruits fhould now be gathered as they 
xipen, for thofe which are in eating this month 
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fddota cotitinuc long good ; bnt towattl the 
end of the month fomc forts of winter fruif 
will be fit to gather y hxsX you fhould always 
fuffer them to remain as long upon the trees as 
•the weather will permit, foT' when they are ga- 
thered too early their Ikins will fhrivel, fo the 
fruit will not keep well ; and there will be no 
danger of their fuffering upon the trees until 
the mornings begin to be frofty , when you muft 
.not let the fruit hang longer, efpecially the 
melting Pears ; becaufe if the f roft fliould pinch 
tiieir (ki«s, it will greatly injure them. You 
muft always obferve to. gather your fruit when 
they and the leaves of the trees are perfcftly 
dry, otherwife it will not keep. 

The Grapes of the vineyard whidi are now 
almoft Tipe, muft be guarded from birds, 
otherwife they will make great havoek of them 
^where they are fuffered to feed upon them 
without moleftation ; and where the birds 
have pecked any of the Grapes, the flies and 
wafps will inymediately attack them, and eat 
them up. . ,^ • 

Tranfplant Strawberries, Rafpberries, Goofe- 
berries, and Currants, towards the end of this 
month, if the weather proves moift, otherwife 
it will be better to defer it until the beginning 
bf the flext month : and ^this is the bc'ft feafon 
i to 
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to plant cutting? of Goof^pries and Currant?, 
which will take root and make better plants 
than thofe Which are propagated by fuckers. 

Your f ruitHrces againft the wall of your 
forcing-frame rauft now be pruned and trained 
clofe to the wall or efpalier, that their buds 
may be preparing before the fcafon for applying 
the heat. 

You fliould now prepare the ground where 
fruit-trees are defigned to be planted the next 
month, that it may lie to mellow and fwcetea^ 
^nd where new borders. are made, the ground 
will have time to fettle before, the trees are 
planted ; but if the borders were prepared in 
the former month, the ground (hould he now 
turned over ^ again, which will prevent the 
growth of weeds, and be pf great fervice in 
expofing the earth to the air, and hereby the- 
clods will be brokjen and rendered fit to receive 
the treqs.

The middle or lirtfcer end bf this montii, you 
ihay plant cuttings of Laurel in ftiady borders^ 
obferving tb,waterthem frequently in dry wea- 
ther, which will promote their taking root 3 
for at this feafon there is little danger of their 
growing, provided they are duly watered. 

You may alio plant cuttings of Honey fuckFesi 
Goofeberries, Currants, and feveral other hardy 
trees and flirubs, which will grow from cut- 
tings, for at this feafon th«y geiierally fUcceed 
better than in the fpring; 

The ground where yoii intend to plant 6u€ 
jrour young flocks for fruit-trees, and other 
hardy trees and fhrubs fhould now be well 
dug (if it was not done the former month,) 
diat the rain niay foak into it, and moiften \t 
before the trees ar^ planted. 

Toward the end of the month you may be- 
gin to trinfplaht fome forts of fruit-trees> fcH 
reft-trces, hdrdy fhrubs, &€. obferving to xe- 
inovc thofe firft #hofe leaves are moft decayed 1 
but if the feafon fhould prove dry, it will be

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The layers of Pinks, Carnations, and Sweet- 
Williams, which have not been tranfplanted 
from the old roots the former month, fhould be 
no longer deferred ; becaufe if they are not 
planted early in September, they will not have 
time enough to take root before the frofty wea- , 
ther comes on, fo that they will be in danger 
of fuffering thereby. 

Plant early Tulips . in a warm fituation, 
where they may be defended from cold winds j 
in which places they will flower in March, or 
earlier, according as the feafon is more or leis 
forward. 

The choice Hyacinth roots ftiould now be , 
planted j in doing of which, after having pre- 
pared the beds witb gdtod earth (mixed up ac- 
cording to the direflions given in the Gar- 
DEiiERs Dictionary,) about three feet deep, 
you fhould take the earth out of the beds 
about fix or eight inches deep 5 then make the 
bottom level, and draw the lines lengthwife 
anda:crofs the, beds, at the diftance which the 
roots are to be placed, that they riiay ftand 
equally in rows ; then place the roots upright 
exaftly in the middle of each fquare, and lay 
the earth on them gently, being careful not ta 
difplace the roots : thefe beds muft be filled up 
about five inches thick with earth above the top 
6 of 
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of the bulbs. This is a much better method 
of planting jhefe roots, than that of making 
holes for each root with a dibble or other in- 
ftrument. 

The Bojc-e^gings which are grown too thick 
' ihould now be taken up and parted, planting 
it down again according to the dire6tions given 
in the Gardeners Dictionary j and thofe 
edgings which were planted the laft feafon, 
and have not fucceeded well, may now be re-p 
paired. 

Prepare the beds for the choice Anemo- 
nies, Ranunculufes, and Tulips, the beginning 
of this month, if it was not done the laft, 
for the earth fhould be allowed fome time to 
fettle before the roots are planted ; otherwife 
it will fettle unequally afterwards, when there 
will be danger of lofing the roots in thofc 
places where the beds fettle in holes, becaufe 
the wet will be detained there, which, will rot 
them. 

The beginning of the month you fliould 
plant fome of your ordinary double Anemonies 
in warm borders, where they may be fcreened 
from cold winds 5 in which places they will 
flower early in the Ipring, provided the feafbji 
prov^ f;»vourable.

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Slip and plant out Pdlyanthufes, Primrofes, 
London Pride, Thrift, Doable Catchfly, Pinks, 
Peach-leaved Bell-flower, Scarlet Lychnis, Rofe 
Campion, Daifies, Double Camomile, Double 
Ragged Robin, Feverfew, and all forts of hai*dy 
fibrous-rooted plants which are propagated by 
patting their roots 3 obferving to clofe the 
earth faft to their roots when you plant them, 
otherwife the woi'ms will draw them out of the 
ground. 

Cut down the ftalks of fuch flowers as are 
decayed, and where they are not to be tralif- 
planted, dig the ground about them, and add 
fome rotten dung or frefti earth to the borders, 
which will greatly ft:rengthen their idots. 

You may yetfow the feeds 6f Irifes, Tulips, 
Crown Imperials, Hyacinths, Fritillarias, Col- 
chicums. Cyclamens, Ranuhculufes, Ancmo- 
nies, and moft other bulbous and tuberofe- 
rooted flowers j though it were better if done 
the middle of the laft month, efpccially if the 
feafon was moifl:, otherwife it is as well this 
month, provided it be done early. Thefe 
feeds fliould be fown in pots or tabs filled 
with light frefh earth, and the feeds fhould 
be fown pretty thick, obferving not td cover 
them too thick with earth, efpecially the Ra.- 
llunciUufes and Anemonies, whofe feeds are 

. very 
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Tery thin and fubje6t to rot, if buried too 
deep. Thefe pots or tub3 muft be placed to 
have only the morning, fun until the beginning 
of the next month, when they muft be removed 
into a warmer fituation. But if the feafbn 
fhould prove dry, they ihould be refreshed 
gently with water. , 

. Sow the feeds of Auriculas and Polyanthufes 
in pots or boxes of light rich earth, being very 
careful not to bury the feeds too deep j which 
often deftroys them, or at leaft will caufe them 
to remain in the ground until the fecond (pring, 
before- the plaijts will come up. 

•Toward the latter end of the month yo.u 
may' plant your choice Anemonies, Ranuncu- 
iufes,' and Tulips, obferving always to do it in 
fhowery weather when the earth is not over 
dry J for if it fhould continue dry weather any 
confiderable tifne after / the roots are planted, 
they will grow mouldy and decay. Thefe 
roots muft.be planted about fix or eight inches 
afundcr, and the Anemonies and Rununculufes 
fhould be covered about two or three inches 
with earth, according as it is light or heavy, 
over the top of their roots ; but the Tulips 
ftiouldhave at leaft fix inches'oi" earth above 
their roots, which will caufe them to .flower 
very ftrong, , * . .

Toward the end pf the mopth ypu m4y 
tranfplant mofl forts of hardy flpwcirij^g tree| 
and fhrubs, which yfiiX fucce^ better wheij 
they are removed at tlhis fe^fpn, thaa in thc^ 
fpring, efpecially iippn dry grounds, and will 
not require fp inuch watering the fpUowing 
fummer : fpr they will, at this feafpn, tf^ke 
root in a ihort jime -, an4 fo being well roote^ 
t)efore.the drought pf the fprjng comes pn^ 
there will be little danger of their mifcar rying 
thereby. 

This is a proper feafon fpr parting and 
tranfplanting all the forts of Flag-leaved Iriifc?,

You may alfo part the roots of the early flow- 
ering Afters and Golden-rods, whofe ftalks are ' 
beginning to wither j and plant Aem out into 
large borders, allowing them proper room^^ 
ptherwife their roots wijl Ipread over whatever 
plants ^row n^ear them, but the late flowering 
J^iods ftiould not be removed before the latter 
end of next month. 

This is the bed feafon iov tranfplanting aH 
^rts of hardy wood phmts and flowers into 
wildernefe quarters, where they wiH make a 
fine appe2^rance the Ipring following. 

It is alfq the beft feafon to tranfplant Laurels, 
I^auruftinufes, and Arbutus 5 for the Laurels 
jiow begin to prepare their buds for the next 
year's flioots, imd the other two begin now to 
jprpduce their flowers : fo thaf the fooner they 
^e planted when the rains begin to hUX in the

Work to he done in the Green-Housb 

and Stove. 

The very tender forts of fucculent plants 
which were removed out of the ftove in fum^ 
mer, muft now be carried into the green-houfe 
for a fortnight, efpccially if the feafon proves 
wet, or the nights cold ^ for by the favourable^ 
nefe of the weather, thefe plants arc fometimes 
permitted to remain abroad until the end of 
this month ; when at other times the weather 
is often fo bad, as to render it neceffary to carry 
them in at the beginning or middle of the 
month J for much wet is very prejudicial to 
|:hem, ajid fmall morning frofts would deftroy 
or greatly damage many of them : therefore 
every one (hould be direfted by the feafon, 
whfen to renaoye thefe plants into the J^oufc. 

' . " If 
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If the bark-beds in which the Pine-apples 
are plunged have loft: their heat, they ihcnild 
be refrefhed, by ftirring the bark up witfi a fork, 
and adding fome freih tan thereto, which will 
renew the heat; and if the ni^its prove cold^ 
the glafles Ihouldbp carefully covered, that the 
plants maybe kept in a growing ftate; for it 
is better to keep them in the frames until the 
, middle or end of Oftober, if the feafon be not 
too cold, than to place them in the fbve too 
early: becauie, whenever you remove them 
into the ft:oye, there muft be fires made every 
night, which will often dry the earth in the 
pots fo faft that they will require to be fre- 
quently watered, which is not fo proper for 
thefe plants at this feafon : but this is to be un- 
derft:ood of fuch plants only aa are placed in a 
dry ftove in winter ; for thofe jdants which are 
defigned to be plunged into a bark^bed in the 
ftove, may be removed thither toward the end 
of the month ^ at which time the tan muft 
be renewed with a fufficient quantity of that 
which is new, that it may retain a warmth 
through the winter j and thofe plants which 
are to be planted into the tan for the aext 
year's fruit, fhould now be fliaken out of the 
pots and planted as they are deiigned to re- 
main, that th^y may make good roots before 

winter^ 



winter, for upon this depends their producing 
large fruit. 

Toward the latter end of this month the 
Orange-trees {hoiild be removed into thegreen-** 
houfe, obferving always to do it in a dry day^ 
when the leaves have no moifture upon them, 
and place them thinly in the houfe, and as near 
die windows as poffible ; for there will be no 
cccalion for placing them as they are to ftand 
during the winter, until the Myrtles and other 
hardy plants are brought into the houfe, which 
need not be done until the middle or end of 
Gftober, unlefs the nights fhoirfd prove very 
cold and frofty ; for the longer thefe plants can 
be kept abroad the better they will thrive, and 
be in lefs danger of fuiFering in winter -, but 
if the Orange-trees are kept . abroad too long, 
their leaves will change to a pale yellowifh co-^ 
lour ; and when this happens, they rarely reco- 
ver their verdure till the following fummer. 

The other . kinds of exotic plants which are 
to be placed in the ftove, or in glafs-cafes where' 
conftant fires are not neceffaryi muft be re-^ 
moved into Ihelter as the feafon grows cold^ 
beginning with the tcnderefl: firft, and fo pro-' 
ceed QH to the more hardy kinds -, and never 
place them in exaft order until they are allj 
boiifed. ■

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The latter end of this month, or the begin- 
ning of the next, the tan-beds in the ftov^ 
fhould be prepared to receive the; tendereft 
exotic plants, which fliould be placed therein 
when the bark begins to warm 5 but care mpft 
be taken not to fuffer the bark . to heat vion 
lently, for. that would injure the roots of iho 
plants, and endanger their health j becaufei' 
when they receive damage at this feafon, it is 
almoft impoffible to recover them in winter j 
therefore if the bark fhould be found too hotj 
the pots mufl: not be plunged therein until thR 
heat be abated. 

When the exotic plants are placed in the 
boufe, care fliould be taken to pick off all de- 
cayed leaves from them, and clear their leaves 
and branches from fiUh pr infe6ls, which, if 
permitted to remain upon them, will greatly in- 
jure them \ and the earth in the pots fhould be 
loofened with a fmall trowel, being careful not 
to injure, the roots of the plants 5, and where, 
the. ft?ms or branches of the plants hav^ cpn-. 
tra6ted filth, they ihould be well cleaned -before 
they are placed in the ftoye. ^ . • , ^ . .

I|IICH Aipart^us-beds as, were not- 
^ drefled in the former month, 
p Ihould now be done by cutting 
\ down the withered haulm, and 
: weeds from off the beds into the 
alleys \ then dig the alleys, and caA -the earth 
over the beds, burying the weeds in the alleys; 
but where the beds want manuring, which 
they fliould have annually, there ihould be 
fome very rotten dung laid over them after the 
weeds are cleaned off, and then the earth of 
the alleys fliouId be fpread thereon. When 
this is finiflied, there may be one row of Cab- 
bage or Colewort plants planted in the middle 
of each alley, where in fevere wirUers tfacfe 
will often efcape, wHeo. thple planted on the- 
level ground are defiroyed j and as they will 

be 
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be taken away in March, by the time the 
Afparagus-beds arc drilled in the qsritfgj, they 
will not injure it in the leaft. 

In^dry weather>contii)ue to earth^p Celery 
and CardoQ^ to blanch them, and draw up 
fome Endiye, which is full g^own, to plant 
down on the fides of the ridges to whiten, 
becauie the cold at thi$ feaipn increaiing, will 
injure it where it remains above ground tied up 
to blanchj as was direfted in the former 
lilohthj efpecially if it prove frofty ; but in 
mild fcalbns the Endive which is tied iip> will 
continue good till the middle of next month. 

Tranlplant brown Dutch, and common Cab-^ 
bage Lettuces^ upon warm borders, near walls, 
pales^ or hedges^ to abide the winter ; as you 
may alio fome Cos^ Cilicia, and Imperial Let- 
tuces ; but it will be proper to plant fome of 
aH thefe forts upon beds, to be covered with 
frames or mats in winter, becaufe if th'd froft 
fliould be very fevere, it will deftroy the Cos 
and Cilicia Letftices, Where they 4re expdfed 
to the* open air* But thofe plants which are 
put undef^ frames, fhould be fmalter than^hofc 
planted iii open bwders, bec&uf6; the l^ge 
plants, when covered, will be apt' to be tpc> 
fbrwkrd in mild wiritcrif* ^^c .. y 

X a The 
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The Spinach, Carrots, . Oftiong^. Gf^. which 
were fown the end of July, or in Auguft, muft 
now be kept clean froni weeds, for if the weeds 
are permitted to grow, they will over-run and 
fpoil the crops, efpecially the Spinach, which 
will rot off wherever the weeds fpread over it. 

Plant Beans and fow Pea§ upon dry, grounds, 
and in warm fituations, whigh fhould be re- 
peated twice J the fiift at the beginning, and 
the other at the end of this month ; becaufe if 
the firft fhould be too forward to ftand the win- 
ter, the other being put into the ground later, 
may fucceed. 

Toward^ the end of this month, tranfplant 
the Cauliflower plants into the places where 
they *are to abide the winter ; fome of which 
fhould be put under bdl or hand-glaffes, if 
you have any, obferving to plant two plants 
under each glafs, becaufe if one of them fhould 
fail, the other will be fufficient; for in the 
fpring, if they both live through the winter, 
one plant mufl be tranfplanted out. Thefe 
plants which are put under glafFes, will come 
earlier, than thofe which are' wintered in beds, 
and tranfplanted out in the fpring, by a fort- 
night, or more. You may alfo plant fome of 
thefe plants on warm borders, near walls, pales, 
or hedges, where, if the winter doth not prove 

very 
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very fev^re, they will'' Hand very welL But 
thofe plants which are for the general crop, 
fhould be planted under frames to fecure them 
againft hard froft. 

The Cabbage plants which were fawn in 
the beginning of Auguft, fhould now be tranf- 
planted out for good (efpecially thofe of the 
early kind 3) but it v/ill be proper to have fome 
plants in a warm fituation referved, left the 
froft fhould deftroy thofe which are planted 
out in the full ground j or if any of thefe now 
planted out, run up to feed in the fpring, 
which is frequently the cafe in mild feafons, or 
when the feed is fown too early, there may be 
a fupply of plants to niake them good. As to the 
Long-fided Cabbage, which is a later fort, that 
need not be planted put for good till February. 

Where any beds of Welfh or common Oni- 
ons were fown, they fhould be cleaned from 
weeds, for at this feafon the * blades of the 
Welfh Onions will intirely decay, fo that be- 
fore the culture of them was fully known^^ 
many perfons have fuppofed the Onions were 
dead and dug up the beds ; but when they 
are fuffered to, remain in fix weeks or two 
months after, they will come up again very 
ftrong; and refift the fevereft froft ; fo that 
when aU tl\e comrnon fort of Onion i§i deij^yed

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by the cold, thefe will rttnain^ which was ^ 
occafion cf thdr being fe much cultivated in 
gardens near London fi>me years Qnce ; but 
their ftrong flavour renders them le^ eileemed 
than^ other ibrt, fo ^t of kte yeanf they 
have not been fo generally propagated* 

"Km-^muft now fow all forts of Sallcfeherbs 
iipon^mbd^fate hot*bed$» either under frames, 
or arched over with hoops, where they may be 
cowred with mats or frames, to protcft them 
from froft, otherwife they will be in danger 
of being deftroyed thereby, as foon as they ap- 
pear above ground j but where there are many 
bell or hand-glafles, the feeds may be fown un-f 
der them, notwithftanding the two Cauliflower 
plants which are there planted ; for if the feeds 
are not fown too near the ftems of the plants^ 
or the falletting be not fufiered to remain too 
Ipng about them, it will not injure them, this 
being conftantly pra61:iled by the gardeners near 
iondon with good fuccefs. 

Some of the Colewort plants, which were 
late fown, fhduld now be planted out where 
they are to remain for fpring ufe, that they 
may fuccc^ thofe which were planted out the 
former Ihdnth.

Toward the end joi this month forac of the 
leaves of the Artichokes -(hould be. cut clofe to 
the furfa^e of the earth, and the ground be- 
tween them fhould be trenched, obferving to 
lay a good ridge, of earth over each row of 
plants, to prote6t them from froft, hut by no 
means lay any new dung about them, as is by 
fome unfkilful pcrfons too often pra6lifcd, 
which renders the plants hard and woody in 
the fpring, and caufes them to produce fmaU 
and ill^nouriftied heads ; but where the ground 
wants amendment, there {hould be feme very 
rotten dung buried between the rows, wlien 
the ground is trenched, which will greatly 
ilrengthen the plants. But if the feaibn is likely 
to tontinue mild, this work had better be de- 
ferred^ a. njolithlaten

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You may now fow fdme Radifhes upoa^ 
warm borders, to come early in the fpring \ 
and if^fome Carrot-feed is mixed with the Ra- 
difli-ieed, if the Radifhes (hould be deftrc^d, 
the Carrots may ftand, and coxxxf:, ^x\j in thp 
ipring. v ^ • ? 

Make Ibme moderate hot-beds to plant Mint 
and Tanfey upon, that both forts may be ^icx 
ufe by Chriftmas, when they are often require^ 
at the table ; and thefe beds will continue • to 
produce, until thofe in the open air come in^ 
provided they are fecured from froft. 

Make hot-beds for Afparagus, when it is 
required to have it at table in December j but 
where' it is not wanted fo early, it is better 
to ftay until December or January, before the 
beds are made, for the Afparagus will not be 
near fo large, nor well coloured, which is 
produced in the middle of winter, when there 
is little fun, as thofe which come in February, 
and after ; but in fbme families Afparagus is 
required all the winter, therefore there muft b9 
one bed, at leaft, made in this month. 

The Mufhroom-beds muft be now carefully 
guarded from wet and froft, either with frames 
pnd glaffes, or with thatch ; for if the wet foaks 
into the beds, it will deftroy them.

The middle or latter end of this-month is a 
good time for to prune Peach-trees^ JVe^arines, 
Apricots, and Vines, which is mufch better than 
to ftay until the fpring, as is the common 

praflice j 
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pria€)ik:<^i for if tiWs work be performed early 
in autumn, the wounds wilifaeal over before 
any hard froft comes on to injure the fhoots, 
fo they will be in no danger of injury there- 
from 5 and by cutting off all the ufelefs branches 
a| this ftftjfon, and (horteniii|g thofe which are 
defign«d to bet Jeft, the trees will be the ftrongcr, 
and the bloi&m buds will be better nouriflied ; 
for when the fhoots are left to their full length 
till fpring, th^ buds upon the upper part of 
the branches will be larger and more turgid 
than thofe upon the lower part : the fap flow- 
ing more plentifully towards the ends of the 
fiioots, whereby the buds below upon thofe 
parts of the fhoots, wliich are defigned to be 
left for bearing, are thereby rendered weaker: 
befides by pruning at this feafon, the borders 
]Enay be dug and made clean before winter, 
wherpby there will be lefs bufinefs to do in the 
fpringt when the ground is to be cropt; (o 
that the Iboner this work is done, when the ' 
leaves begin to fall, the better. 

You may alfo prune Pears, Apples, and 
Plums, which wor|c may he continued until 
the latter end of the next month, according as 
the feafon proves favourable ; but this work 
. (hould never be performed in hard frofly wea- 
ther, becaufe then the fhoots which are weak, 

are 
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arc fubjcft to perifli at thofe places where they 
arc cut. » * , 

This month the Grapes in the vineyard 
fhould be gathered, which IhouM always be 
done in dry weather, when there is no moif- 
tare on the Vines j you fhould alfo be careful 
not to put any unripe or decayed Grapes 
among the good ones, • for thofe will fpoil the 
wine. 

Thofe Grapes which are defigned to be pre- 
fcrvcd for the table in winter, after thofe upon 
the Vines are gone, ihould now be cut, with a 
joint of the Vine to each bunch, and hung up 
in rows, fo as not to touch each other, in a 
warm room, where fires are pretty conftantly 
kept in winter, in which places they will keep 
till February, 

If the foil of the garden is dry, this is the 
beft feafon for tranfplanting all forts of fruit- 
trees ; and if the trees arc to be purchafed from 
nurfery-gardens, you may have much greater 
choice of plants now than in the fpriiig, when 
the nyrferies are generally cleared of the beft 
trees : in the clwice of them, take fuch as are 
upon young ftocks, which have not been headed 
down, and whofe grafts or buds are of one 
year's growth ; nor fhould thofe trees which 
?ire defigned for walls or efpaliers be cut dpwn 

untU 
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until the fpring, their roots only fhould be 
pruned, and all the fmall fibres intirely cut ofF; 
for if thefe are left on, they foon grow mouldy 
and perifli, frequently injuring the new fibres 
which are fent out from the roots. After the 
trees are planted, their branches fhould be 
faftened to the wall, pale^ efpalier, or other-^ 
wife to flakes, to prevent their being loofened 
by the winds j and fome mulch fhould be laid 
upon the furface of the ground about their 
roots before winter, to prevent the froft from 
penetrating to them^ but this- mulch need not 
be laid about the trees, until there is danger 
of hard frofl, becaufe where the mulch is laid 
about them early, and pretty thick, it will 
keep out the autumnal rams, and thereby do 
more hurt than good. 

Plant Goofeberries, Currants, Rafpberries, 
and Strawberriesi that they may tike root be- 
fore winter; for many of thofe which are 
planted at this feafon, will produce fruit the 
foUowhig fummer; whereas, when they are 
planted in the fpring, they have feldom ftrength 
enough to produce any (or at kail very few) 
until the fecond year. 

You may now tranfplant flocks of all kinds 
of fruit into the nurfery, to graft or bud the 
mofl generous*^ kinds of fruit upon i in doing 

of 
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of which, if you obferve to mulch the ground 
abdut their roots before winter to keep the 
froft out, it will be of great fervice to them. ' 

The old beds of Strawberries fhould now be 
dreffed ; in doing of which, they fliould be' 
cleaned from weeds, and the firings or runners 
taken off clofe to the ftems of the plants ; then 
the alleys (hould be dug, and after breaking 
the earth fine, it fhould be fpread over the 
beds between the plants, being careftfl not to 
bury them. The rows of Rafpberries fhould 
alfb be now planted, and thofe old ones which 
are intended to remain fhould be pruned, cut- 
ting out the old wood, and the ground be- 
tween the rows fhould be dug, which will 
make the [^aot neat, and greatly encourage 
the plants. 

The Currant buflies may now be pruned, 
and their branches may be tied up with a 
withy, and thfe gr&uiKl between theni dug, 
which may be plaiiited with Cdeworti or Cab- 
bage plants; to fttl^afin till fyringi in wfiich 
"place th«^ will fiiaetimes abide the winter, 
when th^y tan* ditftf<yjfed-in more dpeft fitua- 
tions ; for the Cfirraht bufhes ^rH prevent the 
froft frdm peflelritirig lo deep into the ground, 
as it will where, the ground is intirely clear: 
y9it may alfo ptune',Goofeb»ry btifhesj ihd dig 

up 
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lip the ground between them; and, where 
there is room, you may pknt fome of the hke 
forts of plants, which will be taken off the 
ground in the fpring, before the bufhes put 
out their leaves> and by digging of the ground 
the fruit of both forts will be greatly im- 
proved. 

Preferve the ftones or kernels of fuch forts 
of fruit as you intend to fow to propagate 
for flocks in fandj until the feafon for fowing 
them ; but you muft place them out of the way 
of mice and rats, whicH^ will dcftroy them if 
they get to them j and, whenever you put any 
of them into the ground, the fame caution 
muft be obferved, for thefe vermin will foon 
dcftroy your kernels, whe^e they can conie to 

-them, if they are not prevented. 

You fhould now gather ^11 forts of winter 
fruit ; but this (hould always be done when the 
trees arc perfedlly dry, otb^rwife the fruit will 

*not keep fo well. Your chmce forts of winter 
Pears fboutd be laid in ain heap in a dry place, 
for about a fortnight or three 'weeks, to fweat ; 
after which time they fhould be carefully wiped 
dry, and each ibrt put up into a fepars^te bafket, 
with paper put round the fide aiKi the bottom 
of each, as alfo over the frUit, to exclude the 
external air 3 in whi^h method they will kw^ 

much 
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much better than where they are Ipread thin 
on fhelves, and expofed to the air, whereby 
their ikins will become flaccid ; and if fome 
of the moft choice forts are each wrapped in 
white paper, it will prevent their touching each 
other, and prefcrve them longei*.

The beginning of this month continue to 
trench the ground for planting out young 
flocks, to ingraft ah4 bud the feveral forts of 
fruits upon ; as alfo to plant out flowering 
ihrubsy and other wildemefs trees. And about 
the middle of the month you may begin tranf- 
planting of them into quarters, placing them 
in rows, : allowing them a proper diftancc, ac- 
cording to their feveral growths. 
, This month is., the moft proper feafon for 
tranfplaming moft forts of hardy trees, efpeci- 
ally in dry foils \ for at this time they will fbon 
pufhoutnew roots, whereby they will beefta- 
blifhed before the drought of the fucceeding 
fummer, fo will be in much lefs danger of fuf-' 
fering than thofe tranfplanted in the fpring. 
But you muftbe^ careful to ftake all ftandard 
trees ; and thofe planted againft walls, pales, ot 
ctfpaliers, fhould be faftened thereto, otherwife 
the wind will turn thern afide and difplace 
them> by which the tender 'fibres, which are 
newly pufhed out from their roots, will fuffef 
much, to the great injury of the trees. 
,• In dry weather carry dung into fuch parts o( 
the nur^ry where it is wanted, and fpread it

Upon the farface o£ the ground round the ftems 
of young trees ; this will keep the firofl^out of 
the ground, and the rains of winter will wafh 
\a the falts to die roots of the trees ; and in the 
fpring, when the ground isxdug betweoi th4 
trees, the dung may be buried. 

You may now put intp beds the &dnes of 
Muflel Plums for ftocfcs, ohfervinig tjo cover 
them an inch thick with light earthy and then 
lay fome Tight mulch over the farface of the 
b^d, to keep out th6 froft, and prevent the 
mice from getting to them. 

This is the proper feafon to foVir Acorns, 
which will fprout if they are kept long out of 
the ground, and are thereby fpoiled. You may 
alib fow Beech-maft as foon as it is ripej for 
this will not keep good long out of the ground* 
Hawthorns of all forts, Yewbenies, and Hips 
of Rofes, fhould now be fown, obferving to 
cover the beds, as was direfted for the Mu&l 
Plums : thsfe feeds fown at this feafon, wilt 
often come up the fucceeding fpring, whereas- 
thofe fown in the fpring, if they do grow, will 
not come up until the fpring following \ But 
many people dig a trench in the ground about 
a foot de^p, and lay the Haws, Hips, and HoUy- 
' berries therein, covering them over with earth 
pretty thick^ letting theta itmdki <nie year > 
' - then 
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then they take them out^ and fow them in beds 
the following Oi5lober, and the plants will 
fcome up the fpring after. 
' This is alfo'the-beft feafon f<?r fowing'all \S\t 
forts of Maple-feed ; for thofe which are kept 
but of the ground till fpring rarely grow, ^r 
at feaft not until the yedr after. 

Prune all forts of fdreft-trees and flowering 
Ihrubs ; in doing of which, all rude branches 
fiibiild be cut off clofc to the ftetns, and hot 
leave fpurs^ as is too often pra6Hfed j which will 
render them Very unfightly ; there (hould alfd 
be care taken to leave a - fufficient quantity of 
branches on the ftems of ;youtig ftandard treesj 
tO' detain the fap fdr the augmentation of their 
trunks^ otherwife they will not be ftrong enough 
to fupport their heads. 

Now is the befi: tinle to riiake layers of ElmSi 
Limes, and all other hardy trees and fhrubs 
which fhed their leaves in winter ; the doing of 
which at this feafon, wHl greatly promote their 
taking root ; for the moiftore in winter will fet- 
'tie the ground about them, and prepdrc them 
'for pufhing ,out roots early in the fpr mg. 

Take off the layers of Elrns, Linles, and 

father foreft-trees, or lowering flirubs, which 

Were laid down the former year ; then pruiire 

theif roots, and plant them in rows in the nur- 

' ' ' Y 2 feryv 
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feiy. You may now plant out lUcfeers of Li- 
lacs, Rofes, and fuch other flowering trees and 
fhf ubs, which are propagated this way, into the 
nurfery, where they may remain two years, to 
get ftrength before they are placed where they 
are to remain. 

Plant cuttings of the feveral forts of Hoppy- 
fuckles, Laurels, Portugal Laurel, and other 
hardy trees and fhrubs : thefe fhoiilcj be planted 
in a loamy foil, where they will fucceed much 
better than in a light, rich, or fandy ground. 

This month is a proper feafon for planting 
tlie cuttings of Plane-trees, Poplar-trees, and 
Alders : thefe fhould be planted in a moift 
ground, but not in very wet foils ; and, in 
making the cuttings, a knot of the former 
year's wood fhould be preferved at the bottom 
of each. When this is obferved, few of thefe 
cuttings will fail. . 

The beft forts of Goofeberries and Currants 
may now be propagated from cuttings, which, 
if properly chofen, and carefully planted at this 
feafon, will make good plants in one year, and 
the plants fo taifed are much preferable tp 
flickers. ' 

Lay dowii the fhoo.ts of Lauruftipus ?ind 
Phillyrea this month; the former^ oiF thefe 
will be rooted well in one year, but the latter 

fliould 
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fliould rettiain two years before <bey ; jir^ 
difturbed. . - 1 

Work to be done in the Flower- G'a r p e n» 






'The middle or latter end of this months 
finifh planting all the forts of flower roots^ 
which are defigned to be put into the ground 
before Chriftmas \ as Tulips, Anemonies, Ra7 
nunculufes, Crocufes, Jonquils, Hyacinths, 
Narciffufes, Bulbous Irifes, Martagons, Orange 
Lily, and all fuch as have been kept above 
ground fince their leaves decayed in fummer 5 
for if any of thefe roots are fufFered to remain 
in the ground a few weeks after their leaves 
are decayed, they will pufh out frefli fibres, 
when it will be too late to take them up. Nor 
fhouldi thefe roots remain long out of the 
ground, for if fome of the forts are kept long 
out of the ground,, they will decays fo that 
fuch bulbous-rooted flowers as were not taken 
up at the proper feafon, fliould not be now 
difl:urbed^ left: thereby they fliould be deftrpyed ; 
or, if they do live, they will be fo much 
weakened, as to prevent their flowering, the 
following fummer, and fomctimes they are two 
or three years before they recover*

far advanced to permit their ihoc^s to grow 
ftroi^^ their leaves will often decay and fall 
QfF.

* If this month fhould prove dry and frofty, 
you muft carry dung intp the quarters of the 
kitchen-g*rden, that it may be ready when you 
want to dig the ground^ which will forward 
your affairs greatly.

If in the former month could not be com- 
pleated tranfplanting all the trees in the nurferyy 
tbat work may be continued the hegipjnn^ of 
this ; for when this is compleated early in th? 
feafon, new fibres will pufh out from their roots 
before winter ; whereas all fuch trees as are 
planted at the end of this month, or in the two 
foUawing months Ibldom put out roots uipLtil 
the fpring : the ground being then rendered 
cold, vegetation is at a fland, till the warmth of 
the fpring puts the juices into motion 9gain. 

This is the time to lay (bme mulch upon the 
furface of the ground abput the fteras of the 
new pla^ited trees, to prevent th? froft frptr^ 
penetrating to their roots, which often deftroys 
the young fibres, and greatly weakens^ and in 
very wet ground frequently kills the trees. 

. Continue to carry dung into fuch parts o£ 
the nurfery as require it^ when it is di:y weai- 
ther, arid fpread it upon the fuiface of the 
ground between the trees, that the rain in 
winter may wafh the falts into the ground be- 
fore it is dug up in the fpring. 

Where new plantations are intended to be 
made in the fpring, the ground ftiould now be 

prepared 
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prepared by trenching of it well, and laying it 
in ridges, that the froft may mellow it. 

Faften all new planted trees with ftakes, ^c. 
that the ftrong winds of this feafon may not 
difplace them. 

Where there iare hardy exotic trees ot 
Ihrubs in pots, they fhould now be plunged 
either into the earth, or fome old tan-bed in d 
Warm fituation, to prevent the froft from freez- 
ing the roots through the fides of the pots, 
which is often dfeftru^tive to them while they 
are young. 

The beds of ytiuhg feedling exotic trees anc! 
fhrubs fhould now be protcfted from fevere 
froft, by plunging the pots in the manner be^ 
fore mentioned^ and by arching of them over* 
with hoops, and covering of them with mats 
before the froft is fevere^ or by laying fome 
Peas-haulm, or other light covering over them % 
which coverings fhould always be taken oft' in' 
ttiild weather.

Cut down the ftalks of fuch late flowering 
plants as now begin to decay, and rake over the 
borders of the pleafure-garden to ftir the fur- 
face of the ground, which will prevent weeds 
and Mofs from growing thereon • but be very 
careful not to fl:ir the earth too deep, left the 
roots which are under ground fhould be there- 
by injured. 

If the feafon continues mild you may yet 
tranfplant Peonies^ Monk's-hood, Flag-leaved 
Irifes, and many other knobbed-rooted plants, 
as affo Lychnifes, Veronicas, Cantejbury-bells^ 
London Pride, Fraxinella, Gentianella, Yellow 
Gentian, Late flowering Starworts and Golden- 
rods, Wall^flowers, French Honeyfuckle, Ho- 
nefty, Double Rocket, Double Rofe Campion, 
and other hardy fibrous-rooted plants, though 
this would have been better if performed the 
former month ; becaufe if the froft fliould fet 

in 
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in foon after they are planted, it will prevent 
their taking root. 

The beds of feedling bulbous-rooted flowers 
Avhich were not removed the laft feafon, (hould 
be yaked over, to prevent weeds and Mofs from 
growing thereon, if it was not done the former . 
months \ and fome frefh earth (hould be fpr^ad 
over their furfacc, as alfo fome tanners bark, 
to prevent the froft from injuring the roots 5 
and when there is danger of very fevere froft, 
if the beds are covered over with fome rotten 
tan, it will fecure the young roots effe6lually 
from danger. 

, The pots of choice Auriculas and Carnations 
muft be fheltered from hard rains, froft, and- 
fnow, by coverings either of mats, cloths, or 
frames where they can be fpared ; but where 
there is not conveniency of either fort, the pots 
Ihould be laid down on one fide to prevent the 
moifture from foaking into the earth, which 
often rots them. 

If the feafon continues mild, the following 
flowering-ftirubs may be yet tranfplanted 5 
Rofes, Lilacs, Syringas, Jafmines, Laburnums, 
Spiraea frutex, Honeyfuckle, Hypericum frv*- 
tex, Colutea, Bladder-nut, Hydrangea, Rho- 
dodendron, Arbutus, Viburnum, Scarlet Horfe 
Cheftnut, and moft other hardy flowering-" 

* - . * A a 3 flirubs^ 
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flimbs, if the foil be dry where they are to bo 
planted, otherwife it is better to defer it till 
February. 

Turn over the compofts which have been 
^prepared for pots or borders, that the parts may 
be equally mixed, and that they may receive 
the benefit of air and froft to fweeten.them, 
and render them loofer. And prepare frefh 
compofts at this feafon, that there niay not be 
wanting a fupply the following year ; for it is 
much better to have three or four flocks under 
each other, that they may lie the longer, whercr 
by jhey will be better meliorated and prepared 
for ufe ; for if their parts are not well mixed, 
the plants will not thrive near fo well which 
are planted therein. # 

Toward the latter end of this month, if the 
ftafon Ihould prove wet or frofty, thq beds of 
choice Anempnies, Ranunculufcs, and Hya-y 
cinths, which begin to appear above ground, 
fhould be arched over with hpops, that they may 
be covered with mat« or cloths in bad weather, 
to prevent the froft from penetrating the ground 
to the roots, and to keep off heavy xains and 
faow, which, if permitted to foak into the beds, 
will oftw caufc the roots to rot in the fpring ; 
but as the Hyacinth rarejy conaes up fo ibon^ 
file be4 in which they are planted may be go^.

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vcred with old tan five or fix inches thick, which 
will prevent the froft from penetrating the 
ground, and fecure the roots. 

The wildernefs quarters (hould now bfe trim- 
itled, and the ground dug between the trees, iJF 
-it was ncglefted the former months, which will 
render it neat, and encourage tlxe growth of 
the trees; but where there are flower-roots 
growing therein, thefe muft be cafe taken hot 
to deftroy theni ifi digging. 

In very wet or frbfly weather, when little

front's but they (hould nft be placed fp cloft? 
as that their branches may interfere, for that 
would greatly injure their heads. .

HIS month (the days being at the 
fhorteft) is commonly the datkeft 
of the whole year,! and is fubje6l to 
different forts of weather ; fome>*^ 
times the ground is frozen up, ib thatlitde 
can be done in the garden \ and at other times 
there are hard rains and thick ftinking io^- 
whiqh render it very uncomfortaUe ftirring 
abroad, but efpecially to p^fons of tender con-* 
ftitutions : and this weather is alfo very injuri* 
ous to tender plants. 

If this feafon is mild, you m?y earth up th<^ 
Artichokes which were n^gle^ed the fortner 
months j in doing of which, if the ground is 
not very good, bury fome rotten dung in it, 
which will greatly promote* the growth of tht* 
Artichokes the following faring, 

. 3 Carry 
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Carry dung Into the quarters of the kitchen- 
garden and fpread it on the ground, and trench 
up the quarters where there are no crops re-^ 
maining ou the ground, laying the earth in . 
ridges, that it may be mellowed by froft, and 
be fit for ufe when the feafon for cropping the 
ground comes on ; for if this is neglefled in 
winter, there will be fo much other bufinefs to 
do in the fpring, that there will not be time to 
trench the ground properly, which frequently 
occafions its being (lightly performed. 

Pick fnails out of the holes of old walls, of 
from under pafes, hedges, broken pots, or 
other rubbilb;* as^ alio behind the ftems and 
branch^sofwaH fruit-trees, in which places 
they lay thcmfclvcs up during the winter iea-* 
jb», and may be then eafily taken before the;^ 
get abroad again. 

Sow Crefies, Muftard, Rape, Radifh, Tur-
